At various points during a campaign, 
clouds of conventional wisdom that may or 
may not have any basis in reality waft up 
from the circle of political pundits and pros 
who spin and shape public perceptions. 

Thus, today in the Boston mayor’s race 
we have the “Salerno slide,” the hot theory 
that City Councilor Rosaria Salerno — the 
early front-runner to make the final election

— is beginning to lose some altitude. The 
reasons include: 

¢ A July 25 Boston Globe poll giving 
Salerno 17 percent of the vote and a three- 
point lead only one week after the paper 
published a Jim Brett poll that placed her at 
23 percent with a nine-point lead. SALERNO 
CONFIDENT DESPITE POLL SLIP was the Bos- 
ton Herald’s headline. 

A belief, in the words of Bob Rufo advis- 
er Ralph Whitehead, a UMass journalism 
professor, that the race has moved “from 
McNeil-Lehrer to Rescue 911” — meaning 
the focus has shifted from issues of cam- 
paign finances and ethics to crime and safe- 
ty. That could prove to be rugged terrain 
for Salerno, who must convince voters that 
the only female and the most liberal candi- 
date in the race will protect them from the 
bad guys. 

* A sense among insiders — exacerbat- 
ed by some mediocre forum performances 
in which she has not demonstrated a mas- 
tery of the issues, as well as the potential 
threat to her liberal base from the spirited 
Chris Lydon campaign — that the Saler- 
no campaign has been spinning its wheels 
for a few weeks. 

The “Salerno slide” is just an also-ran’s 
pipe dream, responds Salerno spokesman 
David Williams. “It’s coming from the rest 
of the pack who would like to feel they’re 
making some headway.”

RECYCLING 
REVISITED 


Recycling activists and state officials are 
trying to figure out just what State Repre- 
sentative James Brett (D-Boston) meant 
when he said at a mayoral candidates’ fo- 
rum on the environment this week that the 
governor is releasing $500,000 for recy- 
cling in Boston. 

Members of the Boston Recycling Coali- 
tion thought that Brett, an inside player in 
state-budget deliberations, let slip infor- 
mation privy only to Beacon Hill power- 
brokers. The coalition hoped the Weld ad- 
ministration was finally bowing to its calls 
to make Boston’s biweekly newspaper-re- 
cycling pickups a weekly occurrence. It’s 
the least Boston could do, recycling advo- 
cates say, to make up for the one-year- 
plus delay in building a comprehensive, 
citywide recycling facility — now set to be 
completed in 1995. 

But Leo Roy, director of waste policy and 
planning for the state’s Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs, says he has no idea 
what Brett was talking about. 

“I'd love to know about it, because they 
sure could use it,” he says. But the fact is, 
Roy continues, the state has no funds ear- 
marked for expanding Boston’s newspaper- 
recycling program. 

Roy speculates that Brett may have been 
thinking of Boston State Senator Miriam 
Walsh’s state-budget amendment to include 
$100,000 from the Bottle Bill Fund to pay 
for a newspaper-recycling public-education 
program and a pilot comprehensive pro- 
gram in Jamaica Plain. 

Then again, Brett may have just been try- 
ing to take the wind out of the sails of Act- 
ing Mayor Thomas Menino. That same 
day, Menino signed a grant agreement with 
the state that will free $200,000 in state 
funds for construction of the comprehen- 
sive recycling facility. About $3.5 million 
will follow in the coming years. 

Brett’s office declined to return calls to 
clarify his statement. 

In the meantime, the Recycling Coalition 
says it is considering a class-action lawsuit 
against the state for its negligence in getting 
any meaningful recycling program, mandat- 
ed by law, off the ground. 

Says Recycling Coalition member An- 
drew McLeod: “We're just fed up.”

PLAYING FOR THE 
BIG CHECK, MATE 


Chess fans who love live competition 
have had little to cheer about locally, un- 
less you count watching the guy with the 
funny hat play for a couple of bucks a 
match in front of the Au Bon Pain in Har- 
vard Square. But next week, when the 
three-day Boston International Chess Ex- 
hibition gets under way, Boston-area 
board buffs will be treated to an unprece- 
dented chess extravaganza. 

The exhibition begins on Wednesday, 
with a day-long competition using a giant 
chess set in Copley Square. Later, begin- 
ners and experts alike are invited to play a 
tandem of chess-world luminaries, who 
will move from board to board, taking 
turns playing each local competitor. The 
tandem will include Somerville’s Patrick 
Wolff, the 25-year-old grandmaster and 
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current US champion. Also participating 
will be the world’s leading female chess 
player, 17-year-old Hungarian Judit Pol- 
gar — not to mention Polgar’s chess-play- 
ing sisters, 23-year-old Zsuzsa (ranked 
second in the world) and 18-year-old 
Zsofia (ranked sixth). 

On Thursday, the competition gets politi- 
cal, as Governor — and chess enthusiast 
— William Weld sits for a match with Judit 
Polgar at the Copley Plaza Hotel. Later that 
evening, Polgar will take on Wolff in what is 
being billed as a “ ‘Battle of the Sexes’ Blitz 
Chess Match” — a rapid-fire, 10-game 
competition in which each game lasts no 
longer than five minutes. The winner pock- 
ets $5000 — big bucks for the chess circuit 
— and the loser takes home $2500. 

The event will be filmed by ESPN for its 
show Amazing Games, marking the first 
time a major chess exhibition will be 
recorded for a national television audience 
since the days of the last American world 
chess champion, Bobby Fischer (Amazing 
Games will air the episode sometime this 
fall). Later, Zsuzsa and Zsofia Polgar will 
compete against New England champions, 
including a 14-year-old phenom from 
Providence named Jorge Zamora, in a se- 
ries of blitz-style matches. 

The exhibition ends on Friday with more 
blitz matches, pitting world-ranked players 
against local chessmen and -women. Ad- 
mission to each event varies, but a three- 
day pass cests $60 for adults and $40 for 
children. Pre-registration is advised; call 
266-0742.

OW-DOWN 
LOWDOWN 


Affixing the adjective “sleazy” to a bar 
usually doesn’t do much for business. But 
to Frank Pinto, sleazy bars are an underap- 
preciated commodity. Boston has more 
than its share, he says, and they should be 
celebrated as grungy antidotes to the 
Cheers-driven cuteness epidemic of the past 
decade. 

So eight years ago, Pinto, who directs the 
Boston Learning Adventure adult-educa- 
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tion-and-recreation program, conceived of 
the Sleazy Barhopping tour. It takes place 
every few months. The next romp is sched- 
uled for Saturday, August 14 — a perfect 
opportunity to experience dogs of bars dur- 
ing the dog days. 

The evening will go something like this. 
You’ll convene at 8:30 p.m. on the corner 
of Arlington and Marlborough Streets, 
board a yellow school bus, and visit four 
watering holes of disrepute around Boston 
and Cambridge. (Pinto won’t name the 
bars. He says they wouldn’t appreciate be- 
ing called “sleazy” in print, and featured 
hot spots vary from tour to tour.) After 1 
a.m., you’re on your own. 

Though sleazy, many of the establish- 
ments along the route offer serviceable (if 
not first-rate) entertainment. Plus, Pinto 
says, it’s a great way to meet people. “A 
lot of people have met on the sleazy-bar 
tour and wound up getting married,” he 
claims. It’s also a way to see the inside of 
establishments you’d never venture into 
alone. Groups offer safety. “But,” Pinto 
says, “sometimes people do look at us a 
little bit funny.” 

Cost is $27, and includes cover charges, 
but not drinks; call 237-7334.

JIM BRETT'S 
MARSHAL LAW 


State Representative Jim Brett, a leading 
mayoral candidate in Boston, is marketing 
himself as a healer who is sensitive to the 
city’s smoldering racial tensions. Until 
now, coverage in the daily press did not 
question Brett’s commitment to equality. 
But this past Tuesday, City Councilor 
Bruce Bolling, a mayoral rival, took the 
gloves off, attacking Brett in both Boston 
dailies for making contributions to racist 
organizations. 

Coming back to haunt Brett are docu- 
ments on file at the state’s Office of Cam- 
paign and Political Finance (OCPF) that 
show Brett’s campaign committee made at 
least one donation to the South Boston In- 
formation Center in 1988. He also bought 
at least nine ads in the South. Boston Mar- 
shal, a newspaper published until 1989 by 
the South Boston Marshals, a raucous anti- 
desegregation group. 

In the editorial world view of the 
Marshal, blacks were “urban gorillas” and 
“a bunch of Zulus . . . brandishing ma- 
chetes.” Hispanics were “Freedough Bandi-

finance some ugly race-baiting. 


dos” [sic]. Police were “the Roachemen” 
— a reference to former police commis- 
sioner Mickey Roache — who were “urban 
gorilla lovers.” 

A Marshal editorial once complained: 
“The Catholic church was so excited about 
blacks moving into apartments in South 
Boston’s housing projects that they held a 
mass at St. Monica’s for them.” The paper 
also published an article headlined Gays 
THREATEN HEALTH OF ALL AMERICANS. 

Brett has trumpeted his political friend- 
ship with State Senator Dianne Wilkerson 
(D-Boston) as evidence that he is expand- 
ing his base beyond Southie and Dorch- 
ester. Wilkerson dodged repeated calls 
from the Phoenix seeking her reaction to 
this story. 

“We gave a contribution as we do to ev- 
ery organization,” says Brett, unapologetic 
for his support of an organization with the 
unique history of attacking and alienating 
minorities and police, gays and Catholics. 

“That’s all I know,” claims Brett. “We 
gave to Little Leagues and churches, too. It 
doesn’t mean I agree with the organization.”

DA’S DAY 

The negative tone of your article 
“Reluctant DA” (“Homo Beat,” 
News, July 23) seems to be predicat- 
ed on my office’s alleged failure to 
“adequately [charge] and prosecute” 
in the case involving the May 1 beat- 
ing of a gay tourist in Provincetown. 

Your story is proof of an old adage 
on poor reporting: “Never let the 
facts get in the way of a good story.” 

You say the defendants “walked” in 
the case. They did not. 

The Provincetown police brought 
civil-rights charges against three juve- 
niles. The case was presented to a 
magistrate. He declined to issue the 
sole complaint before him at the time. 
Assistant District Attorney Fred Long 
then appealed that decision to a judge 
as provided by law, and he also re- 
quested the issuance of complaints for 
assault and battery, and assault and 
battery with a dangerous weapon. 

That appeal hearing was scheduled 
and held on July 15 before Judge 
Robert A. Welsh Jr. After Assistant 
District Attorney Long presented the 
evidence, Judge Welsh issued com- 
plaints of civil-rights violations, assault 
and battery, and assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon against two 
of the three juveniles. They were ar- 
raigned on those charges on July 28. 

Also mentioned in your article was 
a case involving convictions of four 
men obtained by my office on July 8, 
in which three of the four men were 
sentenced to prison for an assault on 
a gay man. 

You dismiss this as “not exactly a 
hard-won victory for justice: the case 
was settled by plea-bargain.” 

For your information, better than 
90 percent of criminal cases of all 
kinds brought throughout the com- 
monwealth are disposed of by way of 
a plea-bargain. With respect to this 
particular case, at the time it was dis- 
posed of it was on for its third day of 
a probable-cause hearing to deter- 
mine whether or not a judge would 
bind the case over to the Superior 
Court as we had requested. The vic- 
tim had been under the care of the 
Fenway Community Health Center, 
cited so often in your article. 

On the second day the victim ar- 
rived under the influence of alcohol 
and was unable to testify. He was not 
accompanied by anyone from the 
Fenway group, and when we called 
we were told that the person who 
knew of his case would show up. No 
one ever did. An assistant district at- 
torney then spoke to another activist, 
who came to the courthouse and ob- 
served the victim’s condition. That 
person agreed that the victim would 
have to return on another day to 
complete the hearing because of his 
inebriation. 

On the next scheduled date the vic- 
tim came in and everyone, including 
the activist who had observed the vic- 
tim earlier, agreed that the disposition 
reached was the appropriate one. 
This same activist appeared through- 
out your erticle criticizing my office 
and my asjiistants. Yet the same ac- 
tivist, follo ving Assistant District At- 
torney Lor z’s handling of the May 1 
case in the Orleans Court, ran into 
Mr. Long n a market in Province- 
town. The activist introduced Mr. 
Long to his mother and was effusive 
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in his praise of the work Mr. Long 
had done on the case. 

Apparently this activist talks out of 
one side of his mouth as well as he 
talks out of the other. 

Those with a genuine interest in 
these issues I would respectfully refer 
to the July 22 issue of Bay Windows, 
in which a more accurate and com- 
plete description of this July 8 prose- 
cution was reported, including the 
observation that “activists [were] 
pleased with the judge’s actions.” 

In closing, I point out that your 
sidebar article on the so-called Mace- 
Hendricks case failed to mention that 
the only judicial decision reached in 
this matter was brought by my office. 
In that hearing, a judge found no 
criminal wrongdoing and no negli- 
gence on the part of the police offi- 
cer. Following that judicial decision, 
the case was reviewed by Attorney 
General Shannon, Attorney General 
Harshbarger, and United States At- 
torney Wayne Budd, and all agreed 
that the inquest was correct and no 
further prosecution was warranted.

WHAT ABOUT BLOB? 

Five years ago: August 5, 1988 

> Owen Gleiberman compared the remake of the film The 
Blob with the 1950s original. He concluded that although 
Chuck Russell’s modified goo did have certain “icky and 
organic” charms, both blobs needed to shape up. 

“It was simply the blob, like something you’d pulled out 
of your nose. It was one totally awesome blob, too, especial- 
ly when it oozed through the projection booth of a movie 
theater and came pouring out the front doors. How disap- 
pointing when I caught up with the movie again as an adult, 
only to reatize what 2 thicadbare production it actually was. 

“Director/co-writer Chuck Russell introduces one bum- 
mer of a subplot: a sinister US task force that wants to uti- 
lize the blob for germ warfare. Was this his idea of a ‘rele- 
vant’ political angle? It’s enough to make you long for the 
’50s when slime was just slime.” 


ALL IN A DAY’S DIVE 
10 years ago: August 9, 1983 
» D.C. Denison was sort of given an underwater tour of 
New England when he spoke with some of the region’s 
recreational and professional divers. Nick Saggese of the 
Boston Police scuba team made it clear that pirates were 
not the only culprits whose “treasures” divers sought. 

“Nick Saggese of East Boston goes after more-contempo- 
rary artifacts. ‘The first object I remember diving for was a 
.45-magnum revolver in Jamaica Pond,’ he says. ‘We had ev- 
idence that a Cuban refugee had used it to commit 11 drug- 
related murders from Florida to Jamaica Plain, and we had a 
witness who said that he threw the weapon in the pond.’ 

“Other diving assignments are less predictable. A year 
ago, the team was called out in the middle of the night 
when a number of motorists, including an off-duty police- 
man, saw a man jump from the Mystic Bridge. After an all- 
night search, they turned up nothing. 

“ ‘TI think he hit the water, realized he was still alive, and 
just crawled out, dried himself off, and tried to forget 
about it.’” 


BRANCHING OUT — INDOORS 

15 years ago: August 8, 1978 

» From the Boston Public Library to the Federal Reserve 
Building, Boston interiors sprouted new life. Bob Battles 
reported on a burgeoning interest in indoor trees — and 
warned of a few attendant difficulties. 

“It took me five years to kill my tree. Perhaps my loss will 
be your gain, as I share what wisdom I gained through suf- 
fering. 

“Heating and air conditioning can be dangerous. Con- 
stant barrages of either hot or cold air are hazardous to the 
tropical variety of trees grown indoors. Forced-air heating 
can create an environment with humidity lower than that of 
the Mojave Desert. 

“Too little water weakens the plant’s resistance to insect 
infestation; too much bodes certain death.”

20 years ago: August 7, 1973 

» The Red Sox added new meaning to the term “struck 
out” when major-league baseball degenerated into third- 
rate wrestling.

Why lesbians don’t get 
the health care they need

frican-American lesbian 
Rhonda Celester almost 
lost her uterus to homo- 
phobia. 

What happened was 
this: Celester was having some gynecologi- 
cal problems — fibroids, she thought — 
and after researching the subject, went to 
see a gynecologist. The doctor — also a 
woman of color — asked Celester what 
kind of birth control she was using, to 
which Celester replied that she was a les- 
bian. Just as she told her gynecologist this, 
Celester says, “I realized, ‘Oops,’ she had 
kind of taken a step back.” 

After an awkward pause, she and 


great as men’s,” says Marian Milbauer, the 
women’s health coordinator at the Fenway 
Community Health Center. “We’re either 
not given health insurance from our jobs — 
if we have them — or we don’t make 
enough money to afford insurance out of 
pocket. This is common to all women. But 
an added barrier for lesbians is that because 
we don’t marry men, we don’t have access 
to health insurance through marriage.” 

Still, having financial access to care 
doesn’t solve many of the problems les- 
bians face in obtaining care. 

If lesbians don’t feel welcome in a 
health-care setting — either because 
they’ve experienced a provider’s homopho- 
bia directly, or because they’re afraid they 








the doctor got around to discussing 
her fibroids. The doctor told her 
she’d have to have a hysterectomy. 

“I was like, ‘A hysterectomy?!? 
I’m not even 30 yet!” says Celester. 
“She was like, “Well . . . and you’re 
going to have to have it in five 
weeks.’ She was making it sound 
like it was imperative and I was go- 
ing to die without it.” 

Because Celester had already done 
some research on the topic, she 
knew there were other treatments, 
including a hormone therapy that 
can shrink fibroids. When she men- 
tioned them to her doctor, the doctor 
told her the treatments were very ex- 
pensive and that Celester probably 
couldn’t afford them, even though 
she never asked Celester if her insur- 
ance would cover the treatment. 

Feeling misunderstood and won- 
dering whether she’d ever be able to 
have children, Celester left the doc- 
tor’s office. “I just sat in my car and 
cried,” Celester says. “And then I 
thought, ‘Wait a minute. Wait a 
minute!” I called the Black Women’s 
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Health Network in Atlanta, I called problem in lesbian health care. 


the Hysterectomy Society, I started 
making a lot of phone calls.” 

Those phone calls helped Celester real- 
ize that she probably didn’t need the pro- 
cedure. She went to another doctor who 
told her she didn’t need a hysterectomy at 
all. Celester started getting acupuncture, 
and her fibroid problem improved. 

But the experience has stuck with her. 
She is angry at the doctor for the treat- 
ment she received, and certain that the 
reason was not class or color. “It’s be- 
cause I said I was a lesbian,” she says. 

Celester’s story highlights many of the 
problems lesbians have in obtaining quality 
care, even when they have health insurance. 

That isn’t to say homophobia is the only 
reason many lesbians don’t receive the 
health care they need. Sometimes lesbians 
don’t seek care — particularly gynecologi- 
cal care — because they lack the primary 
motivation for most GYN visits, namely 
birth control. Still, most of the time, ho- 
mophobia and heterosexism are directly or 
indirectly responsible for lesbians’ dimin- 
ished access to health care. 

But lesbian health advocates aren’t con- 
tent with this kind of treatment. They’re 
organizing, with unprecedented success, 
to confront the problems that make les- 
bians one of the most underserved popula- 
tions in the country. 

* 

When lesbian health advocates get to- 
gether to talk about the problems lesbians 
face in securing health care, they focus on 
three concerns: economics, homophobia 
in the provision of services, and lesbian in- 
visibility in research. 

“Many lesbians don’t have health insur- 
ance because our earning power isn’t as 


will — they may not disclose information 
that can have an impact on their health and 
their health care, such as lesbian sexual ac- 
tivity, or having a female partner. 

“In a lot of ways, homophobia is one of 
the most pressing issues lesbians face in 
health care,” Milbauer says. 

A full 20 percent of the lesbians with 
primary GYN providers who were inter- 
viewed in 1984 and 1985 for the National 
Lesbian Healthcare Survey reported their 
providers “assumed they were heterosexu- 
al.” Four percent said their provider pre- 
scribed birth control for them. Worse, in a 
study of San Diego County physicians 
published in 1986, 31 percent of the 
providers lesbians see most — gynecolo- 
gists and family practitioners — described 
themselves as homophobic. 

“What happens is that because of this, 
many lesbians will avoid seeing their 
physicians until they’re so sick that inter- 
vention is too late,” says Dr. Marla Gold, a 
specialist in infectious diseases and a 
member of the faculty at the Medical Col- 
lege of Pennsylvania. 

Providers who aren’t actively homopho- 
bic still often lack knowledge of lesbian 
health concerns and lesbian lives. “Many 
providers are misinformed about lesbian 
transmission of STDs [sexually transmitted 
diseases], and wort’t do pap smears because 
they believe there’s been no sexual contact 
with men [which has been correlated with 
cervical cancer],” Milbauer says. “But there 
hasn’t been any research done on what kind 
of behaviors can transmit certain STDs.” 

Indeed, the omission of lesbians and 
lesbian-health topics from research stud-

ies is glaring. ' 

“In the past, the lesbian health literature was only fo- 
cused on two issues: alcohol consumption and low access 
to health care,” says Suzanne Haynes, PhD, chief of the 
National Cancer Institute’s Health Education section, and 
author of a controversial study that indicates that lesbians, 
as a group, are at higher risk for developing breast cancer. 
“There has never been a disease focus, whether lesbians 
are more or less likely to develop particular diseases. 

“Well, the way you get money from NIH [the National 
Institutes of Health] is to focus on diseases.” 

So, for instance, there’ve been no major federally funded 
studies to discover whether women can transmit STDs to 
each other, not even AIDS. 

> 

Getting the proper care may be particularly difficult for 
lesbians of color. 

“Being at this intersection of racism, sexism, and homo- 
phobia makes it very difficult for us to seek medical care,” 
says Evelyn C. White, editor of The Black Women’s Health 
Book. “There’s this incredible anxiety about it. ‘Who will I 
see who will not disrespect me, not attack me, not attribute 
my medical concerns to my race, my gender, my sexuali- 
ty?’ It’s very anxiety-provoking and we pay the price in di- 
minished health.” 

White says that African-American women are stereo- 
typed as “loose, out of control, wildly savage, and not 
needing the same delicate care that white women need.” 
Often, in the health-care setting, that sexualized racial 
stereotype and the already sexualized stereotype of lesbians 
combine, she says. 

The struggle necessary to get adequate health care has led 
many African-American women to give their own health 
needs low priority, White says. “This culture has taught us 
that black women aren’t about nothing. Part of it is internal- 
ized homophobia. But mostly 
I think it’s about living in a 
culture that has vilified us for 
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so long. And we’re very 
‘Hey, we’re strong black 
women, we can handle any- 

thing.’ ”

That’s why she and lesbian-health 
advocates nationwide are calling on 
medical schools, nursing schools, 
hospitals, and other health-care facili- 
ties to teach health-care providers 
about lesbians’ lives and lesbian 
health issues. Her own school is only 
now beginning to cover gay and les- 
bian health concerns as an organized 
part of the curriculum. 

According to a 1991 poll conduct- 
ed by researchers at the Louisiana 
State University Medical Center, in 
New Orleans, eight medical schoois 
out of the 82 that responded to the 
survey indicated they taught nothing 
at all about homosexuality or about 
gay and lesbian health issues. 

Moreover, the mean time devoted 
to addressing issues of gay and les- 
bian health at those 82 schools was a

mere three hours and 26 minutes in 
the four-year curriculum. At medical 
schools where those issues were ad- 
dressed, they were most often taught in 
the context of human-sexuality courses, 
or AIDS-and-HIV courses, rather than 
integrated into the entire curriculum. 
The poll, published as part of a study 
in the journal Academic Medicine, didn’t 
reveal how much time was spent on les- 
bian health issues. But if anecdotal evi- 
dence is any guide, the lesbian part of

In the absence of continuing medical- 

education courses about lesbian 
_ health, individual providers have set 
about educating their colleagues. One 
of them is Valerie Hodenius, a certi- 
fied nurse-midwife who works at 
Women Care, in Arlington. She began 
six Or seven years ago by educating 
staff at Malden Hospital in lesbian- 
ism, co-parenting, and the use of 
power of attorney to make health-care 
decisions for a life partner. 

“I also did a lot about language,” 
Hodenius says, “like [explaining] why 
saying to a couple ‘Which one of you 
is the mom?’ is really offensive.” In 
other workshops, Hodenius has 
talked with providers about sexually 
transmitted diseases, sexual abuse, 
and safer sex for lesbians. 

Now when lesbian couples come to 
the maternity ward at Malden, says 
Hodenius, they’re made welcome: “I 
think Malden Hospital is probably 
unique in its acceptance of lesbians.” 
But Hodenius doesn’t think she alone 
is responsible for creating such a wel-

Bob Rufo combines liberalism 
with crime-fighting credentials

t’s the day after a KRC Research 
poll on the Boston mayor’s race re- 
vealed that crime was overwhelm- 
ingly viewed as the city’s biggest 
problem — and that the favorite 
among self-described conserva- 


head, and sighed, “Ah, Massachusetts.” 

“I am very progressive on a lot of is- 
sues,” continues Rufo, as the laughter dies 
down, ticking off his support of condom 
distribution in schools and his literacy pro-

Crime-buster and social liberal. There’s 
no paradox here as far as the Rufo cam- 
paign is concerned.

tives was a candidate making 
crime his pre-eminent issue, Suf- 
folk County Sheriff Robert Rufo. 

During a question-and-an- 
swer session in a swanky South 
End townhouse, a man cites that 
poll and asks Rufo how he can 
persuade his liberal friends to 
vote for someone who’s “attrac- 
tive to conservatives.” 

Barely pausing, the candidate 
tells of a trip to Kentucky to ad- 
dress a statewide gathering of 
sheriffs. Rufo, who comes 
across more like an accountant 
than a lawman, was ushered 
into the office of the local sheriff — who, 
with his mirror shades, hat, and gun, 
looked like he was straight out of a 
Smokey and the Bandit sequel. His host 
sized him up, stared at his suit, shook his 
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mately a tough jailer, but a pro- 
gressive penal administrator,” 
says the candidate’s media-and- 
advertising consultant, Dan 
Payne. “I think he can be a re- 
former and a law-and-order 
candidate at the same time.” 

In fact, the success of the 42- 
year-old lifelong Brighton resi- 
dent’s cathpaign may hinge on his 
ability to blend diverse ingredients 
into one big stew. His “One Bos- 
ton” campaign theme not only 
speaks of uniting the city’s diverse 
enclaves, it also holds that all of 
Boston’s major challenges — 
jobs, schools, crime — have to be addressed 
with one coordinated battle plan. 

But can Rufo connect the dots in his own 
campaign? Aside from finding a balance be- 
tween crime-fighter and progressive, Rufo 
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must also convince voters that a technocrat- 
ic manager, a mild-mannered neighbor- 
hood guy who is “challenged by the chal- 
lenge of serving,” is also capable of being a 
decisive municipal leader with an agenda. 
Thus far, the Rufo campaign has looked 
better on paper than in practice. He is 
clearly a “first tier” candidate — along 
with City Councilor Rosaria Salerno, State 
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Rufo’s 1986 opponent, Dapper O’Neil, as 
a gun-toting Wild West outlaw — are ex- 
pected to prove formidable. 

But coming out of the box, Rufo’s less- 
than-dynamic stump style and damaging 
news stories about campaign money and 
favors to friends have slowed his efforts to 
define his campaign clearly. And even if he 
reaches full throttle, Rufo will never re- 
mind anyone of the larger-than- 
life mayors who, for better or for 
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Representative Jim Brett, and Acting May- 
or Tom Menino — and was tied for sec- 
ond with Menino at 14 percent, three 
points behind Salerno, in the KRC poll, 
conducted in late July. 

And Rufo has a large organization still 
oiled from last year’s landslide re-election 
campaign. Starting with a $240,000 war 
chest, he raised an additional $400,000 
between January 1 and July 21. When the 
TV wars begin in earnest, Rufo’s money 
and the expert hand of Payne — who 
masterminded the decisive ad portraying

worse, once ruled America’s cities 
— people like Richard Daley Sr., 
Ed Koch, Frank Rizzo, and Kevin 
White. 

Instead, the real question is: will 
voters see Rufo as Michael 
Dukakis redux or as another Scott 


Harshbarger? 
If it’s Dukakis — he of the 
bean-counter soul — then Rufo 


could be in for a tough campaign. 

But if it’s Harshbarger — like 
the sheriff, a no-nonsense goo- 
goo with an anti-crime appeal, 
who parlayed that combo into the 
attorney general’s office — then 
you might have to start calling 
him Mayor Rufo. 





The record 

To a greater extent than any 
other mayoral candidate, Bob 
Rufo has a record as an adminis- 
trator that is not obfuscated by the 
haze of legislative politics. After 
16 years in the sheriff's depart- 
ment, eight as second-in-com- 
mand to his patron, former sheriff 
and unsuccessful 1983 mayoral 
candidate Dennis Kearney, that 
record is an impressive one. 

In 1987, Rufo masterminded the move 
from the old Charles Street Jail to the new 
and improved Nashua Street facility — a 
transfer that was, by all accounts, carried 
out smoothly. 

In 1991, the legislature transferred con- 
trol of the grossly mismanaged Deer Island 
House of Corrections from the city to the 
sheriffs office. With a court-ordered dead- 
line looming, Rufo closed the pit and 
moved the 823 inmates to the new South 
Bay House of Corrections in less than six

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months — a move he pulled off with 
scarcely a hitch despite the resistance of the 
corrections officers’ union, which respond- 
ed to Rufo’s takeover by filing suit to have 
the transfer reversed. (The union lost.) 

Today Rufo likes to say his fiefdom, 
which comprises the two jails, 1100 em- 
ployees, more than 1600 inmates, and a 
$50 million budget, “runs like a Swiss 
watch.” 

“He was able to take over and make 
changes without a lot of headlines,” says 
one municipal watchdog. “That takes 
strong, effective management. There 
aren’t many who could pull that off.” 

During his tenure, Rufo has unveiled a 
number of innovations, including an AIDS- 
education effort for prisoners, a literacy 
program paid for through inmate funds, a 
“Jail Brake” program designed to disabuse 
troubled kids of any romantic notions about 
incarceration, and a Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (DARE) curriculum for stu- 
dents. This past year, with the help of Ca- 
blevision of Boston and a federal grant, 
Rufo began a video-linkup program be- 
tween Nashua Street and the courthouse to 
conduct bail hearings without having to 
transport the prisoner to the courtroom. 

But more than anything else, Rufo is 
known for his long crusade — including 
an appearance before the US Supreme 
Court — to allow double-bunking at the 
Nashua Street facility, which is now pro- 
hibited. After a convoluted legal process, 
the ball now lies in the court of US Dis- 
trict Judge Robert Keeton, who is expected 
to rule before the campaign ends. If Rufo 
wins — and he clearly expects to — it 
should enhance his crime-fighting image. 

“The one issue we believe he has a blind 
spot on is double-bunking,” says attorney 
Lynn Weissberg, who has spent nearly 10 
years battling that plan. But even Weissberg 
admits Rufo “has brought some innovations 
and much-needed progress to the Suffolk 
County jail,” and says “he compares favor- 
ably” to most corrections officials. 

That’s why Rufo’s tactic of asking voters 
to look at his record makes political sense. 
Through his stewardship of the county 
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corrections system, he is able to point to 
sound fiscal management, an ability to 
leapfrog the bureaucracy, and a philosoph- 
ically enlightened approach to the emo- 
tional issue of locking up bad guys. 

“He may be the state’s best sheriff in 
modern times,” wrote the usually reserved 
Boston Globe columnist Bob Turner. 
“Whether he would make a first-rate may- 
or of Boston is another story.” 

That’s the doubt in the mind of one 
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with the lockups. And then there was the 
infamous “blue light” episode, when it was 
revealed that former Channel 7 owner — 
and Rufo contributor — David Mugar, 
with Rufo’s help, got a permit to put a 
flashing blue light on his car. 

None of these allegations is exactly an 
indictable offense. And Rufo and others 
suspect the dimes are being dropped by 
unhappy union members. But whatever the 
source, the bad press has slowed Rufo’s

really a microcosm of Boston’s societal problems.” 


Rufo critic from the business community 
who believes the sheriff has thus far only 
demonstrated an ability to “do one thing 
well.” 

“You can hire a manager or you can 
elect a leader,” adds the skeptic. 

The campaign is no doubt prepared to 
handle that line of attack. What’s really 
staggered Rufo, though, has been the ag- 
gressive media assault on his integrity, 
which began early in the race. There were 
stories that a large percentage of his em- 
ployees who received major pay raises 
were contributors to his campaign, that he 
was using his considerable workforce as a 
fundraising base, and that he accepted 
money from vendors who did business 


charge from the starting gate. (John Kel- 
logg was recently moved in to take control 
of the press operation from former Boston 
Business Journal staffer Bob Duffy, who 
remains on board.) And Rufo, for his part, 
seems genuinely hurt and angry. 

“My reputation as a public servant has 
never been called into question,” he says 
plaintively, while angrily characterizing 
Salerno’s efforts to make hay on the em- 
ployee-contributions issue as a “real cheap 
shot.” 

“He has a tendency to take things per- 
sonally when they don’t go well,” says one 
local attorney. “He’s going to have to de- 
velop an enormously thicker skin.” 

After a slow start, Rufo has begun 
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fighting back. 

He concluded a recent Boston Herald | 
editorial-board meeting with a lengthy and | 
solemn plea that other candidates be sub- | 
ject to similar scrutiny. 

He and Salerno are the only candidates | 
who regularly disclose the identities of their | 
contributors, rather than adhering to the | 
strict letter of the law — and in the report | 
filed in late July, the campaign points out that | 
only 4.6 percent of the contributions have | 
come from sheriff's-department workers. 

During his closing remarks at a July 28 | 
CPPAX forum, he blasted Menino and 
Brett for not opening up their books. But | 
when his pitch failed to cause much of a | 
stir among the liberal attendees, Rufo 
seemed perplexed. 


The law-and-order liberal 

“It’s hard to lose the prefix ‘Sheriff Bob 
Rufo,” the candidate explained recently to a 
small group in the Southie law office of 
David Donahue, a former student of Rufo’s 
at Suffolk Law. “It conjures up right [wing] 
in people’s minds. Hard right.” 

Still, as the KRC poll suggests, the prefix 
may well pay off in conservative support at 
a time when many residents are preoccu- 
pied with the fear of unsafe streets. 

“In terms of his political style,” says one 
legal observer of Rufo, “it’s not too differ- 
ent from the attorney-general campaign 
Harshbarger ran.” 

In that 1990 campaign, then- Middlesex 
District Attorney Harshbarger, the son of 
a college chaplain and a former seminari- 
an, blended progressive social views with a 
tough crime-fighting image. “Scott always 
did very well among independents and 
moderates because they saw him as a 
prosecutor,” says Harshbarger political 
consultant Michael Goldman. 

Though he resists the conservative label, 
Rufo does make a beeline for the law-and- 
order vote. Asked during the CPPAX fo- 
rum to predict his primary achievement as 
mayor, Rufo listened to two other candi- 
dates talk about kids and values, and then 
said flatly: “Boston will be known as the 
city that implemented community policing 
in every neighborhood.” And his campaign 
crime package calls for, among other 
things, beefing up the police force, crack- 
ing down on violence in schools, control-

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ling guns more strictly, and getting much 
tougher with bail for suspects in domestic- 
battering cases. 

Rufo’s crimefighter niche has been chal- 
lenged by former police commissioner 
Mickey Roache, who was stung by the St. 
Clair Commission’s report calling for his 
scalp and who’s been mired in the single 
digits in the polls. And there’s no love lost 
between the two. While Rufo has blasted 
Roache for failing to modernize the Boston 
Police Department and mocked his tenure 
by recounting how Roache was seen 
“ducking rocks” on national TV during the 
South Boston High School riot, Roache 
has retaliated by characterizing the sheriff 
as nothing more than “an innkeeper.” 

But to some prisoners’-rights advocates, 
Rufo hasn’t always been a benign host. 
They assail his support for double-bunking 
as a danger to inmates, and some also crit- 
icize the video-linkup program, pointing 
out that it denies the defendant the right to 
appear physically at important hearings. In 
addition, Rufo has in the past taken a hard 
line in favor of trying more juveniles as 
adults and against Governor Bill Weld’s 
proposal to release more than 1000 county 
inmates to halfway houses. 

“I like Bobby a lot,” says attorney Peter 
Fenn, counsel to inmates at the Suffolk 
County House of Corrections on behalf of 
the Civil Liberties Union of Massachusetts. 
“But I'd like him a lot better if he had the 
stature to take the hard road. It’s very easy 
to say, ‘Vote for me. I’m going to make the 
streets safer by putting people in jail.’ ” 

The Rufo rap focuses heavily on crime. 
But in all fairness, his pitch includes the 
warning that “unless we get pro-active and 
preventative in our approach to correction, 
we’re not going to be able to build our way 
out of the problem.” As Goldman puts it: 
“All the other sheriffs think he’s a flaming 
liberal.” 

“I have a certain sense of compassion 
and understand the problems of Boston,” 
Rufo says, adding that “the sheriff's de- 


| partment is really a microcosm of Boston’s 
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societal problems. And you can best fix 
something when you understand why it’s 


broken in the first place.” 

Indeed, Rufo, a product of ethnically di- 
verse, working-class, solidly Democratic 
Allston-Brighton, entered this race with a 
good reputation among liberals. Oddly 
enough, that’s also borne out by the KRC 
poll, in which he placed second — with 11 
percent support — among liberals. (Saler- 
no was the runaway leader, at 36 percent.) 
A few weeks back, Rufo pulled a minor 
upset by getting 12 votes to Salerno’s 13 
among the liberal-leaning Back Bay and 
Beacon Hill burghers of the Ward 5 Dem- 
ocratic Committee, thus denying her the 
endorsement. 

Aside from the progressive elements of 
his record — like the literacy program — 
Rufo registers portside on almost all the 
major litmus-test issues. 
He is pro-choice. He fa- 
vors needle exchanges 
and the distribution of 
condoms in schools, al- 
though he draws the line 
at condoms in his correc- 
tions facilities. He sup- 
ports the city’s rent-con- 
trol ordinance. And at a 
South End event for gay 
supporters, he acknowl- 
edged “the need to re-de- 
fine the traditional word 
‘family.’ ” Rufo the law- 
man is even anti-death 
penalty. But not because 
“he has a moral problem” 
with killing a killer. 

“The problem I have is 
the sheer volume in the 
criminal-justice system 
doesn’t always produce 
the right result,” he says. 


“I could never live with A MR. FIX-IT w 
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during the ’86 sheriff's campaign, to ex- 
plain why his candidate and another un- 
charismatic managerial type, Michael 
Dukakis, are not psychic clones: 

“Rufo is a city kid, and he calls himself 
‘a shit-kicker from Brighton.’ He’s more 
of an average guy.” 

Married and the father of two boys, Rufo 
could have auditioned for the Ward 
Cleaver role in Leave It to Beaver. He was 
born in Brighton’s St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
the oldest of seven kids. Like every other 
political figure of his day, Rufo speaks 
fondly of Jack and Bobby Kennedy. But he 
doesn’t seem to be one of the Boston pols 
who grew up emulating local ward-heelers 
and dreaming of a state-rep seat. He does 
proudly recall, however, his dad breaking

More than one political observ- 
er believes that in the event of a preliminary- 
or final-election showdown with the more 
conservative, anti-choice Jim Brett, Rufo’s 
best tack may be to attack from the left.

A former altar boy, Rufo began working 
in a neighborhood pharmacy at age 11, 
and supported himself during his years at 
West Roxbury’s Catholic Memorial High 
School and Boston College by laboring at a 
local gas station. He received a law degree 
from Suffolk and a master’s from Har- 
vard’s Kennedy School of Government. 


Before hooking up with Kearney, in 1977, 
he practiced law and taught at Suffolk.

In 
what he calls “very emotional” discussions 
with his family about whether to run for 
mayor, his 12-year-old son Peter asked, 
“Will you get a badge if you’re mayor?” 
He wasn’t mollified until Rufo explained 
that all the city’s police would, in effect, 
report to him. 

Before finally hanging up his cleats in 
’86, Rufo spent 16 years pitching in the lo- 
cal slow-pitch All-Brite softball league. He 
can still remember the name of the guy 
who hit the line smash that broke three of 
his fingers.

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At times, Rufo seems almost smaller than life on the 
stump. Slope-shouldered and compact — Rufo loses his 
appetite during campaigns and has already dropped nearly 
20 pounds in this race — he is not a commanding physical 
presence. With a noted inability to speak in soundbites and 
his arms stiffly folded when he is not gesticulating, he can 
underwhelm. 

“He doesn’t really project in a room, does he?” asked 
one of the Ward 5 guests when the sheriff finished his re- 
marks. At the CPPAX forum, Rufo responded to an emo- 
tionally charged question about Boston’s racist image with 
a tepid answer about school curriculum, thus forfeiting an 
opportunity to connect with the crowd. 

Still, there are hints that he could develop a more engag- 
ing style if he worked at it. Friends say he has a self-depre- 
cating wit, and he is capable of a decent wisecrack. (When 
the intercom buzzed in Quilty’s Back Bay home, he feigned 
surprise and said, “We don’t have that in Brighton. We just 
have the ding, ding.”) Speaking to a racially mixed group 
at a South End party, Rufo responded to rapid-fire ques- 
tions with infectious power and energy. 


A passion to serve 

At a house party organized by gay supporters, Rufo ad- 
dressed the issue of hate crimes by recalling the night he 
was kicked out of a 1986 campaign event in South Boston 
“because of my ethnicity.” 

“I have never forgotten that,” he said, his voice rising. “I 
won't forget that as mayor. I won’t allow it.” Then he added, 
almost apologetically, “I don’t mean to get so emotional.” 

Such “emotional” outbursts — in truth, Rufo’s blood 
pressure had spiked only moderately — may reflect one as- 
pect of his passion. But the more common manifestation 
was evident to Rufo supporter Bob Fichter when he ran into 
the sheriff at the mid-June opening of a BayBanks branch in 
Fields Corner. During casual chitchat, Rufo told him how 
disturbed he was to see trash along Dorchester Avenue. 








“His temptation was not to grab a shovel, as Ray might | 


have done,” says Fichter, “but to figure out how to fix it 
and clean the damn thing up.” 

“I like to fix things,” says Rufo. That’s the passion of a 
man who tinkers under the hood of his own car. Explain- 
ing the video-linkup program, Rufo oozes enthusiasm. 
“This is innovative,” he asserts. “This shows I have the 
ability to conceptualize something and take it through to 
the end. That’s what the mayor’s job is about.” 

“I’m challenged by the challenge of what the next mayor 
must do,” he has said. “I’m frustrated that I can’t get my 
hands on the problem. I can only react to crime. I can only 
react to education. In a way, I want to come out of the four 
corners of the jail. . . . It’s time to roll up our sleeves and 
. .. attack these problems.” 

Thus far in the campaign, Rufo has stressed a realistic 
fix-it approach as opposed to a sweeping, philosophical re- 
sponse to the city’s troubles. 

Though he’s announced he wants the appointed school- 
committee members to resign so he can control its make- 
up, he has stayed out of the battle over whether the city 
should return to an elected school board by claiming such 
a debate is moot and counterproductive until the scheduled 
1996 referendum on the matter. Not surprisingly, he advo- 
cates giving Schools Superintendent Lois Harrison-Jones, 
who was under constant political assault from Ray Flynn, 
“an opportunity to operate the school system,” and he 
vows to “work with her.” 

His economic package includes cutting the industrial tax 
rate in half to attract investment, taking a harder line with 
tax-exempt properties, and streamlining the development 
process. But aside from community policing, he rarely talks 
about expanding programs — and instead vows to “repri- 
oritize the budget.” 

“That’s my forte, looking at budgets, performance 
based-budgeting,” he proudly told the group at Quilty’s 
home. 


* 

At one point during the ’86 sheriff's campaign, Rufo said 
boldly: “I’ll drop dead before I give the keys to Dapper 
O’Neil.” Explaining those words now, Rufo says, 
“Dammit, I was not going to let Dapper O’Neil come in 
here and totally dismantle nine years of my effort and Den- 
nis Kearney’s effort to professionalize this department.” To 
Rufo that’s the mortal sin — lack of professionalism. 

Sometime last summer, when speculation began to mount 
that Ray Flynn might end up with a Clinton-administration 
job, Payne and Kearney were sitting together at Fenway 
Park when the subject turned to Rufo as‘a possible mayor. 

“He’s the right guy,” insisted Kearney, whose 1983 
campaign was doomed by, among other things, a perceived 
lack of mayoral heft. “He’s just so intense about personal 
management.” 

The Rufo people are looking for another pendulum- 
swinging election. Just as Flynn’s victory was seen as the 
antidote to Kevin White’s ivory-tower imperiousness, Rufo 
hopes voters will see his management ethic as the correct 
response to Flynn’s feel-good-and-forget-the-paperwork 
approach to governing. But as folks as diverse as Jimmy 
Carter and Michael Dukakis have proved, just being a 
wonk isn’t enough. 

Before hearing Rufo speak at a local event, South End 
resident Ted Pietras was unimpressed with all of Flynn’s 
potential successors. “They’re all colorless,” he complained. 
But after hearing Rufo forcefully argue for a central holding 
facility for arrestees so police can return to the streets more 
quickly after making a bust, he changed his tune. 

“I was impressed,” he said a bit grudgingly. 

The key for Rufo may be finding a way to connect with 
people like Pietras, and show that his innate desire to fix 
things is directly linked with those aspects of life in Boston 
that most people feel are; indeed, broken. ==, CO

Trouble at the Gloucester Stage Company

ix women who were in- 
volved with the Glouces- 
ter Stage Company as 
actresses or staff between 
1989 and 1992 say they 
were sexually harassed by internationally 
known playwright and screenwriter Israel 
Horovitz, founder and artistic director of 
the company. 

Horovitz, 54, whose most celebrated 
plays include The Indian Wants the 
Bronx, The Widow’s Blind Date, and 
Park Your Car in Harvard Yard (which 
recently ran on Broadway), has won nu- 
merous awards, including two Obies, an 
Emmy, and Boston’s Elliot Norton 
Award. When asked about the allega- 
tions, he refused to comment. 

The allegations range from offensive 
language to inappropriate kissing and 
repeated acts of sexual fondling. Most 
of the women said they repeatedly told 
Horovitz to stop, in one case resorting 
to physical violence. Two of the women 
said they had spoken to the president of 
the theater’s board of directors, Barry Y. 
Weiner, about the problems last fall. To 
their knowledge, no action has been 
taken. 

Weiner, contacted by the Phoenix, dis- 
missed the women’s claims as overreac- 
tion, saying that today people throw 
around charges of sexual harassment 
“like manhole covers.” (See “Board De- 
nies Charge.”) 

All six women spoke to the Phoenix on 
the condition that their names not be 
published. Some stated that they would 
feel embarrassed or humiliated to be 
identified publicly. Others expressed 
concern about possible repercussions for 
their careers in the theater. All, however, 
have agreed to come forward in the event 
of litigation. 

The Phoenix investigation began last 
February, when this reporter received an 
anonymous letter containing allegations 
of sexual abuse of women by the artistic 
director at the Gloucester Stage Compa- 
ny. The letter also claimed that one em- 
ployee had told board president Weiner 
about the situation in the fall of 1992. 

In all, the Phoenix has interviewed 13 
women associated with Gloucester Stage 
who were either personally harassed or 
molested, or who knew of such behavior 
directed toward others. Several women 
referred to warnings they had received 
about Horovitz’s advances; some de- 
scribed a “buddy system” by which they 
would attempt to keep each other out of 
harm’s way. The harassment occurred 
repeatedly over a four-year period and 
usually involved women in their 20s or 
younger. 

One woman first worked at Gloucester 
Stage in 1989, when she was 18. She 
was warned at the time by the stage man- 
ager to “beware of Israel,” but nothing 
happened between them that season. 
However, when she returned for the ’91 
season, Horovitz began to make physical 
advances, particularly when she was 
alone in the theater. It began with a 
French kiss. “He kissed me on the 
mouth,” she said, “and he put his tongue 
in my mouth and I recoiled in shock, and 
he kind of smiled at me and I kind of 
looked at him. I was very confused.” 

Soon, the woman said, Horovitz be- 
came more persistent and aggressive de- 
spite her demands that he stop. She said 
his hugs became tighter and his hands 
groped underneath her clothing. The 
worst instance, said the woman, was 
when Horovitz called her into the theater 
after a show. “As we came around the 
corner he sort of propelled me up the

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A widespread problem 


any women in the Boston theater community say they’re continually 

walking the thin line between keeping a career afloat and themselves out 
of harm’s way. Fielding the occasional improper advances of producers, actors, 
and directors is just another part of the job. Or, to be more accurate, part of 
keeping a job. 

What makes the situation even more difficult is that the theater is a very physical 
place. “There are occasions when, in the theater, everyone always hugs and kiss- 
es,” said one actress. “We’re very touchy-feely-gropey kind of people, physical 
people. There are different boundaries than normal humans in their daily lives.” 

The perception of different boundaries makes it easier for those in power to 
stretch the rules. It also makes complaining about improper conduct a more am- 
biguous and dangerous exercise. Many women, particularly those just starting 
out, don’t want to be seen as prudes or troublemakers. The tradition of “kissy- 
kissy” is often used to excuse or rationalize abuse. 

Sexual language and physical contact are also part of the artistic process. For 
years, male directors, acting teachers, and producers have included erotic lan- 
guage and touching in their creative approaches. When one actress found Israel 
Horovitz trying to incorporate a French kiss into a rehearsal, she thought, if only 
for a moment, that this was part of his teaching technique. “There was a small 
part of my brain saying, Is this part of the process? Could it be part of the pro- 
cess? Here is someone who should know a lot, but it just didn’t feel right.” 

And intimidation, overt or implied, underlies the practice of improper behavior. 
It’s difficult to get work in the theater, and actresses will put up with a lot, often in 
silence, in order to hold onto a job. According to one woman who worked under 
Horovitz, “He never said anything about blackmail, but you felt it. Nothing was 
ever said, but I think you do feel that way, anybody in that situation feels that way.” 

There seems to be a gap between the ability of Actors’ Equity Association, the 
national actors’ union, to protect the rights of its members in this area (Equity 
actors can file grievances) and the realities of women, many of them non-Equity, 
struggling to survive in a competitive business that trades on sex appeal. Equity 
officials, asked about their policy on sexual-harassment complaints, were unable 


to supply a statement.

arry Y. Weiner, president of 

the board of the Gloucester 
Stage Company, told the Phoenix 
he spoke with “at least three or 
four women” employees of the 
theater last fall who said they had 
“been harassed by Israel in some 
way.” But Weiner, a trial lawyer, 
said that these days “people throw 
the charge around like manhole 
covers.” He said that what the 
women told him about, “some 
hugging and kissing that they said 
was untoward and inappropriate,” 
didn’t fit the legal interpretation of 
the charge of sexual harassment. 

The conversations took place 
when Weiner called a number of 
theater-staff members to ask them 
to evaluate the performance of the 
business director (the theater’s 
highest management position). 
The women, who, he said, were 
her friends, told him that she was 
fine but Horovitz was the manage- 
ment problem. It was then that 
they mentioned the problem of 
sexual harassment. 

Weiner suggests that the wom- 
en’s dissatisfaction with the busi- 
ness director’s possible dismissal 
may be behind allegations of sexu- 
al abuse. He said that the business 
director was “very emotional about 
everything” and that the women he 
spoke to were also “tightly wound, 
you know what I mean.” He insists 
they had a chance during their 
conversations in the fall to tell him 
if they “were put in fear” by Horo- 
vitz’s behavior. He says that “one 
of the gals” told him about 
“French kissing,” but nothing 
more serious than that. 

Weiner said that none of the 
women he spoke to said they had 
ever told Horovitz they had this 
problem with his behavior. He said 
he listened to their concerns but 
does not recall reacting in any oth- 
er way. 

Nor did Weiner speak to 
Horovitz, who was out of the 
country at the time. He did speak 
to the business director, who “re- 
peated . . . what her buddies had 
said,” adding nothing to the evi- 
dence. He then brought the “vague 
and general complaints” to the at- 
tention of the board. 

Weiner also said that — follow- 
ing the business director’s dis- 
missal — he spoke to the new 
business director, lan McColl, and 
asked him to call if there “were 
any possible allegations of sexual 
abuse.” As late as last month, 
Weiner said, McColl reported “ab- 
solutely no” problems of that sort. 

Weiner said he first spoke to 
Horovitz after hearing about the 
Phoenix investigation late last 
month. He said Horovitz was 
“surprised and disappointed.” He 
is an “awfully good guy,” Weiner 
said, and, like many in the movie 
industry, he’s “huggy and kissy. 
He gives me a kiss, and I’m over 
six feet tall.” Weiner says this kind 
of behavior does not deserve the 
label of sexual harassment. 

Several other board members 
contacted by the Phoenix failed to 
return calls. Andrew Updegrove, a 
lawyer, said he had resigned from 
the board. When asked if he’d ever 
received a complaint about Horov- 
itz’s conduct from a woman at the 
theater, he said, “I’d rather not be 
taking this call.”

wall and he started to kiss me and he put 
one hand under my shirt on my breasts 
and the other hand down the front of my 
pants. I freaked out. He didn’t back away, 
I had to move him.” 

The woman said Horovitz approached 
her in an improper manner countless 
times. Part of what made the experience 
so terrifying was that she never knew 
when he would become sexually aggres- 
sive. “There were times,” she said, “that 
you were alone with him and he wouldn’t 
do anything. And then there were times he 
would.”

Another woman in her 20s, who was an 
understudy in a 1990 production at 
Gloucester Stage, said she had been 
warned by an actress at the theater that 
she shouldn’t let Horovitz get her in a 
room alone. When Horovitz, who directed 
the play, asked her to rehearse with him 
alone in an offstage room, “all of a sudden 
his hand was in my shirt, on my breasts, 
and his tongue was down my throat.” An- 
other time Horovitz took her aside and 
“said some really nice things about my 
performance, and went to hug me and put 
his hand up my shirt and I went, ‘Oh my 
God, haven’t we been through this?’ And 
he’s groping away.” A few weeks later, 
Horovitz cornered the woman in her 
dressing room “and I went kind of ballistic 
on him. He was trying to kiss me and I 
just really got pissed and the adrenalin

The woman stated 
that Horovitz made im- 
proper advances to her 
numerous times during 
the three seasons she 
worked at the theater. 
“The hardest thing,” 
she said, “is that he 
abuses you and turns 
around and is strictly 
platonic and very car- 
ing and builds up that 
safety again, and as 
soon as it is built, grabs 
your boobs. Or tries to 
give you some tongue.” 
She also remembered a 
remark Horovitz made 
after seeing her with 
her mother at the the- 
ater, “something about 
how it was so embar- 
rassing for my mother 
to be there because 
what I had been wear- 
ing had given him a 
hard-on.” 


Another actress in 
the same production 
said she was repeatedly 
asked to rehearse with 
Horovitz alone. “It was 
in a little stairwell,” she 
said, “and he’s saying, 
“Now just do the lines, 
do the monologue,’ and 
as I’m doing that, he 
leans over and kisses 
me on the lips and 
sticks his tongue in my 
mouth. Tries to work it 
in there. And I kind of 
pushed him away and I 
said, “What are you do- 
ing?’ And he said, 
‘Now, now, in charac- 
ter, what would you do 
if [a character in the play] did this to 
you?’ ” The woman said she became 
“afraid of that area, of going back there.” 
She also said she was horrified that 
Horovitz was manipulating the creative 
process by taking advantage of her vulner- 
ability and destroying the special trust be- 
tween performer and director. 

After that, the woman said, Horovitz 
left her alone for a few days. But then he 
asked her to rehearse alone with him 
again. This time he sat with her on a 
couch, and after she delivered her mono- 
logue he said he was pleased and asked 
her for a hug. She said, “He pressed him- 
self up [so I could] feel that he had an 
erection. And I pulled away and went, 
‘Oh, God,’ as if I had a sick stomach and 
he then kind of laughed and went to grab 
my butt. With that I ran out of the room.”

A Gloucester Stage staff member said 
nothing happened until 1992, her second 
season with the theater. She, too, had 
been warned to be on her guard. Once, 
when she was in the office alone, Horovitz 
suddenly appeared behind her. “He was in 
my space,” she said, “really too close to 
me. And he put his arms around me, and 
kissed me, and stuck his tongue in my 
mouth. It happened really fast, and I was 
really shocked.” The same thing happened 
“three or four” times in the small box-of- 
fice space. She remembered that once “he 
came into the box office really fast, just 
showed up out of nowhere, and was trying 
to kiss me, and I was trying to stand back 
and be rigid. A customer came up to the 
window and he jumped back. It made him 
physically jump and be on his guard and 
—o And of course he backed 
off.” 

She also remembered that his language 
was, at times, inappropriate for an office 
setting. Once, with other people present, 
Horovitz began giving her a back rub. 
When she started to relax, she said, “he 
looked at me and said, ‘You’re just a 
whore.’ It was so inappropriate and so 
weird.”

Another woman, a production assistant 
during the last two seasons, was also 
warned, by both interns and members of 
the staff, that she should “watch out for 
Israel.” At the start of 
her second season, she 
said, he would often 
“touch me quite a bit. 
He would make the 
rounds at the office, 
like he would come 
over [and say], ‘How 
are you doing?’ and 
you would get a full- 
mouth kiss and hug 
and rubbing your back 
up and down every 
time he came in. His 
voice would be very 
charming.” 

She also claims he 
did the same to other 
women, kissing them, 
giving them back rubs 
or hugs from behind. 
“It’s really inappropri- 
ate in an office set- 
ting,” she said, “with 
people coming in and 
out, and young girls in 
high school, etc.” 


Another young ac- 
tress auditioned for a 
play produced by 
Gloucester Stage last 
season. The role was 
that of a good-hearted 
but promiscuous wom- 
an. The actress, as is 
customary for audi- 
tions, dressed for the 
part. She began to feel 
uncomfortable when 
Horovitz, who had 
asked to audition the 
woman along with the 
production’s director, 
asked her to take off 
her jacket. Then, to her 
surprise, Horovitz said, 
“Say that line to my 
dick.” It was, she said, 
“a very humiliating ex- 
perience.”

In the course of the 
Phoenix investigation, 
two other women shared stories of being 
sexually harassed by Horovitz, in 1986 
and 1989, but declined to be quoted, even 
anonymously. The six women quoted 
above, as well as six of the seven other 
women contacted, said that Horovitz had 
a considerable reputation among local ac- 
tresses for improper behavior. One actress 
stated that “he had a tendency to French- 
kiss actresses. His behavior toward a 
number of women at the theater was una- 
greeably aggressive.” A female playwright 
from the New York area also said she had 
been warned about his improper behavior 
toward women, both in New York and 
upon her arrival in Gloucester for a sum- 
mer play-writing program in 1992. 
The women who experienced Horovitz’s 
unwanted attentions developed various

| tactics to fend him off. According to the 

“buddy system,” two or more women 
| would look out for each other, each keep- 
| ing the other in sight or making her pres- 

ence known if Horovitz attempted some- 
| thing improper. One woman, discovering 

that it was difficult to get kissed when 
wearing a floppy hat, wore broad-brimmed 
hats throughout the summer. Another dis- 
| covered that Horovitz didn’t like make-up, 
| particularly a certain shade of bright red 
| lipstick. She passed the information along, 
and tried to wear nothing but that kind of 
| lipstick whenever possible. Another wom- 
an, in order to make Horovitz stop touch- 
ing her, told him that she had “issues” 
about intimacy. She and others moved fur- 
| niture around so that it would be difficult 
| for Horovitz to come up behind them. 

They also used tactics ranging from humor 
| to firmness, anger, and distance. 

One of the women who spoke to board 
president Weiner last fall was assured that 
he knew what was going on and that “it 
was really wrong and that it had to be 
stopped.” According to the other woman 
who spoke to Weiner, he claimed that he 
was “fully aware of everything that’s going 
on.” Weiner, she said, assured her that he 
would “talk to Israel about it before the 
next season.” 
| The women who spoke to the Phoenix 

had been reluctant to come forward with 
| their stories for a number of reasons. 

Some were intimidated by Horovitz’s 

celebrity and his perceived power to pre- 

vent them from being employed. Some 
feared becoming known as vindictive trou- 
blemakers. One actress said, “The last 
thing I need is for every male producer 
and director in the state, and on the East 

Coast for that matter, thinking twice, that 

I may misconstrue something they may 

do.” Others were afraid of losing their jobs 

at Gloucester Stage. One woman said that 

she sensed that “if I said, ‘Israel, keep

Most were humiliated and embarrassed 

| by his treatment, some wondering if they 
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ONE WOMAN said she had “a feeling of terror, and at the same

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somehow provoked his behavior either by 
their clothing or by their actions. Others 
felt guilty that they had done nothing at 
the time, and wanted to put the incidents 
behind them. One said that she felt “no- 
body would believe us.” Another actress 
said, “Suddenly you are being forced to 
prove that you are a decent person and 
what happened to you shouldn’t have hap- 
pened.” Most of the women said that they 
didn’t want to hurt Horovitz’s wife and 
family by speaking out. They were also 
afraid that, by speaking out, they might 


jeopardize the existence of a theater al-. 


ready in financial straits. 

Many of the women’s stories refer to the 
fear of being alone with Horovitz. “We 
were desperately afraid of him,” said one 
woman. “We wanted a simple solution to 
present itself. We lived for moments when 
Israel would leave town.” Another woman 
described meeting with others and com- 
paring experiences with Horovitz. They 
ended up in tears as they discovered that 
Horovitz was mistreating most of them 
sexually. The “buddy system” evolved out 
of this meeting. 

There was also the sense that Horovitz 
was betraying his position as the artistic 
head of the theater. “Here was someone I 
trusted,” said one actress, “someone I 
wanted a good relationship with, and he 
kept pulling me back into this small space. 
I mean, there was a feeling of terror, and 
at the same time, here I am admiring his 
work. He really abused his power.” Some 
left the theater, in part because of their 
disgust with the sexual pressure. 

The women said they are speaking out 
now because of both accumulated anger 
and frustration at the apparent lack of ac- 
tion by the board. For some it has taken 
years to come to terms with Horovitz’s be- 
havior. And they talked of a sense of re- 
sponsibility to the young women who will 
work at Gloucester Stage in the future.

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Old Man River and the 
mythology of the blues

he blues are a human battlefield, scarred by 
stories of struggle — with broken hearts, big 
boss men, bad times, and badasses like 
Stack O’Lee. 

And Old Man River. 

When he’s risen up along the Mississippi 
or the Missouri to give mankind his hardest wallopings, as he 
has for the last month, there’s often been someone with a gui- 
tar and a moan in his voice to catalogue the bruises. 
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It’s a legacy of watery terrors sprung di- 
rect from the African griot tradition — 
passionate oral history passed down 
through performance. Instead of tribal 
history, it’s village history, plantation his- 
tory, stories that detail life in an agricul- 
tural zone where the same weather that 
can provide a sharecropper with a pass- 
able cut of the harvest can suddenly turn 
bone-mean and wash the earth’s face 
clean. 

Who’s to say whether a contemporary 
rural player like slide guitarist Cedell 
Davis will start weaving words and chords 
together when the Big Flood of 1993 is 
over? All that’s certain is that in lowa and 
Missouri and Illinois men and women are 
scraping desperately to save their world 
with walls of gravel and sand, or sifting 
through the flotsam that remains.

That’s the stuff the blues are made of. 
Folk art doesn’t get more personal or im- 
mediate than the stories transmitted by 





Everyone’s heard some of the songs, 
from Led Zeppelin’s revved-up “When the 
Levee Breaks” to Stevie Ray Vaughan’s re- 
working of “Texas Flood.” But if you’re a 
stone blues fan, you know the recorded 
tradition of singing about angry rivers 
dates back to the ’20s and ’30s — at least 
as far as Charley Patton’s dread-filled 
“High Water Blues” and Bessie Smith’s 
mournful “Back Water Blues.” And there

the music’s six-stringed telegraph, harp 
hotline, or keyboard communiqué. If you 
saw the film Deep Blues, you witnessed 
Mississippi-hill-country blueswoman 
Jessie Mae Hemphill performing in a 
small-town juke joint, playing a bitterly 
vengeful song she’d just written about a 
long-time lover turned unfaithful. What 
you probably don’t know — but everyone 
in the place did — is that the guy was sit- 
ting with his new flame just a few tables 
away. Proof that there’s no stock for dis- 
tance or dishonesty in this music. 

Ever hear Pat Hare’s “I’m Gonna Mur- 
der My Baby,” the 45 the wiry guitarist 
and singer cut for Sun Records in the 
mid-’50s, before Sam Phillips found a 
white mannequin who could sing black? 
Well, eight years later he did murder his 
baby. Killed a cop, too, and spent the rest 
of his life in jail. 

With the notable exception of Larry 
Davis’s “Texas Flood,” most of the high- 
water marks in flood blues come from the 
Delta aud date from the ’20s and 30s. It 
was a place and time when nearly every- 
one, especially African-Americans, de- 
pended on agriculture — and therefore, 
the weather — for their living. When the 
blues got a little older and traveled north 
to Chicago, or west through Texas and 
slowly out toward California, their players 
became part of a more industrialized cul- 
ture and their songs drifted away from 
boll weevils and little red roosters to 
chuckin’ steel and the bright lights of the 
big city. 

But the Delta-bred musicians never 
abandoned their vivid memories of com- 
ing up in the farmland along the levees. 
How could they, when the weather along 
the Mississippi has so much personality 
and sway it’s practically a god? Muddy 
Waters twice recorded a potboiler, once 
as “Clouds in My Heart” and once as 
“Flood,” that used King Rain as its emo- 
tional barometer. Neither version was a 
hit. Nonetheless, its lyric imagery — “Go 
look at the weather. I believe it’s goin’ to 
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be a flood./I believe my baby gonna quit 
me. I can feel it in my blood.” — so 
strongly haunted Waters’s heart that he 
restored the song to his concerts at the 
height of his success with college audi- 
ences in the 1960s. 

The Mississippi’s history of flooding is, 
of course, as old as the river itself. Cen- 
turies before the plantations and paddle- 
wheelers came, the ancestors of the 
Choctaws built large mounds of earth 
where they took refuge from the annual 
rising of the currents. Even the levees — 
the towering rock-and-earth dike systems 
that border the river’s flood plain and 
claimed a considerable human toll during 
their construction — did little to stop the 
worst upswells. 

Big Bill Broonzy, one of Muddy Wa- 
ters’s favorite performers, grew up in his 
father’s house on a farm in Bolivar Coun- 
ty, Mississippi. In The Land Where the 
Blues Began (Pantheon), Alan Lomax’s 
recently published cultural history of the 
music’s roots, Broonzy recounts: 


In a rise, we used to move up to the 
hills until after the water went down. 
Most folks lost their household stuff 
and their hogs, goats, cows, and 
chickens. And a lot of people lost 
their lives. You could hear ’em on top 
of their houses and up in trees — just 
out there in the dark somewhere — 
crying and hollering all night long. 
Sometimes people would start out af- 
ter ‘em and you wouldn’t never hear 
of them again. I remember how we'd 
wade out for miles and miles. We'd 
most in ginerally throw chunks of 
wood in front of us and when they’d 
whirl ‘round and ’round, we'd know 
it was one of them dangerous currents 
and we'd try another road. 


Broonzy’s account recalls recent news 
photos of farmers trying to round up and 
save hogs turned loose by the flood on 
Kaskaskia Island, Illinois, and residents of 
















































nearby hamlets treading ankle- 
deep among the waterlogged re- 
mains of their lives. 

Sleepy John Estes has a more 
harrowing story to offer of the 
flood of ’37: 


I was travelin’ in Hickman, 
Kentucky, and the car went 
in the high water. Got going 
to my cousin’s home and 
had to go across one of them floating 
bridges tied to the cable there, you 
know, to keep it from floating away, 
and we got on that bridge and hit that 
pretty rough, you know, the way he 
was driving. He lost control of the car 
and it went off to the left. I was sit- 
ting on the far side putting some 
strings in my shoes and I was the last 
one. 

Well, my cousin, it knocked him in 
the head scuffling in the car. He cut 
hisself and he’s standing up there on 
a log and he asks, “Everybody out?” 
“Unun, John’s still in there.” By that 
time I had come up the third time. He 
jumped off the board and saved me. 
He got me up to the bridge and pulled 
me up on it. 


Estes turned the incident, related in 
Samuel Charters’s The Blues Makers (Da 
Capo), into his famous “Floating Bridge,” 
which he recorded in August 1937 in 
New York City. Its memorable lyrics in- 
clude: 


Now I never will forget that floating 
bridge. 

Tell me five minutes’ time in the 
water I was hid. 


Now they carried me in the house and 
they laid me ’cross the bank. 
‘Bout a gallon and a half of muddy 
water I had drank. 
ia 
Of course the best country bluesmen’s

ability to turn a good story into a hardy 
song is notorious. At a 1931 recording 
session in Bentonia, Mississippi, singer- 
guitarist-pianist Skip James boasted he 
could write any song in three minutes. 
Producer Arthur Labile challenged James 
to come up with his own version of some- 
thing like the then-popular “Forty-Four 
Blues.” James downscaled his weapon of 
choice, and three minutes later they began 
recording his classic “Twenty-Two Twen- 
ty Blues.” 

But flood songs like Charley Patton’s 
“High Water Everywhere, Part 1 and 2” 
and Barbecue Bob’s “Mississippi Heavy 
Water Blues” aren’t mere products of fa- 
cility; they’re as vivid as what we've been 
seeing on CNN lately. 

Patton’s first-person song, too long to 
fit on one side of a 78, chronicles the great 
Delta flood of 1927, recounting how the 
waters devoured Greenville, Rosedale, 
Sharkey County, Stover, Jackson, 
Blytheville, Joiner. All across Mississippi 
the surging water chases Patton as he 
moves from town to town to avoid its 
touch. Eventually, the thwarted demon 
makes its way to Patton’s friend’s house, 
and, in revenge, swallows the friend and 
his family whole. 

Like Bessie Smith’s “Back Water 
Blues,” Barbecue Bob’s is a song of re- 
gret, its narrator surveying the ungodly 
destruction on the flood plain from the 
just-dried top of a levee: “I was walking 
down the levee with my head hangin’ 
low,/Lookin’ for my sweet mama but she 
ain’t here no mo’./That’s why I’m cryin’, 


Blind Lemon Jefferson got a bit more 
graphic in his “Rising High Water 
Blues”: 


Water all in Arkansas 
People screaming in Tennessee 


Children standing screaming 
“Mama we ain’t got no home” 


Back water rising 

Coming in my windows and doors 
I leave with a prayer in my heart 
Back water won’t rise no more. 


If nothing else, the message of these 
great country-blues numbers is that — as 
if life in the Delta wasn’t hard enough — 
when it rained, it poured. But when it 
didn’t rain, things could turn just as bad. 
The powerful Son House called his 1930 
answer to Patton’s watery lament “Dry 
Spell Blues, Parts 1 and 2,” singing: 


Lord, the people down South soon 
won't have no home. 

Lord, this dry spell have parched all 
the cotton and corn. 


So dry old boweevil turn up its nose 
and die. 

Now ain’t nothing to do to make 
moonshine and rye 

It’s a dry old spell everywhere I been. 

I believe to my soul this old world’s 
bound to end. 


It didn’t, of course; and despite a sod- 
den swath of destruction that could tally 
up more than $2 billion in damages, the 
flooded Midwest will heal. Perhaps hard- 
hit communities like Davenport, lowa — 
which rejected a proposed $65 million 
federal flood-wall project in 1984 to 
avoid marring its historic waterfront and 
putting out $21.6 million — will consid- 
er investing more carefully in their fu- 
tures when cars again replace the row- 
boats that are traveling their downtown 
streets. 

Suppliers of furniture, carpeting, hand 
tools, and the other goods and services 
that people need to rebuild their homes 
and their lives will see an uptick in sales 
when the water recedes, but it will be 





nothing compared to the lost housing 
starts and retail sales, the shuttered fac- 
tories, and, certainly, the lost lives. 

One of the few men who've ever really = 
gained anything through a flood is 
Texas-bred Larry Davis, the 57-year-old 
blues singer-guitarist who wrote “Texas 
Flood,” which was a regional hit in 1959 
and sparked a resurgence in his career 
when Stevie Ray Vaughan cut a guitar 
daredevil’s version of the tune as the title 
track for his 1983 debut album. It’s the 
story of a man trying to reach his lover’s 
home, fighting against a storm and rag- 
ing rivers. 

“I wrote the song before the flood 
came along,” Davis, reached by phone at 
his Los Angeles home, explained last 
week. “But when the big flood hit 
Arkansas in ’59, well, a little after’s when 
the record came out. The song was pure- 
ly an imagination thing; I hadn’t been 
though any bad floods. I really don’t 
know why people got so excited about it. 
All I know is the flood was bad and peo- 
ple were buying the record like crazy be- 
cause of the flood.” 

But recently Old Man River got his 
rights. Davis — who is also the author of 
“Angels in Houston,” “Find ’em, Fool 
‘em, and Forget em,” and “As the Years 
Go Passing By” — was playing a blues 
festival in lowa last month as the waters 
rose. He and his band had to curtail their 
stay, leaving town after their set to out- 
pace the currents moving toward the fes- 
tival grounds. More of those mean old 
high-water blues. QO

Is there really such a thing as a snuff film? 
Snopes 
Canoga Park, California 


It’s the weirdest urban legend of all: that there are 
flicks in which people are literally murdered on camera 
for purposes of entertainment. The question is not 
whether there are people sick enough to traffic in such 
things (in a world with the likes of Jeffrey Dahmer and 
Geraldo Rivera, there probably are), but whether they 
actually do. All we can say is that no genuine example of 
a snuff movie has ever come to light. 

“The [snuff-movie] rumor evidently originated in 
publicity circulated in 1970 by Alan Shakleton, of 
Monarch Pictures, a low-budget sado-porn movie dis- 
tributor,” Penn State folklorist Bill Ellis tells me. 
Shakleton “brought up a Latin American Manson-fami- 
ly rip-off titled Slaughter, had it subtitled, added a scene 
in which a woman was murdered (cut out of another 
film), then marketed the film under the title Snuff in 
New York City. Rumor has it he then incited women’s 
groups to picket the film under the impression that the 
murder scene was an actual killing.” Certainly the pub- 
licity Shakleton used implied that it was: “Made in 
South America Where Life Is Cheap.” 

Every few years since then, the snuff movies have 
been back in the news, either because some nut is 
accused of trying to make one (never successfully) or 
because the tabloids report some sensational claim, e.g., 
that the main centers for the snuff-movie industry are 
London, Amsterdam, and Bangkok. But pornography 
experts for the FBI and other law-enforcement agencies 
say they have never seen a genuine snuff film. 

Many people are convinced snuff films are real, possi- 
bly because it suits their ideological bent. For example, 
in her book Feminism Unmodified, feminist legal scholar 
Catharine MacKinnon says flatly that snuff films exist. 
But when I asked her to elaborate, she declined. 

That isn’t to say there aren’t movies purporting to 
show people actually being killed. Examples: 

¢ News footage and the like in which a death is 
filmed by happenstance. One commonly cited example 
is the Zapruder film of the Kennedy assassination. One 
underground video series, Faces of Death, depicts 
numerous grisly deaths, some of them apparently drawn 
from newsreel outtakes, with a lot of re-enactments 
thrown in. 

* Porn films gone wrong. Ted Mcllvenna, head of the 
Institute for the Advanced Study of Human Sexuality 
and caretaker of what is probably the world’s largest 
collection of sex movies — 289,000 films and 100,000 
videos — says that in 25 years of following the porn 
business he’s seen exactly three films in which someone 
was killed on camera. In two cases the death was unin- 
tended: 1) a guy died of a heart attack while being beat- 
en during an S&M scene; and 2) a man accidentally 
strangled himself during an autoerotic asphyxiation. 

¢ Anomalous weirdness. Mcllvenna says the third 
film involving an actual death was a bizarre religious 
number from Morocco in which a hunchback kid was 
torn apart by wild horses while men stood around and 
masturbated. Sick, but not intended as commercial 
pornography. 

¢ Filmed executions from Southeast Asia, and so on. 
Mclivenna says he saw a film showing these once. 

* Realistic fakes. 

* Home videos by psychopaths. A commonly cited 
case involves Leonard Lake and Charles Ng, who in the 
mid-1980s murdered at least 11 women in Lake’s 
California cabin and made videos of several victims beg- 
ging for mercy. I have not been able to confirm that 
anyone was actually killed on camera in this or similar 
cases, but wouldn’t be surprised. 

None of the above constitutes a snuff movie as the 
term is usually understood. It’s not impossible one will 
yet turn up. But the notion that there is some sort of 
snuff-movie industry out there, complete with film 
crews, lab technicians, and, God help us, sacrificial 
actors; that these people film themselves committing 
capital crimes and sell the results to strangers; and that 
for 20 years they’ve succeeded in concealing all traces 
of their handiwork strikes me as absurd.

eople have the corn fever now,” says Westborough 
farmer Jonathan Nourse, smiling, sitting on the end of 
his produce truck, “and it’ll be building up as the sum-

On this 
evening, a Thursday in late July at the Brookline Farmers’ Market, every 
other farmer is, too — and that’s tough news to swallow for a population 
in the throes of corn fever.

All of this seems like a lot of fuss for what, after all, is 
a mere veggie. But corn occupies a special place on 
the produce shelf because the good stuff is around for 
such a short time. 

Sure, you can get your fresh broccoli year-round at 
any supermarket. So, too, your zucchini, peppers, 
onions, lettuce, carrots, string beans, and artichokes. 
But despite the prodigious efforts of agri-scientists, 
really good, tasty, sweet, crunchy, wonderful, lip- 
smackin’ sweet corn is available for only a brief time 
every year. 

And friends, it’s the beginning of August: that time 
is now. 


It’s said that corn purists have the pot of water boil- 
ing in the kitchen before they go to the fields to har- 
vest the ears — they’re that particular about fresh- 
ness. 

“To a corn snob, corn more than 24 hours old is no 
good,” says Jim Wilson, leaning against a produce 
washer in a shed at the Lexington farm and market his 
family runs. Like a lot of farmer/retailers, Wilson 
boasts that his corn is picked fresh every day. At 5 
a.m. the corn is harvested from the family fields his 
brother manages in New Hampshire, by 6:30 it’s on a 
truck to Lexington, and by 8 a.m. it’s at the farm 
stand. The three-hour turnaround from field to store 
gives Wilson, like most farm-stand proprietors, an 
edge on supermarkets. 

“We do our best to have corn every day,” says John 
Lee, general manager of Allandale Farm, Boston’s last 
commercial grower. Allandale retails its produce only 
at its own farm stand, but even its 25 acres of corn is 
insufficient to satisfy hungry urban palates. “Occa- 
sionally we have to buy corn from another grower like 
ourselves,” Lee says. But when this happens, the rules 
of finickiness still apply. “We never buy out of state, 
and we never buy corn that’s a day old.” Lee, like 
most farmers, knows better than to disappoint the 
customers burning with corn fever. 

“We have people asking us from the end of April to 
the day we close, ‘When’s the corn coming in? Do 
you have corn coming in?’ ” 


Consider corn the most noble of the vegetables. 
Bend though it might, it refuses — simply refuses — 
to surrender to the marketplace manipulations of 
mankind. Rather than go, as most vegetables do, 

from field to table freshly and happily, corn would 
rather put up a fight. If I must be eaten, corn 
might say, then I will do my best to be chewy 
and starchy and awful-tasting. 

Corn that’s picked sweet and crunchy begins 

a short and furious descent into chewiness and 
bland starchdom. 

During the growing season, sweet corn is con- 
tinually making the sugars that give it its sweetness 
and storing them in the kernels. At the same time, 
it burns some of the sugars to give the plant 
energy. When metabolized, the sweet- 
tasting sugars are transformed into 
chewy starches. But as long as 
the corn is attached to the 
plant, enough new sugars 
are created to replace those 
used by the plant, and a bal- 
ance is maintained between sugar 
and starch. 

Picking the corn interrupts this bal- 
ance on the sugar-creating side, leaving the 
ear of corn to use whatever sugars happen to 
remain inside the kernel for its own survival. As 




































soon as the corn is harvested, then, the sugar-starch 
clock begins ticking and it’s just a matter of time be- 
fore it loses its sweetness. How long this takes de- 
pends mostly on the variety of corn (and cross-breed- 
ers have found ways to delay the process), but it’s in- 
evitable in any event. 

The sugar-starch freshness factor explains the mys- 
teries of corn quality — for instance, why it is that no 
matter how quickly mass producers usher the corn 
from cob to can or from field to freezer, it never tastes 
the same as the just-picked stuff. It explains why the 
corn trucked in January to New England from Califor- 
nia just doesn’t taste very good, even though the broc- 
coli, the peppers, and the iceberg lettuce is, in the im- 
os words of the produce advertisements, “farm 

resh.” 


® 

Corn might also be considered the most American 
of vegetables, one that occupies an especially solid 
place in our nation’s culinary history. Raymond 
Sokolov, a Wall Street Journal editor, columnist for 
National History magazine, and the author of Why We 
Eat What We Eat (Summit Books, 1991), calls corn 
“the most important New World food plant,” one that 
symbolizes “the genius of our American culinary im- 
pulse.” 


part with the marriage between Old World tech- 
niques and local ingredients: early-American 
settlers adopted maize (local Indians had a 
long history of using it in such dishes as 
hominy and succotash) and created dishes 
like corn pone, corn-and-molasses, and 
Indian pudding. Corn bread, johnny- 
cakes, hoecake, spoon bread, corn 
muffins — all of these, Sokolov 
notes, represent “attempts to solve 
the problem faced by 
consumers of 
cornmeal from 
Rhode Island to 
Oaxaca: how to 
make a 
bread 
with a 
grain that 
does not 
have wheat’s 
glutinous 
elasticity, a grain 
that won’t rise 
optimally even when 
combined with yeast. 
The solutions worked out all over the Americas are 
worth a treatise.” 

That dignified history notwithstanding, corn has 
suffered from a bit of an image problem over the 
years. Until the advent of New American cuisine, 
which in the past decade has fostered a renewed ap- 
preciation for native ingredients, sweet corn was re- 
stricted to the nation’s B-menus (B as in barbecue, 
backyard, or beach). In discussions of corn on the 
cob, folks were more likely to use expressions like 
“hearty” and “good eating” rather than “fine dining” 
and “gourmet.” 

To an extent, of course, they still are. After all, eat- 
ing corn on the cob is a messy, physical affair, one 
that refuses to fit in with theories of etiquette. You 
have to use your fingers. You have to open wide, pull 
your lips way back to the sides, arch your eyebrows 
skyward into the forehead, and gnaw. You get butter 
all over your hands. Kernels get stuck between your

teeth. This, not surprisingly, is best done outdoors. 
Among friends. 

This is one reason you’re not likely to find corn on 
the cob showing up at, say, the Ritz. Another reason 
can be traced to the Europeans, whose influence has 
so long dominated the world’s top-shelf cuisine: Eu- 
ropeans generally frown upon eating with their fin- 
gers, and many Europeans snub corn as feed fit only 
for animals. 

But corn — fresh, American corn — has more than 
made a comeback among serious chefs who rely on 
and appreciate fresh, native ingredients. Local chef 
Bruce Frankel, who led the move toward American 
cuisine in Boston at his wonderful, now-defunct 
restaurant, the Colony, was serving up exquisite corn 
fritters 10 years ago. These days, serious food writers 
take up the subject every year (the Sunday New York 


the cob. 


Times magazine ran a recipe for barley-corn-and-lob- 
ster salad on July 16; the August issue of Gourmet has 
a whole feature on corn). And right about now, you'll 
start to find fresh corn on the menus of any number of 
local chefs. 

“I'd like to think that over the past five or six years 
corn is being taken a lot more seriously,” says Bob 
Calderone, chef and proprietor of Anago Bistro, in 
Cambridge. “I hope that’s the case because I think 
that corn is wonderful.” Anago is featuring corn in 
several preparations served with a grilled lobster; in a 
polenta with both corn meal and whole sweet kernels; 
and in a side-dish made with whole kernels, fava 
beans, and tomatoes. ¢ 

“I think it can be used in any variety of prepara- 
tions,” agrees Chris Schlesinger, chef at the East 
Coast Grill and the Blue Room, both in Cambridge. 
Sweet corn makes a distinctive (and local) statement 
in, for example, salads or vegetable side-dishes. “You

can use it with the cob, too,” he says. “We make a 
Salvadoran soup that uses whole chunks of it.” 
oo 

Leave it to agri-business scientists to mess with 
Mother Nature. They’ve succeeded in coercing sweet 
corn to keep its freshness a little longer. Their genet- 
ic tinkering through natural cross-breeding tech- 
niques (as opposed to modern bio-engineering ge- 
netic tinkering) have yielded two basic types of corn 
that last a little longer: the sugar-extended and su- 
persweet varieties. The supersweet is the longer-last- 
ing of the two, and reflects its greater degree of ge- 
netic fiddling. 

Conventional sweet corn will become starchy in 
about a day, so it’s best eaten the same day it’s picked 
or the next day (with refrigeration), says R. Alden 
Miller, vegetable and marketing specialist with the Co- 
operative Extension 
System, the old-time 
farmer’s-helper ser- 
vice run by the Uni- 
versity of Massachu- 
setts. 

The sugar-extended 
corn can keep its 
sweetness and fresh- 
ness for three days — 
maybe more with re- 
frigeration. 

And the super- 
sweets can keep their 
sweetness for five to 
seven days, and up to 
an incredible 10 days 
with refrigeration. 

“There are some 
sacrifices, however,” 
Miller is quick to 
point out. For the 
farmer, the super- 
sweet varieties are 
more sensitive to tem- 
perature and water 
than other types. And 
when it comes to so- 
cializing in the field, 
they are the Greta 
Garbos of corn — 
they want to be alone: 
“The supersweet has 
to be isolated from 
other varieties of 
corn, because if it 
mixes with any other sweet corns, it reverts back to 
that starchy, chewy corn — almost like feed corn,” 
Miller says. 

There are also sacrifices from the customer’s end. 

“With the supersweet corn, you get extremely 
crunchy kernels,” Miller says, and that’s something 
many sweet-corn purists dislike. Wilson agrees with 
the extra-crunchiness diagnoses, and adds he’s heard 
some complain that the supersweets don’t really taste 
like corn. 

“They should be called super shelf-life instead of 
supersweet,” says Lee, concurring that there’s some- 
thing funny about the taste of the persevering hybrid. 
“If you’re running a supermarket, they’re ideal. If you 
want to make money selling corn and you want to 
minimize waste, then the supersweets are for you.” 

If local farmers are quick to dis supersweets, it may 
be partly because the variety packs a financial threat.

n the night of June 24, 1947, a pilot named Ken- 
neth Arnold was flying over the Cascade Moun- 
tains in Washington when he saw nine crescent- 


shaped flashes of light pass over Mount Rainier. 





As the legend goes, when Arnold described this 
strange occurrence to an Associated Press reporter, 
he said that the airborne objects appeared to be “flying like 


saucers over water.” A headline writer latched on to the description and coined the 


phrase “flying saucer.” 


The next day Arnold’s story raced at 
warp speed across the country, and one of 
the most enduring controversies of the 
20th century was born. Nearly half a cen- 
tury later, millions of Americans remain 
gripped by hope, fear, and unal- 
loyed belief that we are not alone 
in the universe. 

Consider: 

* One in 10 Americans claims 
to have seen an unidentified fly- 
ing object, according to author 
Les Krantz in What the Odds 
Are. The UFO Reporting Cen- 
ter, in Seattle, receives between 
3000 and 4000 claims of 
sightings each year. 

* A hefty 32 percent of the 
respondents in a Time-maga- 
zine survey last year believed 
that beings from other plan- 
ets will make contact with 
earth in the 21st century. 

* As many as 3.7 million 
Americans may have been 
abducted by aliens at some 
point in their lives, a 1991 
survey designed by two 
“ufologists” and con- 
ducted by the Roper Or- 
ganization determined. 

Of course, there are 
also legions of skeptics 
who think these true 
believers have been watching too 
many movies and TV shows. Hollywood 
has turned alien beings into recurring 
characters on the big and small screen 
alike, from the earliest low-budget space- 
invader films to My Favorite Martian, from 
Mork and Mindy to the current Coneheads 
movie. 

The most notorious radio broadcast in 
the history of the medium — Orson 
Welles’s 1938 production of H.G. Wells’s 
War of the Worlds — and the highest- 
grossing movie of all time — Steven Spiel- 
berg’s 1982 E.T. — The Extra-Terrestrial 
— both dealt with the theme of alien visits 
(although the two productions took very 
different views of what the aliens wanted 
when they arrived on earth). 

A fascination with the existence of 
UFOs has become part of our culture. In 
the 1950s and 60s, kids played with toy 
flying saucers, and when E.T. came out, 
they played with E.T. figurines and slept 

















on bedsheets bearing the wrinkly little 
alien’s likeness. Today, books by people 
claiming to have been kidnapped by aliens 
become bestsellers, making their authors 
frequent guests on the Geraldo-Oprah- 
Sally Jessy circuit. 

Indeed, belief in UFOs has be- 
come part of our 


culture 

— if not our collective 

consciousness. The quest to explain the 
unexplainable extends even into the world 
of academia. PhDs in a wide range of sci- 
ences populate the board of consultants of 
the world’s largest UFO organization, the 
Mutual UFO Network, or MUFON. The 
network’s recent annual symposium was 
entitled “Ufology: The Emergence of a 
New Science.” 

But although volumes of evidence for 
the existence of UFOs and alien visits have 
stacked up since the first widely publicized 
sighting 46 years ago, virtually all of it has 
been in the form of of «yewitness ac- 
counts, blurry photographs and recorded 
memories of people who s: y they’ve been 
taken aboard spaceships — none of which 
is absolutely verifiable. Shc t of incontro- 
vertible proof that alien li : forms exist, 
what keeps us believing it’s : ut there? And 


why do we think presumably more-intelli- 
gent beings would want to bother with us 
in the first place? 

In the absence of a smoking laser gun, 
what keeps our eyes on the skies? 


® 

“The UFO thing is hot. It’s permeating 
the consciousness,” says Stuart Weinberg, 
owner of Seven Stars, a New Age book- 
store in Harvard Square. “It runs the 
spectrum of interests, from the mystical to 
the hard-core scientific.” 

Weinberg says he’s had to devote a sec- 
tion of his store to books dealing with 
UFOs and alien abductions to satisfy in- 
terest in the topic. “The more you get into 
it, the stranger it gets,” he says. “But 
there’s a feasibility to it. I’m a stable per- 
son. I’m a CNN freak and I read newspa- 
pers, but I approach it as sub- 
ject to study. I firmly 
believe in the phe- 
nomenon.” 

Another local bas- 
tion of New Age phi- 
losophy, Interface, the 
Cambridge adult-educa- © 
tion center, recently 
sponsored a program en- 
titled “The UFO Abduc- 
tion Phenomenon: What 
Might It Mean for the Hu- 
man Future?” The featured 
speaker was John Mack, 

MD, a professor of psychiatry 

at Harvard Medical School 
and noted psychoanalyst, who 
several years ago began investi- 
gating and treating people who 
claim to have been abducted by 
aliens. Also participating was Joe 
Noonan, a psychotherapist who 
considers himself an “experiencer” 
— that is, he believes he has been 
taken aboard a spacecraft by ETs. 

Susan Chiat, Interface’s program 
director, found the program thought- 
provoking. “It left me with a lot of 
questions. It’s a little eerie when you 
listen to Joe. Many of us felt this really 
could be true, but it’s hard to say for 
sure,” she says. “Let’s just say we didn’t 
take the back roads home that night.” 

Mack, who has been practicing psychia- 
try for 40 years, is utterly convinced that 
the dozens of abductees he’s interviewed 
aren’t inventing their stories. “I have never 
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had a sense . . . that this phenomenon rep- 
resents some kind of psychological conta- 
gion, that people are influencing each oth- 
er, or that these experiences are derivative 
of something they’ve read or heard from 
someone else,” he told the Boston Globe 
Magazine last October. 

Mack, who is traveling this summer and 
couldn’t be reached, became interested in 
the stories of people who feel they’ve en- 
countered aliens after meeting Budd Hop- 
kins, one of the nation’s leading experts on 
the abduction phenomenon. Hopkins has 
written extensively on abductions, but the 
best-known book about the experience is 
still Communion, by Whitley Strieber. 

In Commu- 
nion, Strieber 
— the author 

of two horror 

novels — told 
the story of 
how on the 
day after 
Christmas, 

1985, he 

was _ kid- 
napped 
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from his cabin in upstate New York by a 
horde of short, stocky figures in blue cov- 
eralls and brought to a room where he saw 
other aliens, “about five feet tall, very slen- 
der and delicate, with extremely prominent 
and mesmerizing black, slanted eyes.” 
While he was held down, Strieber says his 
captors performed what appeared to be 
medical experiments on him, including in- 
serting a long, microphone-shaped device 
up his rectum. . 

Communion, which was a runaway best- 
seller, lead many who read it to realize that 
they had memories similar to Strieber’s. 
The book helped inspire interest in the use 
of hypnosis to recall and cope with the 
traumatic events. Mack now holds in his 
home a monthly support-group meeting 
(just one of several in the state) for people 
who feel they’ve been abducted by aliens. 

Of course, there’s no shortage of skepti- 
cism about claims like Strieber’s. “What’s 
hilarious about it all is how transparently 
evident the real source of Strieber’s UFO 
visitation-delusion is,” wrote critic Ron 
Rosenbaum after seeing the movie version 
of Communion. “Clearly what we have here 
is a man who had a nightmare with homo- 
sexual-penetration imagery, a nightmare he 
found so threatening and terrifying to his 
identity for one reason or another that he’s 
had to create an entire nationwide UFO 
cult around the nightmare to disguise the 
true content of his dream and protect him- 
self from facing the psychological implica- 
tions of the ‘rectal probe’ fantasy.” 

Others, like UFO debunker Philip J. 
Klass, are less harsh, but no more pre- 
pared to believe. Klass says abductees have 
either literally dreamed up their experi- 
ences or are lying to gain a moment of 
celebrity. 

Joe Noonan, however, feels that such 
doubters are ultimately making a profound 
comment about Western culture. 

“It says a lot about our society and how 
we deal with the unknown,” he says. “The 
Western approach is threatened by what it 
does not understand. It deals with per- 
ceived threats by domination and control, 
just like we tamed the Wild West. 

“The Eastern tradition doesn’t see itself 
as separate from nature. It doesn’t feel the 
same sense of threat and isolation. Many 
Eastern cultures and indigenous cultures 
have knowledge of ET contact and have 
their own names for these people. It 
doesn’t create such a rift in their con- 
sciousness to acknowledge that interac- 
tion. For the Western mind, to accept even 
the possibility challenges the whole struc- 
ture on which we base our reality.” 

Noonan says that he and others who 
have accepted the reality of their contact 
with aliens no longer worry about skeptics, 
anyway. “We don’t need anybody else to 
validate our experience. I understand the 
fruitlessness of seeking validation for one’s 
personal experience when it deviates from 
the cultural norm,” he says. “For me, this 
has been transformational.”

UFO watchers refer to the Arnold sight- 
ing in 1947 as the beginning of the “mod- 
ern age” of UFOs, but it was hardly the 
first. Experts cite references to extra-ter- 
restrial visits from such diverse sources as 
ancient wall carvings and the Bible. 
Throughout history, the skies have been 
more active during some years than oth- 
ers, and although every few years a new 
case sends ufologists and UFO debunkers 
into heated debates, several alleged inci- 
dents stand out has having captured the 
nation’s imagination in the modern era. 

The story of Betty and Barney Hill, for 
one, gained national attention in 1966, 
when Look magazine ran a two-part story 
on the New Hampshire couple’s claim that 
they were taken aboard a spaceship in 
1961. Since then, the mainstream news 
media have slowly steered away from re- 
porting on UFO sightings (even ufologists 
concede that 80 percent to 90 percent of 
all sightings turn out to be airplane landing 
lights, flocks of birds, meteors, kites and 
balloons, or outright hoaxes). 

However, at least one widely read, if not 
necessarily credible, publication has kept 
on the UFO beat. As managing editor of 
Weekly World News, Salvatore Ivone has 
developed a unique perspective on the na- 
tion’s fascination with the unexplained. 
The supermarket tabloid, which has a cir- 
culation that fluctuates between 600,000 
and 900,000, feeds alien buffs’ hunger 
with a steady diet of stories such as ALIEN 
BACKS CLINTON and FIVE U.S. SENATORS ARE 
SPACE ALIENS! (for the record, they are 
John Glenn, Orrin Hatch, Nancy Kasse- 
baum, Sam Nunn, and Alan Simpson). 

“We have some fun with headlines,” ad- 
mits Ivone, “but what do you do when se- 
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rious people call and say, ‘I’ve seen them. I 
was 12 feet away from one.’ I can’t say, 
*You’re a kook.’ ” 

And what do you do when your readers 
begin accusing you of taking part in a 
grand conspiracy to suppress the truth 
about alien visits? If WWN fails to feature 
an alien story for a few weeks in a row, the 
calls and letters start pouring in. “They 
say, ‘It’s obvious to me what’s happening 
here — that you’re working for the people 
who run this country,’ ” says Ivone. 

Americans love a conspiracy, and, 
perhaps not surprisingly, UFOs 
have aroused accusa- 
tions of gov- - 
ernment cov- 
er-ups. The 
case that has 
stirred the most © 
interest centers 
around wreckage 
found on a ranch in 
Roswell, New Mexi- * 
co, in 1947 — 10 
days before the 
Arnold sighting. Ufol- 
ogists claim the material 
is part of a crashed alien 
spacecraft. Air Force offi- 
cials said the wreckage 
came from a weather bal- 
loon, but have been 
strangely reluctant to discuss 
the matter further or let any- 
one examine the recovered 
material. Conspiracy hunters 
have produced at least three 
books on the so-called Roswell 
incident. Even TV’s Unsolved 
Mysteries devoted a segment to the 
case. 

Using the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act, ufologists have slowly ex- 
tracted evidence that the US govern- 
ment suspects that aliens have visited 
earth. “We’ve got all types of reports 
that indicate that they think it’s happen- 
ing,” says long-time UFO hunter Ray- 
mond Fowler, of Wenham. But until those 
reports stop coming back with huge por- 
tions blacked out by ink markers, conspira- 
cy theorists will have a reason to believe 
that their suspicions are correct.

Film scholars have pointed out that the 
tone of the early Martian films, which be- 
gan coming out a few years after the Arnold 
sighting, were a product of the period. In 
Cold War America, paranoia reigned and 
fears of spies, enemy infiltration, and 
takeover ran deep. A movie like 1951’s In- 
vaders from Mars is a perfect example: in it, 
Martians kidnap hu- 
mans and implant in 
them tiny thought- 
control devices, turn- 
ing the earthlings 
into willing accom- 
plices in the aliens’ 
mission to conquer 
the world. 

But as early as 
1959, a very differ- 
ent theme could be 
gleaned from ali- 
en-takeover films. 
Even though Plan 
9 from Outer 
Space is widely 
regarded as one 
of the worst films 
— if not the 
worst film — 
ever made, it’s 
notable for the 
message carried 
by the haughty, 
effete “visitors” 
who land on 
earth. You 
started with 
firecrackers, 
then it was 
hand _ gre- 
nades 
scolds the 
alien space 
captain, as 
he explains 
to his dim- 
witted hosts 
that his peo- 
ple had at- 
tacked that huma 
earth as a 
last resort, fearing 
that the bomb-building humans would 
eventually destroy the universe. 

Several decades later, most movies deal- 
ing with alien visits — like Close Encoun- 
ters of the Third Kind and E.T. — depict 
spacemen as docile, benevolent travelers of 
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the cosmos, who have the power to heal 
human ills. 

The hope that real-life ETs can help us 
cure disease, eradicate famine, and end 
wars seems to be at the root of many ufolo- 
gists’ obsessions. Even abductees, who are 
often left terrified by their experiences, 
seem to be left with memories in- 
dicating that the aliens 
come here on | 
missions o

of mercy. 

“Perhaps,” 

says UFO debunker Philip 

J. Klass, somewhat wistfully, “it’s 

because many of us recognize that our star, 

the sun, will someday die and all life will 
perish.” 

At least he and his foes can agree on 
something. According to Ray Fowler, who 
has followed and written about the UFO- 
abduction phenomenon since the late 
1940s, aliens are trying to save us from 

ourselves. Why? Maybe 


the premise of Battlestar 

Gallactica — that humans came to earth 
from another planet long ago — is on the 
mark. “If you want to accept what ab- 
ductees are saying, it is that we may be re- 
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lated to them, and there’s a symbiotic rela- 
tionship to us,” he says. 

From his interviews with abductees, 

Fowler now believes that aliens have deter- 

mined that mankind is in peril 

of becoming permanently ster- 

ile, and the poking and prod- 

ding that goes on while ab- 

ductees are in captivity are 

experiments meant to help 

us. “I realize it sounds like 

science fiction,” he says, 

“but if you engross 

. yourself in these re- 

ports, that’s what 

comes out.”

asked why more-intelli- 
gent life forms would bother 

exploring our planet and its inhabitants. 

“That’s hard to answer. You can dream 
up a billion scenarios: that they want to 
help us, that they want to study us, or that 
they know something terrible will happen 
to us and they want to observe it,” 
Rodeghier says. “I have to feel that since 
they haven’t attacked us yet, they’re here 
for scientific purposes. ... But honestly, 
that part doesn’t help you when you study 
UFOs. It’s difficult to figure out an alien’s 
thinking pattern.” 

Swiss psychologist Carl Jung likened 
UFO sightings to religious visions, in that 
they might occur to individuals or entire 
populations during times of personal or 

collective distress. In 
Angels and Aliens, 
author Keith Thomp- 
son gives an interpre- 
tation of Jung’s be- 
liefs. “Perhaps the 
collective unconscious 
was sending forth 
such visions, just as in- 
dividuals experience 
abnormal convictions, 
visions, and illusions at 
times of disassociation 
between conscious and 
unconscious attitudes,” 
Thompson writes. 3, 
Or maybe it’s not so 
complex. Perhaps some 
sky-watchers, like all 
those Weekly World News 
readers who crave news 
of the latest alien visit, are 
no different from those es- 
capists who gobble up the 
latest news about Burt and 
Loni’s divorce or Whitney 
Houston’s weight problem 
in the other tabs. “It’s the 
desire for a transcendent ex- 
perience, the desire for won- 
der,” says managing editor 
Ivone, “a hunger for some- 
thing that carries you beyond 
this world.” 

Beyond this world. Until a 
UFO lands in front of ABC 
headquarters and its captain 
© steps outside to be interviewed 
§ by Peter Jennings, perhaps it’s 
mm that innate faith that some 
s other world out there is a 

safer, saner place than ours. As 
a disgusted alien lectures naive 
earthlings in Plan 9 from Outer 
Space, “You didn’t actually think you were 
the only inhabited planet in the universe 
— how could any race be so stupid?” QO

Due to the long freshness factor, super- 
sweets grown in the South can be trucked 
in and sold in the New England market 
when the corn in local fields barely clears 
the tops of a farmer’s boot. 


* 

Call restaurateur Robert Gregory a 
sweet-corn connoisseur extraordinaire. On 
his way to work most days between mid- 
July and September, he detours to Sergi 
Farm, in Belmont. He parks his pickup 
right out in the fields, plucks a load of 
sweet corn, and then heads to Redbones, in 
Somerville, where he will serve them along 
with ribs to his customers. 

“Usually when my customers eat it, it’s 
just hours old,” Gregory says. “You’ve 
got to go right to the farms if you want 
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Serving fresh, sweet corn to his cus- 
tomers puts Gregory in a small and 
courageous company of chefs. It may go 
back to the image thing again, with corn 
on the cob too messy for more-elegant 
restaurants. But that’s not the case at 
Redbones, which specializes in ribs and 
barbecue. 

“You’re coming to Redbones to eat with 
your fingers anyway,” says Gregory. “That 
makes corn on the cob an extra-special 
thing. I don’t think there are a lot of 
restaurant$ that think that’s their style.” 

The new varieties of supersweet make 
corn more attractive to restaurants by 
staying fresher longer, but you won’t find 
supersweets at'Redbones. Gregory’s a 
corn purist if ever there was one. 

“I kinda like not messin’ with Mother 
Nature,” Gregory says. “I like the tradi- 
tional corn you can have one time of the 
year, and it’s really special. You eat as 
much you can, and then the season’s 
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Pickin’ and cookin’ 


Two challenges go into creating the perfect dinner with corn: choosing the 
sweetest, freshest corn, and then cooking it just right. A little knowledge goes a 
long way in this department, so here are some tips: 


The fresher the better 

¢ Avoid any farm stand that allows its corn to sit in the hot sun. Higher temper- 
atures cause the corn (that is, picked corn) to become starchy faster. At the very 
least, it should be in the shade. 

¢ A good ear of corn should look and feel full, not scrawny, from top to bottom, 
regardless of its length. But because fullness and size varies from species to 
species, look for the fuller ears in the same bin. 

* The tassel of corn silk at the top should be dry, firm, and brown. If it’s mushy, 
wet, and blackened, the corn is probably older than you’d like. 

¢ The stem of the ear of corn should be moist and green. If it’s brown and dry, 
the corn is old. 

¢ The husk should be healthy green and free of holes, which indicate worms. 

¢ Never husk the corn on the stand. This causes rapid aging and is unnecessary. 
Most farmers don’t mind if you pull back the husk a little to peek at the top ker- 
nels of an ear or two, but outright husking is taboo. 

¢ Never buy corn that’s already been husked. 
















Cooking the corn 

Some people prefer corn that’s not cooked at all, while others enjoy corn that’s 
been boiled for 20 minutes. Between raw corn and overcooked corn there’s a lot of 
cooking flexibility, and trial-and-error may be the best way to determine what suits 
your taste. Most recipes are just variations on tried-and-true boiling, or on the 
chic grilling method. 

* The basic boil. Boil water in a pot, husk the ears of corn, and drop them in. 
Boil for up to five minutes. The time is pretty subjective, and has been the matter 
of considerable controversy, as these things go. Three minutes’ boiling has been 
considered a standard, but even here, chefs bicker about when to start the timer: is 
that three minutes from immersion, or three minutes after the water has resumed 
full boil? It’s all a matter of taste. Some people like their corn cooked just enough 
so it’s hot — a mere quick-dip in boiling water suffices. Others enjoy corn that’s 
boiled until the kernels are hard and chewy. 

Even experts are divided on the issue. In her book The Story of Corn (Knopf, 
1992), Betty Fussell notes that on one side, chefs like Jasper White, of Jasper’s 
restaurant, in Boston, advocate boiling the water first and then dropping the corn 
in very briefly (only a second for a young, fresh sweet ear, up to a minute for riper 
ears). And on the other side, chefs like James Beard advise putting the corn in a 
skillet of cold water and then bringing it to a boil. 

* The skillet steam. The method favored by John Lee, manager of Allandale 
Farm, is to bring about an inch of water to a boil in a big skillet, put the corn in, 
and allow the water to boil again. At that point, cook the corn for three to five 
minutes. 

“You can tell when the corn is done, because the opaqueness, the creaminess to 
the kernels goes out of them and they become translucent,” Lee says. 

* The grill method. Peel back but do not remove the husk from the ear of 
corn. Remove the corn silk, and then rewrap the ear in the husk. Soak thor- 
oughly with water, and then place on a low-to-medium hot grill (hot enough to 
cook, but not to burn!), turning often until the husk is uniformly ash gray — 
about 20 minutes. 

* Thrill-grill options. Variations offered by Chris Schlesinger, of the East Coast 
Grill and the Blue Room, as well as co-author of The Thrill of the Grill cookbook, 
can jazz up grilled 
corn. 

To get a little of the 
smoky flavor of the 
grill, Schlesinger sug- 
gests grilling the corn 
in the husk as above, 
but then removing the 
husk, brushing the ear 
with butter, salting 
and _ peppering, 
then grilling the 
corn for just a few 
minutes. 

To spice up grilled 


corn, prepare corn = 
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with the husk, place 
butter, salt, pep- 







per, and whatev- 
er other spices 
seem appropri- 
ate inside. Then 
wrap the whole 
thing in foil. Grill 
as above.

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Rosalita’s 


Jalapeno fire in Harvard Square

he overriding good thing 

about Rosalita’s is that you 

can eat enormous amounts 

of rather tasty food for less 

than $10, often much less. 
You can also have a lot of fun with the 
outrageously campy and pretentious sur- 
roundings. On the negative side, season- 
ing is slapdash, several dishes are just 
wrong, and there is — of course — no 
one named Rosalita in charge. 

The actual story probably begins as the 
Irish-American owners of the Black Rose 
notice the success of the Border Café 
down the street. They engage Danny 
Wisel and Lynda Boothroyd, of the Ar- 
madillo Café, to come up with a popular- 
ized version of their “Amerimex cuisine.” 
And they hire artist David Ball to hang up 
some Mexican-looking laundry — and 
chili-pepper lights on strings, and plastic 
squirrels, and Sauza and Corona umbrel- 
las over picnic tables, and all this other 
backyard junk. 

So my proposal is that you have the one 
really first-class thing I tasted there, the 
BBQ Brisket Sandwich ($5.50) with 
“grazing rights” ($1.75). 
Grazing rights, which come 
free with more-expensive 
dinners (and cost $4.50 
without other food) get you 
a salad bar, and a hot table 
that’s sort of a starch bar, 
and a fresh-grilled tortilla 
topped with guacamole and 
onions by a special atten- 
dant. The brisket sandwich 
is the real Texas item, thick- 


cut, crusty at the edges, and @ 492-8458 
Hours 


as smoky as a burned-down 
bunkhouse. It’s enormous, 
served on a big sesame roll 
with some harmless rough- 
age and your choice of 
sauces. The mild (“her 
good mood sauce” on the 
menu) is tomato-based and 
sweet, but quite good, not 
overwhelming in any di- 
mension. The hot (“her bad 
mood sauce”) is much hot- 
ter, and dark with molasses 
and such. I'd suggest it with 
the brisket. On the side: 
skin-on steak fries with plenty of salt. 

The salad bar takes a chance by skip- 
ping the basic lettuce-tomato-and-onion 
vegetable route and using all composed 
salads. It took a major chance our evening 
by making the composed salads early and 
allowing them to marinate. Thus, by 7:30, 
the plum tomatoes were falling apart and 
their sauce had fermented slightly. Same 
story with a salad of black beans, and an- 
other of pickled rigatoni. Shredded car- 
rots and raisins were just browned and 
tired. I did like the moderating effects of 
kosher dill pickles, a fruit salad of water- 
melon and cantaloupe, and a simple mari- 
nade of blanched cauliflower. The potato 
salad was sound, but spiked with bits of 
jalapeno chili. These same bits of jalapefio 
are overused, giving a number of dishes a 
monochromatic burn that was particularly 
inappropriate in traditional comfort or 
“relief” foods like potato salad. 

Or like the real, skin-in, mashed pota- 
toes on the otherwise impressive starch 
bar. I liked the mashed potatoes, and 
Rosalita’s might offer them, clearly la- 
beled, alongside no-burn mashed pota- 
toes. The starch bar is the real pay-off to 
“grazing rights.” It offered, besides the 
potatoes: Guatemalan-style refried black 
beans; an oily-sweet cornbread of addic- 
tive flavor; decent butter-and-sugar corn 
on the cob; orange baked rice; and barbe- 
cued red beans that were too sweet for

me. Given unlimited access to the corn 
bread and black beans alone, no one will 
go away from Rosalita’s less than stuffed. 

Five-meat chili ($4.95) is beautifully pre- 
sented in a shallow casserole; it’s full of 
meat, some ground, some in cubes, and a 
few beans. But it’s so sweet I can barely eat 
it. The “spicy salsa shrimp cocktail” 
($5.95) isn’t that spicy, until you dip in the 
hot barbecue sauce. A “conquistador Cae- 
sar salad” ($4.75) offers optional garlic 
and anchovies; otherwise it’s a romaine 
salad with a brownish dressing, croutons, 
and grated cheese. 

A cheese quesadilla ($3.50) makes a fair 
vegetarian dinner, if you like your cheese 
thick with a few of those jalapefio chunks, 
between thin wheat tortillas. And with side 
garnishes of guacamole and tomatoes, this 
appetizer may work as a dinner even with- 
out grazing rights. All of the same things 
go onto “Rosalita’s classic nachos” 
($5.95), which aren’t the old canapé-type 
nachos, aren’t classic in any other sense, 
and we’ve already discussed the Rosalita 
part. The nachos include some of the chili, 
and both yellow- and blue-corn taco chips. 
So it’s less an appetizer than a combina- 
tion of the rest of the menu. 

But this is no place to eat appetizers, if 
you plan to live and eat 
again. A BBQ ribs-and- 
shrimp duo ($9.95, includ- 
ing grazing rights) is no 
great ad for Rosalita’s bar- 
becue, but it covers the nu- 
tritional needs of a small 
family. A 10-rib slab tasted 
like it had been mostly 
poached, then grilled a little 
at the end. Juicy enough, 
but no taste of the fire, and 
saved only by the sauce. 
Four large shrimp actually 
picked up more char taste 
with a light grilling. {The 
gov’s Southern-fried chick- 
en basket ($7.25) seemed 
like a large half chicken cut 
up and heavily breaded in 
corn-flake crumbs. A cou- 
ple days’ lunches could be 
doggy-bagged out of that 
basket. 

On the Mexican side, a 
chicken burrito ($7.50) 
had the same vague jala- 
pefio heat, along with some 
live cilantro. “Grilled sizzling summer fa- 
jitas” (chicken, $7.95) came on a sizzling 
platter that made the chicken breast, the 
onions, and the green peppers seem a lot 
more sautéed than grilled. There’s a 
condiment table up by the salad bar that 
includes a variety of bottled sauces, but 
the basic red and green enchilada sauces 
that dominate Tex-Mex cooking seem ‘to 
have been replaced by jalapefio. 

The high or low point of this jalapefio de- 
pendence is the Cave Creek beer, which 
comes in a bottle containing a good-size 
green jalapeno pepper. Our waitress, with 
an Irish brogue as thick as guacamole, de- 
scribed it to me as “a chili beer.” I thought 
she meant it was a good beer to drink with 
chili. Uh-uh. It is a clean-tasting lager beer, 
from Evansville, Indiana, with a powerful, 
dry, distinctively jalapefio aftertaste that 
makes your mouth hurt. The only use I can 
think of for this beer, besides practical 
jokes, is to drink it with very bland food the 
way you might take a small bite of chili pep- 
per between bites of, say, an oatmeal sub. 

Rosalita’s desserts were still at the ice- 
cream stage on my visit, though better is 
promised. Service was excellent, with the 
willing spirit of another boy-with-brogue 
who declaimed, “Variety isn’t the spice of 
life; chili is.” At night, a superb Mexican- 
style trio with guitaron, violin, and tenor 
guitar strolls among the tables singing 
Latino folk songs. Q

A medium order of 
wings (16 pieces for $6.95) will feed two if you add a side order; choose 
from beer-batter zucchini slices ($3.45), twister fries ($1.45 and $2.45), 
or a slew of other options. Beginners should try the sampler platters 
($7.95 and $11.95 for a 24-piece order), which give you your choice of 
four different sauces. Boneless-breast buffs will cluck over Wing Works’ 
chicken sandwiches, which are served on fresh bread, come in five vari- 
eties, and cost no more than $3.89.

Back Alley to close, for now 






here’s something odd about the Back Alley 
é Theatre’s plan to close at the end of August. 
The rickety, folding-chair-on-wooden-terraces 
basement space that carries a motley assortment of 
local theater and comedy — some good, some so-so, 
some ugly — is going dark for reasons that are not fi- 
nancial. That’s right: no bitching about how hard it is 
to make ends meet for a small house presenting local 
talent to recession-struck audiences. Not that it isn’t 
hard, but BAT chief Eileen Sullivan is just looking for a 
change of space. The theater will re-open, somewhere, 
in the fall of 1994. 
First, though, Sullivan, who’s been virtually a one- 
woman production company since gathering up the 
Back Alley reins in 1989, is taking a few months off to 


roving Back Alley, booking shows into various spots 
around Cambridge and Somerville. All the while, she'll 
be home-shopping. 

There are many problems with the BAT’s current old 
house, at 1253 Cambridge Street in Inman Square, 
Cambridge. One is that it holds only 75 people. When 
the Back Alley has a hit on its hands, it has to turn peo- 
ple away. This means a loss of the money Sullivan de- 
pends on to counteract the duds. She hopes the new 
place will hold 100 to 125. 

A lack of T accessibility is another box-office basher. 
Inman Square gets a couple busses, but subway riders 
have to walk from Central or Harvard Square. It’s also 
a pain to park there. Of even greater concern to Sulli- 
van is that the current Back Alley is just barely accessi- 
ble to physically challenged customers and actors. A fi- 
nal issue is security. ‘There have been six break-ins to 





the BAT in the last six months. 

Among the non-issues is area demographics. Sulli- 
van says that the BAT draws its audience from 
throughout Boston and Cambridge, and from the 
towns along Route 128. The theater even has a half- 
dozen regulars from Providence. Stage and seating 
specifications are not issues either. “Give me a big 
rectangle with a good-sized electrical outlet and we 
could move in in a couple days.” 

Sullivan hopes that rectangle will be in either Cam- 
bridge or Somerville; she sees Central and Davis Square 
as the strongest possibilities. Got an idea where the Back 
Alley storefront should be? Call 576-1253. 

Meanwhile, Sullivan also plans to alter the Back Al- 
ley’s network of personnel. Ideally, she’ll put together 
a six-person staff, which will allow her the time and 
energy to increase the theater’s reliability as a place 
where up-and-comers can hone their skills, to further 
its investment in productions not-of-the-mainstream, 
and occasionally to send shows on the road out of the 
Boston area.

He sells a lyric with 
the self-conscious confidence of a man alone in a 
Chrysler crooning himself awake on the Interstate at 2 
a.m., or a missionary leading a reluctant congregation 
through some unfamiliar hymn. The range of his bas- 
so is mostly dynamic, his styling by the numbers; he 
sings like a man in love with the song but puzzled by 
the musical details. 

All that, of course, is part of the square-headed 
“Who me?” charm with which Keillor won his way 
into America’s hearts on his weekly Minnesota Public 
Radio program A Prairie Home Companion, from 
1974 to 1987. And though vocalizing may not be his

strongest suit, Keillor is indulging a life- 
long dream of singing bass in gospel group 
on his 1993 summer tour, which hits 
Worcester’s sumptuous Mechanics Hall 
for two shows on August 14 and 15. 

Billed as Garrison Keillor and the Hope- 
ful Gospel Quartet, the program will fea- 
ture the more-polished voices of Robin and Linda 
Williams and Kate McKenzie, harmonizing with Keil- 
lor on numbers that punctuate the show’s running 
theme, a shaggy-doggish story about a make-believe 
gospel foursome.

menagerie of sympathetically flawed Midwesterners 
whom fans are familiar with from his books and tapes 
and radio shows. What he’ll say is anybody’s guess, in- 
cluding his co-stars’.

One thing is certain, the audience will love it. Keil- 
lor’s following is as loyal as any mega-star’s, and what- 
ever the theme of the program, the “News” is what 
packs ’em in.

Jeff Bridges brings us a movie 
with guts as well as heart

his summer, kids have dominated the movie 
screens, but not one film has captured what 
it’s like to be a child, or to have one.

Although it lapses at times into senti- 
ment and predictability, American Heart cuts through the 
fluff to some hard truths about what it means to be a kid 
and, more important, what it means to grow up. 

Newly paroled ex-con Jack Kelson (Jeff Bridges) has

What follows is an alternately gritty and genial fusion of 
the neglected Dustin Hoffman classic Straight Time (Eddie 
Bunker, who wrote the novel on which that film was based, 
was Bell’s technical adviser for American Heart) and Bell’s 
own documentary of Seattle’s homeless children, Streetwise.

The Brattle and the Coolidge 


ponder their summer films

f it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. Chalk it 

up to experience. You can’t teach an 

old dog new tricks. All right, enough 

— but all these clichés apply to the 

Brattle Theatre’s recent experiment 

with first-run features. From the last week 

in April until the end of June, Cambridge’s 

landmark repertory film house dedicated its 

screen to extended runs of new films. It 
was the first time and, most likely, the last. 

Not that the engagements, of films like 

Gillian Armstrong’s The Last Days of 


| Chez Nous, Agnés Varda’s Jacquot, and 
| Zhang Yimou’s The Story of Qiu Ju, were 





out and out failures. According to Connie 
White, who with Marianne Lampke pro- 
grams the Brattle under the aegis of Run- 
ning Arts, there were no disastrous weeks, 
and the distributors were pleased with at- 
tendance figures. Plus, the films were re- 
ceived nicely by the press, and many were 
celebrated. 

But White does say that she and Lampke 





will probably never again devote a “calen- 
dar” (that’s how they divide the year up: 
into those big, postable schedules) to ex- 
tended runs. They'll stick with the tried- 
and-true: tacking premieres onto either end 
of‘a repertory calendar. 

The films pinned to the tail of the March- 
April schedule were the ones that did best: 
Manufacturing Consent: Noam Chomsky 
and the Media and Chez Nous, which in its 
two weeks took in $32,000, about $8000 
more than the Brattle needs to break even. 
White says the most disappointing receipts 
came while Ross McElwee’s acclaimed 
Time Indefinite was on screen. (During TI’s 
second week, the re-issued Eraserhead was 
shown nightly at 10 p.m. and provided a 
balance by bringing in $5000.) Qiu Ju re- 
ceipts were diminished by the film’s simul- 
taneous presence at the Ni ‘kelodeon. 

Money aside, there were some positives. 
Without the usual film ji ggling, it was a 
less labor-intensive per od for Brattle 
folks. White and Lampke ad a chance to 
refresh their rep programing energy and 
to premiere films that fulfilled the Brattle’s 


artistic vision, if not its wallet. And appar- 
ently appetites were whetted for the dear, 
old (albeit renovated) Brattle. White says 
the theater’s having its best July-August 
calendar since she and Lampke came on

board in 1987. 

Quickly now over to the Coolidge Cor- 
ner Theatre. Mustn’t forget that hallowed 
hall. While the Brattle was doing first- 
runs, the Coolidge was cruising with the 
cinematography documentary 
Visions of Light and a few rep 
series of its own — rotating a 
handful of big-screen beauties 
and, in conjunction with the 
American Repertory Theatre’s 
Orphée, Orpheus-related 
classics. Coolidge honcho 
David Kleiler says the 
Coolidge brought Visions in 
for two weeks and ended up 
holding it for nine. Gate re- 
ceipts were around $66,000, 
accounting for more than 10 
percent of the film’s national 
take (only New York City’s 
Film Forum house drew more 
Vision-aries). Among the 
most successful older films 
were Days of Heaven, 2001: 
A Space Odyssey, and Or- 
pheus. 

It seems that moviegoers 
hold dear the freedom of 
choice. The May-June results 
have Kleiler planning to in- 
crease the frequency of reper- 
tory series. And he’ll bring 
back Visions in the fall to 
teach those college kids a 
thing or two about cinematic 
art. Meanwhile, the Brattle

he grand and futile quest 
haunted John Huston, as be- 
fits a man who spent half a 
century of his life making 
motion pictures. His literary 
adaptations in particular are tales of over- 
weening obsession or deluded dreams —

the treacherous schemings of The Maltese 
Falcon (1941), the slapstick heroism of 
The African Queen (1951), the ponderous 
death wish of Moby Dick (1956), and the 
raucous opportunism of The Man Who 
Would Be King (1975). 

Huston recognized that underlying the 
sound and fury of these quixotic compul- 
sions was the need to be redeemed, a 
theme he confronted directly in his adap- 
tation of Flannery O’Connor’s Wise Blood 
(1979). Dark, dreamlike, hilarious, and 
thoroughly disturbing, it’s one of his finest 
and least popular films. Like O’Connor 
and her hero, Hazel Motes, Huston’s film 
does not compromise when it comes to the 
urgency, and the absurdity, of salvation.

Faithful to Flannery 


John Huston’s Wise Blood is wise indeed 


(Brad Dourif) returns to his family’s old 
home to find it a boarded-up relic fit for 
the camera of Walker Evans. Shot in inky, 
forboding blacks, the scene is reminiscent 
of Henry Fonda’s homecoming in John 
Ford’s The Grapes of Wrath (1940), ex- 
cept that unlike Fonda’s Tom Joad, Dou- 
rif's Motes leaves with no notion of social 
injustice or dream of a classless society. 
Instead, he affixes a note to a chifforobe (a 
kind of wardrobe) threatening to kill any- 
one who touches it. After buying an over- 
sized homburg and a $20 suit with the 
pricetag still attached, he hops a bus to the 
big city. His dream, as he tells anyone un- 
fortunate enough to make small talk, is to 
do something he’s never done before. 

That doesn’t mean having a sordid tryst

with a four-dollar whore, which is the first 
thing he does when he gets into town. As a 
cab driver tells him while eyeing him in the 
rear-view mirror, he may claim to believe 
in nothing, but he looks like a preacher. In 
Motes’s dreams and reveries he sees his 
revivalist grandfather (John Huston) 
preaching hellfire, and when he encoun- 
ters blind preacher Asa Hawks (Henry 
Dean Stanton) and his nymphomaniac 
daughter Sabbath on a street corner, he’s 
compelled to follow — if only to prove the 
man’s faith a fraud. 

Brilliantly played by Dourif, Motes is as 
grotesque and arresting as any driven soul 
in a medieval painting. From beneath his 
black beetle of a hat his eyes peer out rep- 
tilian and hopeless, innocent and calculat- 
ing; he looks like a cross between a young 
Jimmy Stewart and Joseph Gébbels. An 
etiolated version of the evil preacher 
Robert Mitchum played in The Night of 
the Hunter (1955), he’s pared of flesh and 
charm and even pathos and into the 
essence of yearning and despair. 

Such purity is attractive, and much to 
his disgust Motes draws followers of his 
own. Sabbath gives him the eye, eager to 
dump her washed-up dad for this incan- 
descently weird second coming. Then 
there’s Enoch Emory (Daniel Shor), a 
cross between Gomer Pyle and the holy id- 
iots of Dostoyevsky whose puerile cravings 
for transcendence and for Motes’s ap- 
proval compel him to steal a tiny mummy 
from a museum and dress up as a gorilla. 
Enoch teaches Motes the notion of “wise 
blood,” the innate drive of all people to- 
ward the holy and the blasphemous. At last 
Motes resigns himself to his fate and 
preaches on the hood of his 57 Chevy his 
“Church of Truth Without Christ,” in 
which “the blind don’t see, the lame don’t 
walk, and the dead stay that way,” and in 
which “anyone with a good car don’t need 
no justification.” 

Preaching is just the beginning of 
Motes’s road to his own calvary, and 


Huston is shockingly true to O’Connor’s | 


savage and mirthful version of a pilgrim’s 
progress. He’s true also to her skewed 





tone and style, a mixture of the baroque | 


and the hideously austere, of the horrific 
and the uproarious. In a scene in which 
Motes disposes of a pretender to his call- 


ing, Huston achieves one of his most | 
complex and traumatic sequences — a re- | 


lentless unfolding of black comedy, piti- | 


fulness, and terror. In that spirit he fol- 
lows Motes’s faith to its cruelly logical 
conclusion. When his landlady asks why 
there are blood stains on his bed and 


rocks in his shoes, Motes says simply, “To |

pay.” To pay for what? “It makes no dif- | 


ference.” 
Purged by the harrowing of Wise Blood, 
Huston would eventually make his last film 


and perhaps his greatest masterpiece, an | 
adaptation of James Joyce’s “The Dead” | 


(1987). It’s an epiphany of resignation, a 
more sublime and wiser film than Wise 
Blood. The culmination of his career, the 
resurrection of The Dead would be impos- 
sible without the passion of Wise Blood, 
without Hazel Motes’s blindness, or John 
Huston’s vision. Q 
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METEOR MAN 


As Robert Townsend’s Meteor Man amply 
demonstrates, the road to movie hell is 
paved with good intentions. More painful 
than the film’s strained humor, contrived 
plotting, and remorseless pontificating is 
the obvious earnestness with which the tal- 
ented young director made it and the great 
need it’s trying to fill. Recognizing as he did 
in the far more entertaining Hollywood 
Shuffle (1987) the lack of African-Ameri- 
can heroes in the movies, Townsend tries to 
concoct one of his own. The result is a 
creaky combination of preaching and prat- 
falls that no kid in search of a role-model 
will sit still for. Even sympathetic adults will 
find it rough going — at the New York

Townsend plays Jefferson Reed, an inner- 
city substitute teacher with dreams of be- 
coming a jazz musician. Meanwhile, his way 
of dealing with the drugs and crime racking 
the community is to run away, a philosophy 
that he espouses to his students and that’s 
shared by his odd and unfunny neighbors, 











most notably Mr. Moses, played by James 


Earl Jones in an assortment of silly wigs. 
One evening, however, as Reed walks home 
after finding his car broken into, he en- 
counters something he can’t run from: a 
glowing green meteor, which he somehow 
absorbs and which transforms him into the 
multi-powered crime fighter Meteor Man. 
How this all resolves into a platitude pro- 
moting togetherness and self-worth is as 
cock-eyed and arbitrary as the premise. 
Suffice to say that the story involves more 
hair humor, cute kids and dogs, smarmy X- 
ray-vision jokes, and Bill Cosby. Perhaps 
the best moment is when the acrophobic 
Reed sets out on his maiden flight at an al- 
titude of four feet. That’s about how far 
this film’s humor gets off the ground; in his 
concern for being socially conscious, 
Townsend has developed a fear of being 
funny.

ROCK HUDSON’S 
HOME MOVIES 


Now that it’s well-known that Rock Hud- 
son was gay and died of AIDS, it’s hard not 
to look at his filmography in a new light, 
though no one has taken the process as far 
as Mark Rappaport in his hour-long video 
Rock Hudson’s Home Movies. This revi- 
sionist retrospective suggests that Hudson 
was constantly subverting his own image in 
his movies, blandly revealing the truth 
about his sexual identity while acting in 


character, if only one knew to listen. De- 
constructing an exhaustive compilation of 
familiar clips in this context, Rappaport 
finds either hilariously campy innuendo or 
poignant sublimation ‘in every coy line of 
dialogue or stoic glance that made Hudson 
such an icon of self-effacing virility. It be- 
comes easy to believe that in all those pseu- 
do-sophisticated "50s sex comedies, Rock 
was secretly relieved to have his attempts at 
romance with Doris Day repeatedly thwart- 
ed, preferring instead the company of eager 


Tony Randall. 

Rappaport goes too far in inferring fore- 
bodings of AIDS in Hudson’s later roles. 
For the most part, though, he offers a witty 
and occasionally moving critique of the the 
true depth of artifice and denial required to 
build such ephemeral confections as those 
Technicolor sex comedies and melodramas, 
and the price of the closet that allowed 
Hudson to star in those films. At the Har- 
vard Film Archive.

If you’ve seen The Kids in the Hall, the 
most nationally established of the current 
crop of cutting-edge TV comedy, you 
know that McKinney stumbling in high 
heels is unusual. He and his four fellows 
are used to wearing women’s clothing. In 
fact, they play almost all the roles — ani- 
mal, vegetable, mineral — in this half-hour 
sketch show that, thanks in part to the sup- 
port of Saturday Night Live guru Lorne 
Michaels, has risen to North American 
prominence from an infancy on Toronto’s 
nightclub scene. They’re on weeknights at 
9:30 on Comedy Central. And they’re the 
first of cable’s Not Ready for Network 
players to break into the Big Three, albeit 
Friday nights at 1 a.m., on CBS. 

Being comfortable as transvestites is not 


| the only characteristic the Kids share with 
| Monty Python. They also go for a high silli- 
| ness quotient; they’re at their best when 
| turning the mundane — executive meet- 





ings, deli counters, sex — into the bizarre. 
Integral to the show is the way the players 
bury their own personalities and thereby al- 
low their recurring characters to become 





the show’s stars. And the skit material 
rarely acknowledges the outside world; 
there’s not much satire of celebrities, 
movies, or current events. In short, the Kids 
are on their own little planet, which is often 
just over the dull edge of our own, and oc- 
casionally somewhere beyond Pluto. 

Back on this side of the edge, Almost 
Live! is a milder-mannered sketch-comedy 
program airing weekdays at 10 a.m. and 
8:30 p.m. on Comedy Central. Hailing 
from Seattle, where it began as local pro- 
gramming in 1989, the show has absolutely 
nothing to do with grunge. It’s nutshelled 
by leader John Keister, who’s almost bald, 
has kids, probably mows his own lawn — a 
regular guy. As Keister opens the show 
with a few remarks, he avoids histrionics, 
casually telling jokes and setting the tone 
for what’s to come. Like Kids, this show is 
taped in front of a studio audience and has 
both location and stage segments. Like 
SCTV, it sets itself up as a rogue channel, 
offering satirical advertisements for regu- 
larly scheduled shows whose air time its 
own mini-dramas are pirating. 

One particularly melodramatic mini-dra- 
ma that aired recently began with a man 
leaving a message on the answering ma- 
chine of a prospective date recommended 
to him by a friend. She calls back, but he’s 
not home, and a phone-tag game develops 
along the lines of a live, in-person relation- 
ship. Their messages are awkward at first, 
hedging on personal statements, trying not 
to be judgmental. As more messages are 
left, the courting pair slip up, read para- 
noically into benign comments, over-apolo- 
gize, and dig deeper holes of miscommuni- 
cation. Pretty soon they’re out-and-out 
fighting over the answering machines. They 
break up. (“Well, that’s settled,” he says. 
“At least I don’t have any stuff over there to 
pick up.”) Then they make up, and so on. 

Crucial to the bit’s success is that the 
concept is humorous and that many mo- 
ments in playing out the concept are funny 





in and of themselves. Plus, there’s a story- 
line. A common problem on Saturday Night 
Live is that segments are one-joke ponies. 
They drag on and peter out to anxious ap- 
plause. Almost Live! and Kids usually pre- 
sent skits with developing plots that main- 
tain energy even after the skit’s catalyst has 
lost power. 

Generally speaking, Kids is idiosyncratic 
idiocy to grow attached to, whereas Almost 
Live! is a more easygoing escape. There’s 
another sketch comedy worth mentioning: 
You Wrote It, You Watch It, which airs 
Sunday nights at 8:30 on MTV. It’s the 
fastest-paced and, at its peak, most hilari- 
ous member of the comedic cable caval- 
cade. This show has nothing to do with 
music videos, other than its filming and 
editing techniques (wandering cameras, 
quick cuts, varying film formats). It’s host- 
ed by amiable stand-up Jon Stewart, 
who’d made a TV name for himself an- 
choring Comedy Central’s Short Attention 
Span Theater. 

The springboards for segments are ac- 
tual letters from viewers describing zany, 
putatively real-life incidents. As these 
viewers themselves tell their stories, they 
are re-enacted by the show’s corps of no- 
name actors, who extrapolate them into 
zanier, often surreal incidents. YWI? 
boasts the most sensible antidote to run- 
on segments: it cuts them off. Kids and Al- 
most Live! are both good about not bela- 
boring points, but YWI? does it best by be- 
ing pointless rapids comedy, where the 
water runs shallow and is never still. 

Among the comedy talk shows, there’s a 
program that’s even shallower. That would 
be Talk Soup, which proves Andy Warhol 
drastically underestimated the common 
American’s thirst for fame — he must not 
have realized so many people with such de- 
praved or unfortunate lives would want to 
confess them to the world. This compilation 
of the best moments from the previous 
day’s talksploitation shows is E! Entertain- 








ment Television’s big hit. Succeeding Com- 
edy Central’s Mystery Science Theater 2000 
and HBO’s The Larry Sanders Show as the 
media-hyped cable show du jour, it seems 
to air about a zillion times a day — week- 
days at noon, 6, and 9 p.m. and weekends 
at 11 a.m. and 10:30 p.m. 

The soup is best in small spoonfuls — 
one can take only so much of “Women 
Who Love Gentlemen Who Prefer Hanes” 
before dozing off, despite the wry pep of 
Greg Kinnear, the matinee-idol, quip-crazy 
host now being chased by the networks. It’s 
nice to know the show is there, though, be- 
cause in the aftermath of any personal hu- 
miliation, 15 minutes of Talk Soup proves it 
was no big deal. 

Women Aloud, meanwhile, is the most 
upstanding of talk shows. It offers no 
voyeuristic pleasure; it’s just funny and in- 
telligent. The host is Mo Gaffney, who has 
been caught by the little-network-that- 
could, Fox, and will be seen on a weekday 
talk show there this fall. Until then, new 
half-hours of Women Aloud are on week- 
days at 9 a.m. and 6:30 p.m. and Sunday at 
7:30 p.m. on Comedy Central. 

Gaffney has an exuberant, camera-com- 
manding personality and is given to disin- 
genuous, show-bizzy facial expressions 
reminiscent of Martin Mull (which reminds 
us we wanted to fire off a letter to Comedy 
Central asking it to pick up Fernwood 2- 
Night reruns). But with her opinions Mo is 
most candid, as she carries on with one to 
three guests in front of a studio audience. 

A couple of those guests are usually co- 
medians, usually female. Also present, typ- 
ically, is an expert on the subject of the 
day. Their discussions on issues found ev- 
erywhere from the front page to the bath- 
room medicine cabinet are in earnest, but 
most of the participants, being comedians, 
can be depended on for digression — 
which happened last week on a show 
about stereotypes when comic Sue Ess- 
man and Gaffney elaborated on Essman’s 
presumption that all Englishmen have 
“wet, slimy” penises. 

In the case of a boring or downbeat at- 
mosphere, Gaffney is Women Aloud’s fail- 
safe. It’s rare to find a performer who can 
maintain such high degrees of intelligence 
and entertainment simultaneously. When 
during a recent show on pornography co- 
median/Playboy bunny Rhonda Shear said 
it was an honor to be asked to pose nude, 
Gaffney, aghast, threw herself to the floor 
and lay dead, slain by the preposterousness 
of the comment. She made her point and 
got some laughs — and humor with a point 
is what Women Aloud is about. 

A more entertaining comic talk show is 
Politically Incorrect, which airs Sundays 
at 9 p.m. on Comedy Central. Opinions 
there fly faster and more furiously as four 
guests and host Bill Maher (a veteran 
stand-up) debate divisive issues like gun 
control, sexual harassment, and marriage. 
The guests of the debut show, June 25, in- 
cluded Jerry Seinfeld and Howard Stern 
co-host Robin Quivers. Last week, Tom 
Arnold and Guardian Angel Lisa Sliwa were 
among the arguers. 

Future guests include rock-and-roll poet 
Henry Rollins, Hair Club prez Sy Sperling, 
author Tama Janowitz, Roger Clinton (who 
gets more exposure than his brother), rap- 
per Doctor Dre, and writer Fran Lebowitz, 
among many others. It’s an intriguing mix 
of clowns, artists, and culture watchers who 
share in common the courage of their con- 
victions — or at least the ability to put up a 
good front. 

Other cable comedy half-hours worth a 
try include Comedy Central’s Whose Line 
Is It, Anyway?, the only improvisation 
show on TV, and Inside the Comedy 
Mind with Alan King, where the Hall of 
Fame stand-up holds insightful conversa- 
tions with the cream of the comic crop. 
On MTV, check out Comikaze, which 
mixes generally banal stand-up with de- 
cent skits. And on E!, there’s The Howard 
Stern Interview, which, though not as 
raucous as his radio show (and burdened 
by the unsightly Stern’s absurd hairstyles), 
always offers more chit-chat excitement 
than Jay or Arsenio could hope for. 

Together these shows are a promising 
bunch that indicate growth on the part of 
their maverick networks while the Big 
Three deteriorate into more made-for-TV 
and cop shows. In just the last year, Com- 
edy Central has matured well beyond the 
regurgitated stand-up sound bites that 
used to dominate it. Similarly, MTV has 
made strides past swiveling hips and posi- 
tioning itself as an incestuous orgy of 
youth culture inanity. And E! is on the 
verge of becoming more than a public-re- 
lations vehicle for its guests. Best of all, 
these shows add a healthy dose of unpre- 
dictability to a formulaic medium. Q

African and Oceanic sculptures 
star at the Museum of Fine Art

pirits are roaming the gal- 

leries of the Museum of 

Fine Arts these days, 

spooking the young, mak- 

ing war against their ene- 
mies, praising the dead. You can see them 
glaring and smiling out of the masks and 
figure sculptures on view in the MFA’s 
new “African and Oceanic Sculpture” ex- 
hibition. 

There is little connection between the 
works here from central and western 
Africa and those from the Oceanic regions 
of Melanesia and Polynesia, other than 
that they all belong to one private collector 
who has promised these sculptures to the 
museum. A good thing, too; whereas the 
MFA has a wealth of Nubian and Egyptian 
objects, its representation of African masks 
and figures has been wanting. Its collec- 
tion of Oceanic objects is even scanter. 

And however culturally disconnected it 
might be, this is a marvelous grouping of 
tribal art, most of it crafted for use in ritu- 
als or to ward off evil spirits. A Melanesian 
canoe ornament from the island of New 
Ireland weaves together a human figure 
with the clan totem of a hook-beaked bird. 
The sculpture is virtually a trompe-l’oeil: if 
you turn it on its head, the man’s chin be- 
comes a bird’s head. Indeed, another bird 
perches on the man’s shoulders and acts 
as a headdress, peering over his head with 
unblinking eyes. Yet another long-necked 
bird slides down the large beak of the 
headdress and rests its throat along the 
man’s broad nose. 

A 10-foot tall memorial pole from In- 
donesia looms nearby, fashioned from 
wood, pigment, and vegetable fiber. Paying 
tribute to clan members killed during head- 
hunting raids, the pole depicts an acrobatic 
column of men, upside down and right side 
up, standing on one another’s knees and 
shoulders, or balancing on their heads. 
They reach into the air toward a symbolic 
canoe prow that juts from the chest of the 
man at the top of the line, a canoe that car- 
ries the dead to the other world. 

The four works here from Polynesia 
have a distinctly different style from those 
from Melanesia. They are small, decora- 
tive objects covered with exquisite, precise 
carvings. Polynesians’ lives were influ- 
enced by a force known as mana, a power 
acquired through good deeds, inheritance, 
and living by the rules of society. Artists 
put some of their mana into their works, 
which were made to last. One such object 
is a funnel used to feed liquefied food to 
the king after he has had his lips ritually 
tattooed. The striated designs on the fun- 
nel echo those of the tattoos. 

A small African power figure or nkonde 
from Zaire was clearly the source for one 
of the works in the current “Malcolm X: 
Man, Ideal, Icon” exhibit at the Institute of 
Contemporary Art. This sculpture depicts 
a broad-shouldered man with big nails 
driven into his chest and arms. A mirror 
projects from a compartment in his belly 
that houses plants and small objects that 
have been charged with magical proper- 
ties. The nkonde was kept by a shaman, 
who would use it to solve the dilemmas of 
tribe members. Each nail represents a 
problem or question; once it was driven in, 
the nkonde would tell the shaman the so- 
lution. The work at the ICA, by Clarissa 
Sligh and Carole Byard, equates Malcolm 


with this problem-solving spirit. 

Nearby, a musical instrument curves up- 
ward into the sky from an animal hide 
drawn taut over a bowl of wood. The neck 
of the instrument curves like a snake up to- 
ward the small head of a woman at the end. 
Her eyes are shut, her lips are pursed, and 
her hair is drawn back in a bun. The expres- 
sion on her face is one of either sublime lis- 
tening or the ecstasy of being well played. 

Many of the masks, which are arranged 
in a large glass case in the middle of the 
gallery, were used in initiation rituals. 
Boys were taken into the wilderness and 
instructed in the ways of men and the 
myths and rules of the culture. The days- 
long rituals ended with ceremonies in 
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which these masks, representing the spirits 
of the culture or the ancestors of a partic- 
ular clan, were worn by the men in elabo- 
rate dances. 

The examples here, carved from wood 
in both noble and grotesque faces, still 
have the potential to inspire fear and awe. 
One polished black mask, ornamented 
with shells and bewigged with vegetable 
fiber, has a serene expression on its angu- 
lar face. Another, a barrel-shaped helmet 
mask, is more intimidating: tinted red with 
slitted eyes and a long, cigar-shaped nose, 
its features are exaggerated and severe. 

It’s important to appreciate that the 
masks and figures here are more than just 
lovely art objects. They are imbued with 
spirit; they embody the myths that sew a 
culture together. Their function is vital in 
the instruction of the ways of a people, 
and they have as much meaning for their 
tribes as a dollar bill or the American flag 
has for us. Only these figures are that 
much more compelling because they are 
human images, based not on capitalism or 
patriotism but on a need to look into a 
spirit’s face and learn what we are doing 
on this earth.

Art Nouveau was all the rage a hundred 
years ago. The style evolved as a backlash 
against the dehumanization of the Industri- 
al Revolution; it turned to a more roman- 
tic, nature-oriented view of the world. “Age 
of Art Nouveau,” put together by Barbara 
Stern Shapiro of the MFA’s Department of 
Prints, Drawings, and Photographs, is a 
fine collection of works of that era. 

The style, characterized by shallow 
space, flat patterns, and organic, sinewy 
lines that flow like vines all over the work, 
put a particular emphasis on allegory, of- 


ten taking as its subject an idealized femi- 
ninity. George Minne’s 1899 woodcut The 
Baptism of Christ is built entirely from a 
pattern of interwoven lines. The sky, 
clouds, and water, the robes and hair of 
John the Baptist — all are one great sweep 
of dark lines shifting against one another 
like leaves on a tree. The water that John 
pours over Jesus’s head is indistinguish- 
able from Christ’s hair and beard, creating 
one cohesive image from a tangled weave 
of strong lines. 

The same continuity of line appears in 
Jan Theodor Toorop’s Delftsche Slaolie 
(Delft Salad Oil Poster), which appeared 
in 1894. Here a languorous woman in a 
voluptuous gown with ballooning sleeves 
pours salad dressing onto a bowl of leafy 
greens while another woman stands by, 
contemplating her fingernails or the nature 
of existence. The women’s hair rises off 
their heads in broad strokes, filling the rest 
of the poster with the curvy striations of | 
their locks. | 

Edvard Munch’s 1896 woodcut Man’s 
Head in Woman’s Hair takes the same ide- 
alized view of a woman’s mane. Here, the 
triangular head of a man with a slight 
vandyke beard is engulfed in the red tresses 
of a woman’s long hair as she gazes loving- 
ly down upon him. He looks straight out of 
the print toward the viewer, framed by her 
hair like a child in the arms of his mother. 

Paul Elie Ranson’s Tiger in the Jungle 
(1893), a lithograph in black, gray, and 
yellow, shows a tiger falling down the page 
in one long, muscled line, his hips and tail 
rising over his broad, regal head as he 
creeps across the florid forest floor, stalk- 
ing his victim. His stripes are gray and 
quivering, like birds in flight over his slen- 
der back, and they echo the shapes of the 
petals and leaves that 
surround him. 

Not everything here is 
drawn in bold lines. 
Jacques Villon’s 1905 
Gossip, drypoint and 
aquatint printed in green, 
has a delicate, watery 
grace. It’s as if hard lines 
were too crude to define 
this entitled group of 
ladies; their voluminous 
dresses swallow up their 
bodies in a haze of ink 
amid the group, provid- 
ing a visual base for the 
figures to work around, 
like a quilt at a quilting 
bee. The women’s faces 
are delicate, their fea- 
tures fine, their pursed 
lips careful and somehow 
innocent as they whisper | 
the latest rumors to one | 
another. 

Max Klinger’s 1898 
print Abandoned is a 
bleaker but no less rar- 
efied portrait of fin de 
siécle femininity. Here a 
woman roams a beach, 
her long hair falling 
loosely around her, her 
face buried tragically in 
her hands. The water at 
her feet is filled with 
light, but she herself is 
dark and alone, a pathet- 
ic figure in this beautiful, 
miserable world. 

Art Nouveau appeared 
at a time when the print 
media were hitting their 
stride. Advertisements in 
newspapers and maga- 
zines and posters plas- 
tered on city walls filled 
with these flat, lush im- 
ages were some of the 
first mass-produced 
tools for selling things 
from salad dressings to 
dancing girls. It’s inter- 
esting to note that 
though art has moved 
forward in the last cen- 
tury, advertising has not. 
Beautiful girls with 
beautiful hair are still 
what it takes to sell your 
product. Q

he heavyweight Arthur Miller 
of 40 years ago liked to KO 
you with his message. Now, 
at 77, the éminence of Amer- 
ican naturalism has decided 
to dance, if not like Mohammad Ali, like 
Ginger Rogers. His 80-minute doodle, 
The Last Yankee, is both memorable and 
slight. It’s not crystal clear what Miller is 
trying to say with it, and I’m not sure 
that’s such a bad thing. After all, with the 
Miller of old, discerning theme was not a 
luxury one was allowed. Certainly it’s not a 
bad thing that Miller has discovered tap. 
To paraphrase Arthur Murray, put a little 








fun in your work, try dancing. 
Probably The Last Yankee was inspired 


| not by the descendant of the guy on the 
| $10 bill who is its title character but by its 
most captivating image: a valiant elderly 


woman, all decked out in glittered top hat 


| and tails, fighting off depression with a lis- 
| some, if somewhat basic, tap-dance rou- 


tine. A picture both poignant and absurd, 
it suggests — I think — that Miller sees 


Yankee doodle 


Arthur Miller’s latest footwork 
is both slight and memorable 
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our hope in being a nation not of heroes, 
tragic or otherwise, but of troupers. In a 
country where (as one character comes 
out and says) “anyone with any sense is 
depressed,” the trick is in learning to love 
the world and live with disappointment. 

This latest Miller’s tale was first pro- 
duced last winter at the Manhattan The- 
atre Club and has since gone on to a suc- 
cessful run in London, where, in the last 
decade, Miller has enjoyed a revival that 
eludes him in his native land. And, frankly, 
I liked it better — though it needs fleshing 
out — than anything the Great Pontifi- 
cater has written in years. 

Except for a snoozing, and symbolic, 
African-American mental patient who does 
not speak, the play’s a four-hander. John 
Frick (Ted Kazanoff in an uncharacteristi- 
cally subtle turn), a self-made American 
success in his 60s, is visiting his wife in a 
state asylum in New England. So is Leroy 
Hamilton (Pat Shea), the brahmin of the 
title who refuses to pull himself up by his 
Brooks Brothers boot straps. Both women 
suffer from depression, though Hamilton’s 
wife, Patricia (Jane Nichols), is a recidi- 
vist, whereas Frick’s spouse, Karen (Mary 
Klug), is a first-time offender. 

At the Gloucester Stage Company, the 
play has been straightforwardly staged by 
Bill Bushnell on a simple, effective set by 
Charles F. Morgan — a circular enclosure 
with gossamer-white, shower-like curtains 
drawn aside to reveal a bare-bones hospi- 
tal room. The visiting husbands first meet 
outside the ring, the nondescript furniture 
and old magazines suggesting a waiting

room for which Kazanoff’s powerful-fish- 
out-of-water Frick seems almost too large, 
his mere presence suggesting the awk- 
wardness he feels being there. 

One thing 50 years in the theater has 
taught Miller is how to write dialogue. His 
prose can be turgid, but conversation is the 
playwright’s element, and even plain, casu- 
al talk can bristle with tension or hang with 
old sorrow. The encounter of Hamilton 
and Frick illustrates the former, the meet- 
ing of Hamilton and his wife the latter, in 
this knowingly acted, small-scale explo- 
ration of coping with our national malaise. 

Frick is shocked to learn that Hamilton, 
a man of impeccable pedigree and preppy 
threads, works as a carpenter. This is not, 
after all, achievement as it should be per- 
ceived, or illustrated, by a guy whose an- 
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cestor is on the money. 
Nonetheless, Frick’s stereo- 
typing gets Hamilton seeth- 
ing as the older man’s 
wife’s-illness-swapping con- 
versation can’t. With a 
spouse who’s been clinically 
depressed for 15 years, the 
Yankee knows the drill. 

As it turns out, Patricia 
Hamilton and Frick share a 
disapproval of Leroy’s lack 
of traditional success. (One 
problem generations youn- 
ger than Miller may have 
with Mrs. Hamilton, a 
mother of seven but too 
busy being disappointed to 
take care of them, is that it 
seems never to have oc- 
curred to her to get a job.) 
Patricia — undergoing a 
rush of optimism as a result 
of having secretly weaned 
herself from her medication 
— is the picture of encour- 
agement to addled Karen 
Frick (who, in the touching 
person of Mary Klug, seems 
more dotty than depressed, 
keeping things frolicsome 
with her non sequiturs). But 
locked in conversation with 
her long-suffering spouse, 
how quickly she can return 
to old, almost smug recrimi- 
nations. 

Although Jane Nichols 
makes the self-proclaimedly 
spiritual Patricia quite radi- 
ant, it’s hard to know 
whether to like her.or not. 
As Leroy — played with 
wry, quiet strength by Pat 
Shea — observes, she seems to suffer 
from the rigid urge to perfection that 
drove her brothers to suicide, not to men- 
tion from the too-high expectations that 
have turned postwar America into a coast- 
to-coast basket case. 

I’m making The Last Yankee sound as 
preachy as the Miller of yore, but, in truth, 
it’s rather artfully fragmented. Too much 
so in the case of the Fricks, who, as the 
Hamiltons pack for home and perhaps a 
deeper understanding, seem rather thrown 
to the wolves — Mrs. Frick crumpling in 
her disorientation and dancing shoes, Mr. 
Frick in his anguished inability to deal 
with his wife’s strange hobby. Still, The 
Last Yankee’s a pleasant surprise. Not only 
is Miller not singing the same old song; his 
new tune is Tommy. Q

tlebowl’s wooded amphitheater on the 
shores of Jamaica Pond. And when the es- 
teemed author of The Inspector General,’a 
lifelong bachelor, turns his attention to 
mating behavior in his native pre-Revolu- 
tionary Russia, what results is an eccentric 
social satire that takes no prisoners, either 
into or out of the woods. 


The story’s about Podkolyossin, a civil 
servant who has successfully resisted mar- 
riage, and Agafya, the daughter of a mer- 
chant, who hopes to marry someone who 
isn’t in trade. It’s the opinion of Fyokla, a 
traditional matchmaker employed by 
Agafya, as well as of Kotchkarev, Pod- 
kolyossin’s married friend and unofficial 
yenta, that the pair are meant for each oth- 
er. The motives of the matchmakers, how- 
ever, are quite different. Whereas Fyokla 
finds self-expression by plying her trade, 
much of play’s comedy is greased by the no-

tion — never entirely spelled out — that 
Kotchkarev’s stake in ending his friend’s 
bachelorhood has more to do with his want- 
ing a partner in misery than anything else. 

“Marriages are made in Heaven,” insists 
Fyokla. To this Kotchkarev, who has re- 
cently availed himself of Fyokla’s services, 
replies with MacArthur-like authority that 
“marriage is Hell.” Not to be outdone 
(and with help from Eric Bentley’s service- 
able and sometimes hilarious translation), 
Fyokla reminds him that “you buttered 
your bread, now you must lie in it.” Cyni- 
cal though he may be, Kotchkarev isn’t 
sandwich spread. He knows that the only 
way to get Podkolyossin off his favorite 
park bench and onto the couch beside a 
new wife is to grab him by the scruff of his 
neck and carry him off to visit Agafya. 

In truth, with its hapless would-be 
groom and breathless young heroine, the 
dramatic shenanigans of The Marriage are 
about as novel as those of the romantic- 
comedy plots it’s derived from (not to 
mention of the vaudeville sketches it would 
inspire). Although Gogol may have resist- 
ed such dramatic conventions as sympa- 
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and Podkolyossin, ponder the imponderables of getting hitched. 


thetic principals or sweet and tidy endings, 
he wasn’t above dishing out social criti- 
cism, sneering along with his characters, 
who tend to refer to marriage as “a duty to 
Mother Russia.” More important, none of 
his gallows humor about mating — per- 
sonified here by Omelet, Anutchkin, and 
Zhevakin, a trio of bachelor stooges who 
make up the playwright’s answer to The 
Love Connection — feels dated. 

What’s most engaging is that Gogol 
doesn’t entirely side with heroine Agafya. 
Presented with a trio made up of a proper- 
ty-obsessed accountant, a collegiate 
bumpkin, and a blowhard naval officer, 
she simplemindedly finds something to 
like about each. For their part, the men fall 
all over themselves to impress her, only to 
find themselves swayed by such insignifi- 
cant details as the size of her nose or her 
unfamiliarity with French. Still, it’s possi- 
ble to feel for Zhevakin, who, once he’s re- 
jected, notes that this is the 17th time such 
a thing has happened to him. “It all goes 
well at first. Then, ‘Poof,’ it goes up in a 
cloud of smoke.” 

At the Kettlebowl, the production unfolds 
on Doc Madison’s modest two-tiered set 
depicting Podkolyossin’s park bench and 
Agafya’s garden, the latter flanked by plas- 
tic figurines of a fey rabbit and a charging 
bull. Equally cartoonish are most of the 
performances. At the performance I attend- 
ed, understudy Mike McNamara stepped in 
as Podkolyossin, whom he played as a ci- 
pher, albeit a credible one. Mike Thurston, 
as Kotchkarev, is charmingly indignant but, 
like most of his colleagues, operates in a 
limited one-loud-note register. 

It’s hard to get a fix on Andrea Filoso’s 
Agafya when she only occasionally ac- 
knowledges the irony of her lines. Most 
offensive is Chandra Pieragostini, an intel- 
ligent actress who’s been misdirected to 
steer her Gypsy-like Fyokla in the direc- 
tion of Gypsy. Of the play’s trio of suitors, 
Michael J. Grady’s Anutchkin stands out, 
but each knock-kneed idiot has his mo- 
ment before buckling. Q

Express strips to the bone 


by Robin Dougherty 


nlike the young Peter Sel- 

lars, who made his mark 

on the Shakespeare land- 

scape by staging King 

Lear in and around a Lin- 
coln Continental, co-founder of the 
Shenandoah Shakespeare Express Jim 
Warren arrives in town next week burning 
only the rubber soles of his shoes. Con- 
verse high-tops are not just the young 
company’s trademark; they’re practically 
the only costume SSE wears. Not that the 
touring troupe, which sets down August 
10 through 22 at the Boston Center for 
the Arts, performs au naturel. T-shirts and 
jeans are also worn. But, as Warren ex- 
plains, stripping the Bard down to basics is 
indeed Shenandoah’s mission. 

“The whole idea that Shakespeare 
should be something that’s enjoyable and 
fun has been lost. And when the audience 
sees actors coming out to do Shakespeare 
in high-tops, it relaxes them.” Warren 
chalks up current audience wariness of 
Shakespeare to the proliferation of lavish, 
large-scale productions here and abroad in 
which the language is often lost inside the 
stagings. What would happen, he won- 
dered, if you threw all that out? The 1988 
graduate of James Madison University, 
where the SSE is based, explains that the 
young company is the brainchild of his 
collaboration with JMU English professor 
Ralph Cohen. “We thought that by playing 
by Shakespeare’s staging rules, we could, 
in effect, show how entertaining Shake- 
speare is to people who think he is stuffy 
and boring.” 

Of course, the same goal has sent other 
companies searching for unconventional 
directorial approaches or concepts that, 
say, update Hamlet to Nazi Germany. But 
what the SSE — which will be staging 
Antony and Cleopatra, Romeo and Juliet, 
and A Midsummer Night’s Dream in reper- 
tory, all without benefit of a single stage 
set — wants to do is “tap into the muscu- 
larity and energy that Shakespeare had 
and that you get when you don’t have 
those modern trappings.” Warren and Co- 
hen see the ground rules as excluding 
lighting and set design (“which have noth- 
ing to do with the plays”), not to mention 
requiring lots of doubling of roles for the 
12-member company. If you’re wondering 
just how authentic high-top sneakers are, 
Warren reminds you that, in the Bard’s 


day, “there was no such thing as period 
staging.” 

The SSE also takes it as a challenge that 
Shakespeare’s Globe troupers performed 
in the sunlight, often juggling the verbal 
flotsam provided by drunken groundlings. 
With the lights on, Warren explains, “you 
can see the audience, whether they’re en- 
joying the show or not. We actually talk to 
and interact with the audience. Shake- 
speare’s audience was rowdy, and he had 
to write stuff into the plays that would ap- 
peal to them.” This bit of authenticity re- 
sults in a production style that one Wash- 
ington critic called “ultraphysical.” Or, as 
Warren points out, “when you play for 250 
people on the Elizabethan stage at the Fol- 
ger Library and for 500 ninth-graders in a 
gymnasium, you have to appeal to both.” 

One important difference between the 
SSE and the company that played at the 
Globe is that Warren has made the Bard’s 
gender-blind casting policy (in which all 
the parts were played by men) AC/DC, so 
that women in his company can play roles 
traditionally cast with male actors. So far, 
he hasn’t let men play women’s parts be- 
cause “women covet the women’s roles. 
There’s not enough to go around.” And 
because his goal to even out the acting op- 
portunities rather than engage in gender- 
bending, he’s not inclined to cast tradi- 
tional romantic heroes like Romeo and 
Antony as women. But in the productions 
that will open next week, Midsummer’s ac- 
tor-tradesman Peter Quince is played by a 
woman, as is Romeo’s friend Benvolio. 
And in Antony and Cleopatra, Warren has 
cast women in the parts of Pompey and his 
sidekick, “so you get the unexpected effect 
of two women scheming against the tri- 
umvirate that rules the world.” 

Warren looks forward to the day that 
the SSE will, if not rule the world, then at 
least realize its mission of making audi- 
ences less suspicious of the Bard and itself 
profitable. The non-Equity company has 
recently hired a development officer but 
still subsists primarily on box-office re- 
ceipts and fees. Having seen his project 
grow from its first all-volunteer produc- 
tion in 1988 into a company that hires ac- 
tors year-round and travels to such no- 
table theatrical outposts as the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival, Warren credits not only a 
noticeable resurgence of interest in Shake- 
speare, thanks to Kenneth Branagh, but 
the man himself. After all, the Bard wasn’t 
just a showman. “Shakespeare was a good 
businessman.” Q

Margaret Jenkins tries to open 
the gates of our cities

argaret Jenkins’s dense-. 
ly iconographic The 
Gates (Far Away Near), 
excerpts of which 
the Harvard Summer 
Dance Center presented last weekend at 
the Agassiz Theater, peers into the late- 
20th-century city and attempts to make 
peace with it. A collaborative effort, the 
work commingles quirky, angular move- 
ment, beautiful but occasionally obtuse text 
(by Michael Palmer and Rinde Eckert) 
punctuated by bird cries, an extravagant set 
(which didn’t make it to Agassiz but which 
Jenkins, in an effort at inclusion, described 
before the show), and luxurious, prismatic 
music composed and performed live by the 
Paul Dresher Ensemble. 

The dance’s mandate is clear from the 
narrator’s early words: “We are called 
from our scattered provinces to look in at 
the city through its seven gates to better 
know the state of things and to ask the 
questions: What are the stories? What is 
to be done?” “We” are seven travelers 
united by a common mission: to look at 
the city — a microcosm of civilization — 
from various perspectives to see whether, 
in an age of alienation, it holds any hope 
of community, and whether, at a time of 
self-interest, its inhabitants have space and 
time to breathe. 

Performing the 70-minute work itself, 
Jenkins says in her program notes, calls for 
the cooperative spirit her characters seek, 
posing “an alternative, a way of continu- 
ing.” That commitment to a common 
ground shows in her arrangement of bod- 
ies: everyone stays on stage throughout, 
though the relationships shift kaleidoscopi- 
cally. At one point, an upstage clump of 
five circling two fingers high in the air (it’s 
a gesture that flits in an out of Gates’ seven 
segments) are the chorus to a duo who’ve 
broken free to rest their heads on each oth- 
er’s shoulders. At another, two couples 
hold supine women aloft, sketching out 
two portals for another to walk through. 

Toward the dance’s close, a woman walks 
on a never-ending line of outstretched 
hands, with the current leader going to the 
rear after she’s crossed his palms, ad infini- 
tum. And in a particularly mesmerizing se- 
quence, a single man watches as three 
women, kneeling, again and again touch the 
chakras (in yoga, the seven centers of spiri- 
tual energy) of their bodies, first moving 
fluidly, then accenting every other touch. 

Repeatedly the action — whether uni- 
son or scattered, with each player follow- 
ing a solitary train of thought that bounces 
off and harmonizes with the others’ — re- 
solves in friezes. (Dresher’s score too is a 





blanket of dissolving and reforming pat- 
terns, though it never holds still.) For in- 
stance, in parallel plié, the dancers nestle 
spoonlike within the hollows of one anoth- 
er’s torsos. Or they assemble in a vertical 
line to sprout, a split-second before a 
blackout, a single organism’s centipede-in- 
spired limbs. 

Later, all seven drop to the ground and 
thrust out their legs as if uniformly snap- 
ping open a fan. These joined, frozen mo- 
ments represent more than people coming 
together; they stand for the things — cor- 
nices on walls, gargoyles on a building — 
that carry the history, the memories, of a 
place. 

Both the text and music, which alternate, 
act as accompaniment to the movement. 
But the dancers don’t so much act out the 
words — which conjure images of blue 
skies, rubble, a dog being walked, the 
changing light, prostitutes in doorways, a 
beached pilot whale — as reflect them. To 
wit: a narrative about the horizon (“It’s im- 
possible to know what this horizon means. 
There are no intermediate stages of disso- 
lution.”) is matched by a man’s taking long 
outstretched steps along the stage apron, 
as if he were balancing on that far-away 


line dividing sea from sky. “How lost must | 


you become here to discover what it is you 
want?,” a voice intones, as six dancers 
hunker forward with their fingers pulling 
down the corners of their mouths. 

Hence the view Jenkins provides is 
oblique rather than direct, in order to ex- 
pose the city as both concrete (buildings 
and pavement and people in the streets) 
and conceptual (as social and, if it is to 
last, spiritual center). Her movement 
ranges from slow motion, as in a dream, to 
the spastic and frenzied pace of taxis 
dodging traffic. To communicate the city’s 
universality and near timelessness, she 
turns to a vocabulary of gestures that em- 
brace both the beatific and the grotesque: 
gnarled hands, flexed wrists, flat-footed 
jumps, and fingers plugging ears butt 
against a palm at rest on the heart or the 
back of a hand sweeping across a brow. 

That the choreography grew from a col- 
laboration between Jenkins and associate 
artistic director/dancer Ellie Klopp is no 
surprise. Klopp moves in incredible ways, 
whether she’s emerging from a clump on 
stiff legs with hands pecking like baby-bird 
beaks or displaying a trembling face whose 


shudder spreads to the hand attempting to | 


still it. The energy that propels her arms 
springs from deep in her back, making its 
way like an electric current from shoulder 
to elbow to wrist before exiting in a flutter 
through her fingertips. It was moments 
like these that made me spring to attention 
when toward the end of the piece the re- 
curring themes began to grow tiresome. O

Into the Woods 





Isaak, Turner, and Yoakam at Mansfield

uring Chris Isaak’s open- 
ing set at the first of Tina 
Turner’s two shows at 
Great Woods last Thurs- 
day, I lost track of how 
| many people in their 40s and 50s passed me 
on the way to their seats mouthing some- 
thing along the lines of “Does it have to be 
this loud?” Isaak must have already en- 
countered plenty of this on the tour. After 
the second number, a rip-snorting “Don’t 
Make Me Dream About You,” he took the 
bull by the horns, introducing his band Sil- 
| vertone as “the regular house band here” 
and telling the crowd “that was our quietest 
number . . . our equivalent of Mel Tormé.” 
The set that followed was the most gen- 
erous, biggest-hearted “fuck you” I’ve ever 
seen. Alternating ballads (highlighted by 
his superb version of Neil Diamond’s 
“Solitary Man”) and rockers in a way that 
didn’t allow anyone to settle down for 
long, Isaak and Silvertone tweaked the 
crowd who had come to see Tina and 
who, for the most part, had no idea who 
he was. At one point, after strumming his 
guitar softly for a few bars, he stepped to 
the mike and sang, “Sunrise, sunset . . .” 
But Isaak is too sweet-tempered to alien- 
ate an audience. In performance, he and 
Silvertone rip it up far more than they do on 
their albums. Put it this way: if the albums 
suggest something along the lines of Gene 
Pitney, the live shows suggest an Eddie 
Cochran devotee with a penchant for slow 
tunes and the wit of a world-class wise-ass. 
Silvertone still have their trademark languid, 
dreamy sound, pop tailor-made for a car ra- 


| dio at 3 a.m. (It’s not quite as distinctive as 
| it was when James Calvin Wilsey was in the 
| band; Isaak gave him the boot before this 


tour began, and new guitarist Gregg Ar- 
reguin struggled to capture his sound, par- 
ticularly on “Wicked Game.”) 

Live, though, they really are like a great 
house band out to raise some hell. Isaak 
and Arreguin at times pushed their guitars 
over into sheer distortion for no other rea- 
son than the love of noise, and the hour- 
long set approached pure mania with the 
closer “In the Heat of the Jungle.” Joined 
by saxophonist Johnny Reno (who, with 
his black pomp, looks the essence of a ’50s 
hepcat, and who blows King Curtis riffs as 
if he’d never lost the delight he got first 
hearing them), Silvertone became a happy 
shambles, with the members jumping 
around and Isaak turning up his amp and 
racing around the stage before grabbing a 
set of sticks and smashing at Kenney Dale 
Johnson’s drum set. The audience, finally, 
seemed won over. 

Tina Turner didn’t have to work so 
hard. It’s curious for a rock star to attract 
so many people who don’t usually attend 
rock shows. But then, music is only part of 
the attraction at a Tina Turner show. Peo- 
ple go for the chance to be in the presence 
of a rock legend and to celebrate Tina for 
all the things she symbolizes to all the dif- 
ferent members of her audience, male and 
female, straight and gay, black and white: 
star, sex symbol, icon, feminist heroine, 
black heroine, and (that dreadful, overused 
phrase) survivor. And there’s ample reason 
to celebrate Turner for each of those 
things, which is why the movie What’s Love 
Got To Do with It is a little slice of Holly- 
wood heaven, a chance for American com- 
mercial movies to do what they do best. 

Turner made an entrance worthy of 
Hollywood, descending a gleaming silver 
Staircase lowered from the ceiling. But she 
doesn’t present herself like a chilly deity 
ready to receive awe-struck admiration 


and expecting nothing less. Tina Turner is 
frankly pleased to be a star, and there’s a 
refreshing honesty in that. The pleasure 
she gets from the crowd cuts through the 
canned stage patter; she must spend at 
least half of the show with that enormous 
smile creasing her face. 

The downside of all this is that when a 
performer has as much presence, and as 


“much resonance with the audience, as 


Turner does, the music doesn’t necessarily 
have to measure up, and there wouldn’t be 
any reason to watch Turner’s band if she 
weren’t fronting it. She presents a chore- 
ographed, slickly designed professional 
rock show. That’s the tradition she comes 
from, and there’s no rule that those types 
of shows have to be bad. 

No, the trouble is that the band’s anony- 
mous professional energy dovetails with 
the mediocrity of some of the material, 
and Turner’s vibrancy only serves to show 
them both up. She needs a smaller, 
younger, band, one to complement her 
own rawness. What’s wrong with this 
group is embodied by its most visible 
member, the noxious saxist/keyboardist 
Tim Cappello, whose oiled hair and oiled 
muscles make him the Fabio of rock and 
roll. I wouldn’t be willing to bet what’s 
bigger, Capello’s ego or Rhode Island, but 
he strutted and posed as if the audience 
had paid money to see him. 

The show was slower, more bloated 
than the performance Turner gave at 
Great Woods on 1987’s Break Every Rule 
tour. The rockers fared best, among them 
the marvelously raunchy “Nutbush City 
Limits,” “Proud Mary,” “Better Be Good 
to Me,” and a cover of “Addicted to 
Love.” Among the ballads, the standout 
was “Private Dancer,” Turner’s version of 
“Ten Cents a Dance.” Her voice has got- 
ten lower, and that worked to give the in- 


sinuation she put into the song some bite. 

This number, after all, is a denial dis- 
guised as acceptance. Coming, as it did, 
when Turner’s resurgence began, it was 
— and continues to be — her declaration 
that she wasn’t going to be anybody’s pri- 
vate dancer anymore. That for too long 
she’d fulfilled the role of rock’s wild bush 
woman carved out for her by Ike Turner 
and sustained by audiences who pushed 
her toward self-parody. That now, she was 
performing for herself. Which is why, 
mediocre numbers and all, I much prefer 
this Tina Turner, with the wildness held in 
check. What saved the night was her dis- 
tinctive mixture of coarseness and sophis- 
tication. She’s not out to fulfill anybody’s 
fantasies but her own. 

» 

Ever since Dwight Yoakam appeared 
with 1985’s Guitars, Cadillacs, Etc., Etc., 
the line on him has been that he’s a rebel 
against the spruced-up, tamped-down 
niceness of traditional country. He’s still a 
rebel, but now there’s something different 
to rebel against. The big new country 
stars, the ones in heavy rotation on the 
C&W stations that have popped up all 
over the FM dial, borrow their trappings 
from country music, but they operate in 
essentially the same sphere as people like 
Phil Collins or Whitney Houston. 

I’ll take Wynonna or Lorrie Morgan 
over Collins or Houston any day, but even 
though they’re working in different genres, 
they’re all making slick, professional, col- 
orless pop. If it makes sense to talk at all 
about Collins as a rock-and-roller or 
Garth Brooks as a country singer, it’s in 
terms of album sales and chart action. As 
is usually the case in rock and country, it’s 
the rebels who keep the closest ties to the 
heart of their music. 

But even among rebels, Yoakam is some- 
thing of a special case, because the tradition 
he’s upholding, rockabilly, is a hybrid. 
What continues to make him so special — 
and so important — is the way he roots 
himself in both rock and country without 
paying blind obeisance to either. (There’s 
no other performer with any connection to 
country that I know of who plays T. Rex 
over the loudspeakers before he goes on.) 

The crowd that turned out to see him at 
Great Woods last Saturday night was 
more country than rock and roll. Cowboy 
hats, boots, fringe, and pressed jeans were 
more in evidence than leather, but by the 
end that audience was screaming as wildly 
as any rock crowd I’ve been in lately. And 
that seems as good a sign as any that the 
gleeful hash Yoakam makes of his influ- 
ences, the way he marries rock’s hell-rais- 
ing to country’s regret, got through. 

You could complain, as I heard some- 
one do, that the audience was screaming 
more for Yoakam’s skin-tight hole-riddled 
jeans as he did a slow-motion twist across 
the stage than it was for Pete Anderson, 
his brilliant lead guitarist. But that’s like 
bitching that the girls who went to Elvis 
Presley shows in the ’50s screamed more 
for his hips than for Scotty Moore. People 
screamed at Yoakam because they were 
turned on, but Anderson’s playing was a 
large part of what was getting to them 
(and the bracing applause Anderson got 
when he was introduced proved people 
were listening). 

Unfortunately, one thing this show took 
from rock was a bad sound mix that nearly 
buried Yoakam’s vocals and put too much 
reverb on the guitar. And though the band 
were playing rough, loud, raucous music, 
they stood there with the traditional stolid- 
ness of a C&W group. Regardless, the 
frenzy that they built to with “Honky Tonk 
Man,” “Fast As You,” and the encore 
“Suspicious Minds” won me over. And 
Anderson was sublime throughout, partic- 
ularly on “Suspicious Minds,” on which he 
spun out a circular compression of the riff 
from the Presley original. He’s a very 
unassuming hot-shit guitarist. On the few 
solos where he allowed himself to walk to 
the front of the stage, he did so with “Just 
doin’ my job” nonchalance. 

What got to me about Yoakam is some- 
thing similar. Here’s a guy with a buttload 
of talent and charisma and sexiness who 
presents himself with a no-big-deal atti- 
tude. Even those trademark swivels and 
shimmies across the stage are notable for 
their infrequency. Hunched over his guitar, 
he seems to have tuned almost everything 
out but the music, and that’s a fitting pose 
for someone who’s gone his own way, tak- 
ing guff for attempting to bring country 
some of the good honest dirt it’s washed its 
hands of. The best moments of the show 
made a happy blur of country and rock. By 
the end, he could have covered “Jeepster” 
and made all those in boots and jeans feel 
they were dressed appropriately. Q

What’s hot and what’s not 
in the local bestselling classical

ostly the classical-mu- 
sic department at the 
Phoenix tells you what 
live performances you 
should go/should have 
gone to, or what recordings you should or 
shouldn’t buy. This time we went and 
looked at the recordings you actually do 
buy. We know what you need; this week 
we listen to what you want. 

The list you see here is a composite of 
recent Top 10 lists at Tower Records in 
Boston and Cambridge and HMV in Cam- 
bridge. Where honors were pretty even, 
the edge went to local artists; nudged 
aside were the marginal claims of two an- 
thologies: “Heavy Classix” (the Ride of the 
Valkyries, the 1812 Overture, etc.) and 
“Sensual Classics” (where you learn that 
the slow movement of the Rachmaninov 
C-minor piano concerto can be heard in 
the film Brief Encounter). 

The result is surprising in a number of 
ways. The popular classical heavyweights 
— Bach, Mozart, Beethoven, Brahms, 
Tchaikovsky, Mahler — are conspicuous 
by their absence (Bach, as we'll see, gets in 
on the “local hero” vote). What’s more, 
not a single CD represents the 19th centu- 
ryj‘and only two do the 18th: the Bach 
disc and Cecilia Bartoli’s Italian-song 
recital. Four — the Gorecki, the Harbi- 
son, the Rachmaninov (1909), and the 








Boston Pops collection — are from this 
century. The remaining four predate Bach: 
the “English Ladymass,” the Renaissance 
dances, the Schiitz motets, and the score 
from the film Tous les matins du monde. 

It’s also apparent that we Bostonians 
support our own. The Bach, Schiitz, 
Rachmaninov, “Unforgettable,” and Har- 
bison discs are all the work of Hub com- 
posers/performers. And though Michael 
Praetorius and Johann Hermann Schein 
didn’t live here, their dance music has 
been reissued by a fledgling local label, 
Boston Skyline. 

Given the wealth of talent in this city, of 
course, we have nothing to apologize for. 
Take the Boston Pops’ latest disc with 
outgoing music director John Williams, 
“Unforgettable,” which has topped the lo- 
cal charts in recent weeks: where would 
you find a better orchestra to play show 
tunes by the likes of Jerome Kern (“Long 
Ago and Far Away,” “Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes”), Richard Rodgers (“My Funny 
Valentine”), George Gershwin (“ ’S Won- 
derful”), Cole Porter (“Begin the Be- 
guine”), and Duke Ellington (“Sophisti- 
cated Lady”)? 

Okay, so you also get Hamlisch (“The 
Way We Were,” “Through the Eyes of 
Love” — it’s the theme from Ice Castles) 
and Streisand (“Evergreen”). These later 
numbers seem overproduced — Streisand 
does “The Way We Were” and “Ever- 
green” far better. But the old standards 
swing out on the the town like Frank Sina- 
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Emmanuel is close to perfect. 
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And the winners are...

tra; Williams even manages to rescue “Un- 
forgettable.” Add a dreamy ’40s-style cov- 
er and you have a disc whose popularity is 
as merited as it is unsurprising. Just one 
quibble: isn’t the Pops up to more-de- 
manding material? 

The big national — make that interna- 
tional — name in classical music these 
days is Henryk Gérecki, whose Symphony 
No. 3 dominated the first half of 1993 and 
is still hanging around the charts. Here 
he’s represented by a subsequent disc, two 
recent string quartets — Already It Is Dusk 
and Quasi una Fantasia — dedicated to 
and performed by the ever-popular Kronos 
Quartet. A third CD that includes his Beat- 
us Vir (commissioned by and dedicated to 
Pope John Paul II) may soon join it. 

The symphony, for all the emotional pull 
of its “sorrowful songs,” is easy listening. 
Gérecki converts should be warned that 
the two string quartets are, in their poly- 
modal violence and dissonance, far more 
difficult. The 14-minute Already It Is Dusk 
concludes with a brief coda whose tonality 
seems inadequate to resolve the piece’s 
frustrations. The more substantial (32 
minutes) Quasi una fantasia maintains its 
grim integrity to the very end. The Kronos 
performances are ferocious, almost sav- 
age; you can practically hear Poland being 
torn apart. 

A second shooting star on the interna- 
tional horizon has been mezzo Cecilia 
Bartoli, who appeared seemingly out of 
nowhere last year with her disc of Rossini 
heroines. She’s back with “Se tu m’ami” 
(“If You Love Me”), a collection of those 
arie antiche that are part of every Italian 
singer’s conservatory training. For all their 
directness and simplicity, these works by 
Alessandro Scarlatti, Paisello, Cavalli, Cal- 
dara, etc., are art songs, a la Schubert. 

Bartoli’s voice has been described as 
“burnt umber”; it has a smoky, sensuous 
quality you wouldn’t find in a soprano. 
She has talent to burn, and at times she 
revels in it; but she’s also affecting in quiet 
arias like Giordani’s “Caro mio ben” and 
Paisello’s “Il mio ben quando verra,” and 
she gets most sympathetic support from 
pianist Gyérgy Fischer. One word of 
warning: the CD booklet gives you the 
lyrics, but the tape liner does not. 

A year ago, “minor” French composers 
like Marin Marais and his teacher Sainte 
Colombe were scarcely better known than 
Gérecki or Bartoli — but that was before 
Tous les matins du monde. The merits 
of the film (with its dubious claim that 
Sainte Colombe was greatly Marais’s su- 
perior) aside, this is a gorgeous disc, 
opening with one of Lully’s brass fanfares 
before breaking into viol music by Marais 
and Sainte Colombe and a soprano duet 
by Francois Couperin. Low, sensuous, and 
profoundly affecting, the viol music, beats 
anything on “Sensual Classics”; you won’t 
be able to tell the difference between 
Marais’s contributions and Sainte 
Colombe’s, and you probably won’t care. 
The redoubtable Jordi Savall heads up the 
superb musicians. At 76 minutes, the disc 
is almost too much of a good thing. 

On the subject of celebrity, you can’t be 
more retiring than the Anonymous 4; a 
quartet of women who are the ensemble- 
in-residence at St. Michael’s Church in 
New York City. Their “English Lady- 
mass” is a Mass to the Virgin Mary, per- 
haps like the one that was sung daily at 
Salisbury Cathedral. Cobbled together 
from 13th- and 14th-century manuscripts, 
it expands on the usual Kyrie-Gloria-Cre- 
do-Sanctus-Agnus Dei Mass sequence 
with plainchant, polyphonic songs, motets, 
sequences, and the like, concluding with 
the vespers hymn Ave maris stella. There’s 
no mystery about the quality of the perfor- 
mance; what’s perplexing is the popularity 
of a disc by unknown women singing the 
work of unknown composers in honor of a 


lady we profess not to believe in. Maybe 
the Age of Faith isn’t over quite yet. 

Certainly the latest Emmanuel Music 
disc sounds divinely inspired. With the 
likes of Susan Larson, Jayne West, and 
Frank Kelley in the chorus, and Craig 
Smith directing, this CD of six-part 
motets by Heinrich Schiitz is as close to 
perfect as our world gets. Even the notes, 
by John Harbison, are outstanding. This 
accomplishment makes Emmanuel Mu- 
sic’s present difficulties with the Episcopal 
Diocese of Massachusetts all the more 
painful; perhaps someone should send 
Bishop Johnson a copy. 

Another Hub institution, Boston 
Baroque (né Banchetto Musicale, but 
Telarc insisted “Boston” needed to be in 
the name), has chosen the road more trav- 
eled by: the last three of Bach’s six Bran- 
denburg Concertos. These original-instru- 
ment performances led by Martin Pearl- 
man are stylish and sensitively played. Un- 
fortunately, the competition is stiff: Niko- 
laus Harnoncourt (Teldec) gives you more 
imagination and personality, and the old 
Pablo Casals set on Columbia is far more 
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romantic (yes, you can still play Bach on 
modern instruments). 

Boston’s own Pulitzer Prize winner, | 
John Harbison, may not enjoy Gérecki’s 
international acclaim, but he too writes se- 
rious music of high quality. This disc of- 
fers two song cycles, Simple Daylight 
(with soprano Dawn Upshaw and pianist 
Gilbert Kalish) and Words from Paterson 
(with baritone Sanford Sylvan, text by, 
who else, William Carlos Williams), plus 
the 1981 Piano Quintet. If you’ve been lis- 
tening to the Ladymass or the Schiitz disc, 
these works may seem to give in too easily | 
to 20th-century angst; but there’s no dis- 
puting Harbison’s integrity, or his accom- 
plishment (just listen to the extraordinary 
piano writing in Simple Daylight). This | 
CD also serves to remind us what a trea- | 
sure our local musicians are. And it too | 
has above-average notes, this time by Bos- | 
ton Globe staffer Richard Dyer. 

What would a Top 10 list be without an 
appearance by Seiji Ozawa and the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra? On RCA’s re- 
lease of the Rachmaninov Piano Concerto 
No. 3, however, the BSO barely shows up 
— not because it plays badly but because 
it’s barely audible. The spotlight is on 
wunderkind/poster boy Evgeny Kissin, 
who tries to make every note a poetic 
epiphany. Moment to moment the results 
are ravishing, but the whole has no logic, | 
to say nothing of Rachmaninov’s driving- | 
snowflake passion. You can get that and | 
more, at less cost, in the splendid perfor- | 
mances by Byron Janis (Mercury) and 
Alexis Weissenberg (RCA). 

Finally, a lighthearted note to go out on:

Deutsche Grammophon Archiv LPs from 
the early ’60s under the title “Dance Mu- 
sic of the High Renaissance.” These per- 
formances, primarily of suites by Praeto- 
rius and Schein, were some of the earliest 
on original instruments; they were infec- 
tious when they first appeared, and they 
sound better than ever in Boston Skyline’s 
reissue, with some rhythms that suggest 
rock and roll isn’t all that new. If the Volte 
from Praetorius’s Terpsichore doesn’t get 
your toes tapping, nothing will. 

On the whole, then, we Bostonians can 
claim high marks for our taste in “popu- 
lar” classical music. There isn’t a real loser 
on the list; of the local favorites, the Em- 
manuel Music, Boston Pops, and John 
Harbison discs are superb, and the others 
are at least respectable. Most of these CDs 
offer short selections suitable for back- 
ground listening — but it’s good back- 
ground listening. And the popularity of the 
Gorecki and Harbison discs testifies to our 
willingness to address the uncertainties of 
20th-century life. Well done, everyone. O 
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MARIO BAUZA: 
A GRAND FINALE 


On July 11, just days after Mario 
Bauza’s My Time Is Now (Messidor) 
appeared in US stores, the creator of 
Afro-Cuban jazz died in his Manhat- 
tan apartment of stomach cancer, at 
the age of 82. The album, only the 
fourth he made as a leader despite 
career of more than 60 years, is a fit- 
ting if unintended farewell to one of 
the giants of American (in a wider, 
global sense) music. Although it re- 
visits many of the songs long associ- 
ated with Bauz4, it doesn’t dwell in 
the past, adding new jewels to the 
crown of the true Mambo King. 

Few musicians possessed a more 
forceful, vibrant personality. Even in 
his early 80s, his short frame seemed 
inadequate to contain his vitality. He 
was intent, even strict; traditions had 
to be respected and everything had to 
be just so. Watching him rehearse the 


Harvard University Jazz Band in 
1990 was an education in the rela- 
tionship between innovation and tra- 
dition. But his stern manner disap- 
peared when he relaxed off stage; ex- 
plosive laughter punctuated his con- 
versation and he was the soul of 
charm, a gentleman. When he remi- 
nisced, in a raspy voice softened by a 
Cuban accent he never lost, it seemed 
more than an old man’s storytelling; 
you felt as if he were passing on his- 
tory, something vitally important. 

Indeed, his story was significant. 
By wedding American jazz and Afro- 
Cuban rhythms (to borrow his fa- 
vorite way of describing his accom- 
plishment), Bauz4 made music of 
lasting and universal appeal. Conser- 
vatory trained and versed in the pop- 
ular music of the ’20s and the rich 
folk tradition of his native Cuba, he 
came to the US in 1930 with many of 
the essential ingredients of his music 
within him. He fell in love with jazz 
and learned it from some of the best 
musicians of the swing era, including 
drummer Chick Webb. As Webb’s 
musical director, he introduced the 
teenage Ella Fitzgerald to the jazz 
world. 

He inched closer to his ultimate 
expression of cultural fusion while 
with Cab Calloway in the late ’30s, 
experimenting with linking jazz and 
Afro-Cuban rhythms backstage with 
his lifelong friend and collaborator 
Dizzy Gillespie and drummer Cozy 
Cole. When he left Calloway in 1940 


| to become musical director of his 
| brother-in-law Machito’s orchestra, 


everything came together. Within a 
few years, sophisticated bop har- 
monies, the melodic simplicity of 





Afro-Cuban melodies, the punch and 
power of big-band orchestration, and 
the complex interlocking patterns of 
Afro-Cuban rhythms melded into a 
style that by the 1950s spawned a 
popular dance craze — the mambo 
— and made a rich addition to the 
jazz vocabulary. 

With its mix of old favorites and 
new material, and features for singers 
Graciela and Rudy Calzado, My Time 
Is Now is the closest recordings have 
come to capturing the excitement of 
the Bauz4 Orchestra live. Arrange- 
ments are mainly bright and brass- 
heavy, varied by call and response 
with the saxes. The material ranges 
from the ’30s crossover hit “El Man- 
isero” (“The Peanut Vendor”) to 
Mike Mossman’s medium-tempo jazz 
chart “Cachondo” and Rudy Calza- 
do’s folk rumba-jazz fusion show- 
stopper “Ifa.” 

Trumpeters Victor Paz and Moss- 
man crackle through their solos, with

Mossman using upper-register histri- 
onics to push “Jack the Knife” (a 
mambo version of the Kurt Weill 
tune) and “Cachondo” over the top. 
Graciela’s voice shows age, but that 
only adds conviction to the sad 
songs, especially Arsenio Rodriguez’s 
“La vida es un suefio.” As always, the 
rhythm section, featuring conga play- 
er “Patato” Valdez, is tight, driving, 
and tasteful. 

The vitality, humor, and elegance 
of this music are a perfect reflection 
of the man who invented it.

HARPERS FERRY 
BLUES BATTLE: 
VIVA LAS VEGAS 


Blues isn’t about what you play, it’s 
about how you play it. That’s why a 
two-note solo by B.B. King can blow 
away any amount of rapid-fire 
noodling by a well-trained Berklee 
grad. And that’s why Evil Gal walked 
away from the 7th Annual Harpers 
Ferry Battle of the Blues Bands finals 
with the $1000 prize a week ago 
Wednesday. Not that Evil Gal played 
anything as economical as a two-note 
solo: as the largest band of the four 
competing (a seven-piece replete with 
three saxophonists), they were the 
least restrained in a night where the 
subtlety of the blues seemed all but 
forgotten. 

Since it was the final of a competi- 
tion that started a month ago with 16 
bands, there were no slouches on 
stage. Each performer and every 
band had mastered the form and 
technique of the blues. But with the 
exception of the Kat in the Hat 


Band’s spirited female harmonica 
player, Cheryl Arena, there wasn’t 
much of that intangible element 
which can send chills up and down 
your spine: raw inspiration. So the 
judging really came down to one is- 
sue: stage presence, or the band’s 
ability to compete with a televised 
Red Sox game and then, as the night 
wore on, a bikini’d-women’s volley- 
ball match. 

Two Bones and a Pick had to con- 
tend only with some slow, early Sox 
innings as they dished out basic yet 
wholesome bar-band servings of ev- 
erything from swampy instrumentals 
to funky roadhouse blues. The gui- 
tarist’s penchant for heavy amp vibra- 
to was a constant reminder of Stevie 
Ray Vaughan’s pervasive influence on 
white blues guitar, but the band’s 
sax-playing sideman came across 
with the more visually and aurally 
compelling solos as he alternately 
hunched forward and leaned back- 
ward in a classic baggy black suit. 
When their set started inching past 
the 45-minute mark, it became clear 
that half-hour sets would have given 
each band more than enough time to 
make their point. 

The Kat in the Hat Band had the 
biggest, loudest cheering section and 
the most obvious point to make. 
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From the guitarist’s first Stratocaster 
skronk to his last bent-note flourish, |, 
everything about him — the hat, the 
voice, the posture — screamed, “I’m 
trying to be like Stevie Ray Vaugh- 
an.” Blues can and should be deriva- 
tive (it’s called working in a tradi- 
tion), and the bands were required to 
play just one original song each. But 
slavish imitation is a different matter. 
Ironically, the band’s wailing harp 
player, not the guitarist’s well-prac- 
ticed Stevie Ray shtick, provided the 
main attraction. Aside from the obvi- 
ous Hat-heads who arrived shortly 
before the band’s set and left soon af- 
ter, reactions to this group were 
mixed. 

There was nothing but admiration 
for the singer of the next band, the 
closest thing all night to a true origi- 
nal, Toni Lynn Washington. Her 
group raised the ante with some tight 
R&B rockin’ and smooth, smoky 
blues that opened things up for some 
of the competition’s most stylish gui- 
tar, organ, and sax soloing. Unfortu- 
nately, Washington didn’t hit her 
peak until a late-set slow blues that 
was partially overshadowed by the 
start of bikini volleyball. 

In the end, however, the battle was 
won by the Las Vegas-style show- 
womanship of Evil Gal. Their combi- 
nation of snazzy suit & tie stage attire 
(the bassist even wore an old porkpie 
hat), a female singer who out-shout- 
ed Washington, a flashy horn section 
that catwalked down the bar at the 
end of the set, and punchy, sax- 
heavy, R&B-tinged arrangements 
topped the “what” with a captivating 
“how.”

tone Temple Pearl Jam, 
Stone Temple of the Dog, 
Soundgarden Temple Pi- 
lots... 

Are LA’s Stone Temple 
Pilots the first of the grunge copycats to 
cash in on the commercial success of the 
Seattle Sound, or simply the last of the 
first wave of bands to have stumbled on 
the punk-metal hybrid of classic hard rock 
that, in retrospect, probably was in- 
evitable? You don’t have to be a musicolo- 
gist to hear that STP vocalist Weiland 
sounds almost exactly like Pearl Jam’s Ed- 
die Vedder on “Plush,” the single that’s 
keeping STP’s Atlantic debut Core aloft in 
the charts these days. Or that the song’s 
ominous descending riff could have been 
sampled from Alice in Chains’ Dirt. And 
you didn’t need binoculars in Gardner last 
Saturday to detect Weiland’s on-stage re- 
semblance to the caged-animal-with- 
shaved-and-dyed-hair routine of Alice in 
Chains’ Layne Staley, or to perceive that 
bassist Robert DeLeo often adopts the 
same simian-like crouch that Soundgar- 
den’s bassist has been using for years. 

Yet there are aspects of STP that don’t 
seem to fit the ripoff-artist profile. Their 
first single, “Sex Type Thing,” is a jab at 
sexist male attitudes that rings with sin- 
cerity, and Weiland still makes a point of 
explaining the song’s theme before each 
performance — a PC move that’s not cal- 
culated to boost record sales. What’s 
more, they turned down the sugardaddy 
of all tours, a late-summer opening stint 
with Aerosmith that would certainly have

boosted those sales. 

Meanwhile, they’re on the road Lolla- 
palooza-style with the much feared Butt- 
hole Surfers, who got to play the closing 
set last Saturday, and the more benign and 
obscure opening band the Flaming Lips, 
hitting “alternative” venues like the idyllic 
P.A. Beach Club and drive-in theaters. 
Weiland wasn’t shy about proclaiming his 
solidarity with either band, first deriding 
the unruly crowd for the “lack of respect” 
they showed his “good friends” in the 
Flaming Lips, then inviting Butthole 
Surfers guitarist Paul Leary on stage for a 
sloppy run through a new STP tune. 

Yet there were some obvious cracks in 
STP’s alternative fagade, not the least of 
which was their obvious annoyance with 
current grunge concert etiquette or lack 
thereof. I’m not a fan of death and dis- 
memberment either, but everyone knows 
you can’t have an outdoor, all-ages, alter- 
native-rock festival without the kids going 
nuts, tearing up anything that’s not made 
of cement, and hurling everything from 
sod, shoes, shirts, and one another around 
in the mosh pit while they all but ignore 
the bands. The Butthole Surfers, experts at 
whipping a crowd of kids into a frenzy, 
knew this and dealt with it. Even the Flam- 
ing Lips, who bore the brunt of having 
soda and sand tossed stageward (modern 
day tar and feathering?), took it in stride, 
waiting until the end of their set to lavish a 
hearty round of fuck yous on the crowd. 

But STP couldn’t handle the heat: they 
threatened to inflict cruel and unusual 
punishment (being tied down, pissed on, 
and beaten) to the next shoe thrower. And 
a dare is something most hormone-crazed 
adolescents will take you up on. You can 
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admire STP’s aim — mosh pits are now 
about as cutting-edge as holding up 
lighters and requesting “Free Bird” — but 
the outcome wasn’t pretty. It took about 
three minutes for someone to work up the 
courage to throw a shoe, and about 20 
seconds for the crowd to pass the victim to 
within diving distance of the stage, where, 
by most accounts, he received a blow to 
the head from DeLeo’s bass guitar. So 
much for STP’s PC anti-macho stance. 
That didn’t curtail the crowd’s enthusi- 
asm, but it seemed to short-circuit STP’s 
set, which barely hit the 45-minute mark 
and was followed by a brief, fairly unin- 
spired encore. Maybe the rain that started 
late on sent them packing. Or perhaps 
they aren’t prepared to play longer. To 
judge by the boring drone of the one new 
tune they did, “Lounge Fly,” they may in- 
deed be hurting for material. 
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So two final questions about STP’s au- 
thenticity: where do they come from, and 
does it matter? Should we care whether 
they’ve been banging it out in West Coast 
bars for five years or that they came up 
with their sound the day after Ten? STP’s 
bio does start in the right place: Weiland, 
from the West Coast by way of Ohio punk, 
meets DeLeo, the New Jersey metalhead, 
at a Black Flag show and they decide to 
start a band. 

But it seems to end all wrong: just as the 
grunge craze is cresting, DeLeo’s guitarist 
brother is flown out to LA to record Core, 
a disc that sounds like a Seattle compila- 
tion. In the end, they’re a band who don’t 
sound like themselves but do sound a little 
bit like everybody else. The irony is that 
the kids who buy the CDs and concert 
tickets don’t seem to care, as long as you 
can mosh to it. Q

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‘Little Miss Dynamite’ 
is no rock dinosaur

y the time she turned 21, 








in 1965, Brenda Lee had 
recorded 256 songs. 
What’s more, she had 
charted two number one 
hits, an additional 12 songs in the Top 10, 
and another 13 that cracked the Top 40. 
Between 1960 and 1967, she was one of 
the most consistently requested and played 
artists on the American popular-music 
charts, winning awards as the most pro- 
grammed female artist from 1960 to 1965. 
To date, she has sold more than 100 mil- 
lion records worldwide, currently plays to 
sold-out audiences around the world, and, 
at 48, still feels comfortable with her nick- 
name, “Little Miss Dynamite.” If you’ve 
never seen her explosive act, you'll have 
your chance this Sunday, when she ap- 
pears at the Indian Ranch in Webster. 

In her prime, she was a pop star, often 
portraying an image of women that, by 
today’s standards, appears unfathomable. 
With her mawkish style, she epitomized 
the helpless lover and emphasized femi- 
nine vulnerability. Her music may be 
locked in time, but Lee’s contribution to 
the evolution of American pop can’t be 
overstated. Traces of her powerful, coun- 
try-based delivery can be heard in the 
work of contemporary artists as diverse 
as Cyndi Lauper, Chrissie Hynde, and 
k.d. lang. 

Lee endeared herself to country-music 
fans with her first single, Hank Williams’s 
“Jambalaya,” which she recorded at the 
impressionable age of 11. Her feisty tem- 
perament and arresting vocal style quickly 





won over fans in and out of country cir- 
cles. She literally grew up on stage, 
singing her way through junior and senior 
high school, supporting her widowed 
mother and siblings. By the time she 
turned 16, Lee had amassed enough 
wealth to buy her family a house. 

“I came from a very poor family,” she 
explains. “We lived in a mobile home in ru- 
ral Georgia. My mother knew I had talent, 
but she couldn’t afford to send me to have 
music lessons, so I just learned on my own. 
We didn’t have a TV, radio, or record play- 
er. The biggest influence I had was the 
church and the gospel singers. Occasional- 
ly my mama would sing me a Hank 
Williams song, but other than that I heard 
very little music. So I made my own.” 

She had a relatively ordinary upbring- 
ing. “I didn’t know what an ego was when 
I was growing up. I didn’t really know that 
I was supposed to be under pressure. No 
one ever told me it was supposed to be 
tough, so it wasn’t. I was very normal. I 
went to school, had friends, and did all the 
things other kids did.” 

Married to the same man for 30 years 
and mother to two daughters, Lee thinks 
parenting has been the hardest part of her 
career. “It was tough raising children 
while I was gone so much of the year trav- 
eling. You don’t have a whole lot of 
choice. It’s just the way the business is. 
When Ed Sullivan called me up and said, 
‘Can you be on the show this weekend?’, I 
had to go. I wish I’d had the sense to stay 
home and see my children walk for the 
first time, but you have to go with the 
flow. It’s not clear that my career would 
have been the same had I walked away and 
stayed home for a few years.” 
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Although she’s now pegged as a country 
artist, Lee’s career has been marked by a 
slow progression through a number of 
musical styles. “Country music, at the time 
I was recording, was really very tradition- 
al. It was very acoustic, like bluegrass and 
mountain music. I wasn’t a traditional 
country artist. I guess I was what you’d 
call a pop artist, because I felt comfortable 
with many styles of music — gospel, rock, 
blues, whatever. I liked it all.” 

Working with Nashville producer Owen 
Bradley, Lee developed a formulaic sound 
that secured her two number one hits (“I’m

Sorry” and “I Want To Be 
Wanted”), defined her image, 
and left her with her most 
memorable trademark — her 
delivery. What Bradley heard 
in Lee was the power to 
transform songs into heart- 
wrenching mini-dramas, mu- 
sical love letters. Her voice 
floats between a fluttering 
tremolo, squeezing out emo- 
tion with every twist of a 
phrase, and a gutsy growl 
that belies her petite stature. 
When she’s supported by lay- 
ers of violins, the back-up vo- 
cals of the Anita Kerr 
Singers, and a ringing piano, 
few could argue with her 
sentimental effectiveness. 

And though she’s faded 
from the pop charts, she’s 
still a voice to be reckoned 
with in Nashville. Lee’s last 
album was released in 1985; 
she has a new project in the 
works, the scope of which is 
still to be determined. “I'd 
love to do an album like Na- 
talie Cole did, of jazz stan- 
dards, but I’m not sure what 
the record company wants. I 
love all kinds of music. I 
love Miles Davis and Billie 
Holiday as much as I love 
Tanya Tucker and George 
Jones, but don’t know how 
I'd sing if it weren’t for Ma- 
halia Jackson.” 

Her diverse tastes are re- 
flected in her performances, 
which draw on the numerous stages of her 
career. “I perform a little bit of everything. 
I'll sing a little country, a little pop, some 
slow ballads, some gospel, and of course 
some rock. The one thing you can be sure 
of is that what you see on stage is the way 
I am off. No pretensions, no act, just me. 
That’s why I’ve lasted so long. I’m honest 
and real.” Q

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Underneath the noise, Spore 
offer good old-fashioned rock

ome bands are good be- 
cause they’re bravely ex- 
ploring new paths, making 
brand new sounds, going 
where no band have gone 
before. Spore aren’t one of those. 

Some bands are good because . . . well, 
because they’re good: because they’ve got 
the important rock-and-roll stuff like in- 
teresting songs, exciting noises, and im- 
passioned delivery, even if they’re not 
breaking new ground. That’s where we 
find Spore, a young (members in early 
20s) band who’ve just released an impres-

songs on their album. Which doesn’t mean 
that you hear any outright homages to

Beginning with the energizing riff-rock- 
er “#1,” the disc gets uglier as it goes 
along — as in good, cathartic ugly, not 
scary ugly. The band coax some mighty 
evil sounds out of their guitars, particular- 
ly when they crank up the wah-wah; and 
the vocals are either ominous snarls or 
full-out screams (guitarist/bassist Mona 
Elliott has one of the most possessed- 
sounding female voices this side of Mala- 
chite’s Linnea Mills). For the closing “Fear 
God,” the band lock into a depraved boo- 
gie riff and shout “Fuck me, I’m God!” a 
few dozen times. Pretty grisly, but a lot of 
fun in some twisted way. 

“We’re a rock band. There’s a lot of 
rock bands,” says guitarist Marc Orleans, 
joining the rest of the group in the friendly 
environs of Charlie’s Kitchen in Harvard 
Square, for an interview that turns out to 
be one of the first they’ve ever done. In 
fact their only previous local press was a 
Noise review of their first-ever gig — 
which said the band sound like Nirvana 
(they don’t) and that Orleans looks like 
Woody Allen (well, maybe). And so far 
they’ve done a total of two shows outside 
Boston, one of which was a “Sunday-af-

ternoon hardcore mistake” at New York’s 
CBGB's (where they played for about five 
people, most of them members of that 
day’s headliners, Unsane, and drew a 
stomp of approval). 

The band got together just a year ago; 
Orleans and singer/bassist Ayal Naor had 
been in various little-known bands; Elliott 
was found through mutual friends. Only 
drummer Christian Negrette has been in a 
couple of bands who gigged steadily in this 
area; he volunteers that the Eels were one 
and admits under prodding that High 
Speed Vomit were the other. “When Spore 
started, it was probably noisier and more 
chaotic than it is now,”. Orleans offers. 
“We didn’t change, we just got better.” 

Asked about the ideas behind their nois- 
es, the band members come up with differ- 
ent conclusions. “I always thought we 
were pretty upbeat,” Naor says. “No, 
there’s anger, but it’s a positive anger, like 
a wake-up call,” Orleans continues. “A lot 
of our songs aren’t really angry,” Elliott 
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GROUND, but 


chimes in, then thinks it over. “Well, 
there’s one that isn’t.” 

But they all agree that to get the feeling 
just right, you’ve gotta play loud. “You 
know the feeling of waking up the next 
morning with a hangover, and your ears 
are still tingling?” Negrette asks. “Well, 
you don’t want just the hangover; it just 
isn’t right unless your ears are ringing as 
well. That’s what you get from us.” 

“I like a landscape of sound,” Orleans 
adds. “That’s the point of playing loud; 
there’s things you can do only if an amp’s 
being pushed a certain way at high vol- 
ume.” Naor agrees: “Yeah, if you can feel 
the bass in your chest, you get that feeling 
of the air moving. I noticed that when I 
saw Aerosmith.” (Negrette: “Don’t men- 
tion classic rock!”) As for Elliott, she says 
that Spore are the only really loud band 
she can deal with. “When I go to see 
bands that play as loud as we do, it gives 
me panic attacks.” 

“We’re not a pop band, but there’s still a

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kind of power you can get from songs of a 
melodic nature,” Orleans concludes. 
“Some of the most heinous noise bands 
that I like have that at the core, like Pussy 
Galore and Unsane. They’re tuneful, in a 
fried way.” 

But those bands never put a song like 
“Fear God” on the A-side of a single; and 
that’s the tune Spore have picked for their 
upcoming seven-inch. It’s backed with, of 
all things, a Beatles cover. But don’t wor- 
ry, it’s the Beatles’ noisiest song, “I Want 
You (She’s So Heavy).” Asked about the 
snappy chorus of “Fear God,” lyricist El- 
liott volunteers that “it didn’t come from 
TV preachers, really. It was inspired by 
seeing a little boy on the T.” Was he say- 
ing “Fuck me, I’m God”? “No, but he 
might as well have been.” 

Finally, three versions of what the band 
are all about. Negrette: “Basically, Spore is 
on a never-ending quest for fun. We just 
don’t know if we’ll ever have any.” 

Orleans: “Yeah, it’s hard to have fun in 
a cruel and chaotic world. We must keep 
searching.”

die-rock circuit, going back to his mid-’80s 
days as the firebrand guitarist in Dump- 
truck, and later doing part-time with Yo La 
Tengo. Recent months have found him 
producing Madder Rose; playing guitar 
with Freedy Johnston (he’ll be on John- 
ston’s upcoming major-label debut, pro- 
duced by Butch Vig); contributing a track 
to the benefit album Naked Rhythm; and 
playing in the ghost band on the last Pooh 
Sticks album (yes, despite the cartoon 
credits on their albums, the Pooh Sticks are 
one guy with studio help). This music got 
made even though Salem has been suffer- 
ing from Lyme disease over the past year; 
he even played a recent New York gig just 
two hours after undergoing a spinal tap. 

Salem’s own music, as heard on a hand- 
ful of demo tapes, has been impressive as 
well; he’s combined his usual sharp guitar 
solos with a country-pop lyricism by way 
of Gram Parsons and Neil Young (though 
we’re told he’s now heading to a rougher- 
edged sound). He’s worth catching in any 
case; and he’s just been added to a Middle 
East bill tonight (Thursday) that also in- 
cludes the Vulgar Boatmen and Walter 
Salas-Humara, the frontman of the long- 
underrated Silos.

SINGLE OF THE WEEK comes from 
another guy who’s been around for a 
while, ex-Dogmatics frontman Jerry 
Lehane and his current band, Hot Box. 
The band weren’t an exciting proposition 
in their early days, leaning too far toward 
mainstream rock; but they’ve lately turned 
into a peppy garage-pop combo recalling 
groups like the Real Kids, Outlets, and 
(surprise) the Dogmatics. 

Hot Box’s debut single just came out on 
the Los Angeles-based Vagrant label; and 


from the two song titles it seems that 
Lehane has all the lyrical bases covered: 
“Girl like You”/“Eternal Life.” But both 
songs turn out to concern the same thing 
— the pleasures of having a cool girlfriend 
— and both tunes are concise blasts driv- 
en by guitars and beer. It wasn’t long ago 
that every third record being made in Bos- 
ton sounded like this; it’s good to hear 
Hot Box rewving that sound up again.

CAVERN CLUB BIRTHDAY. It’s now 
been a year since the Hard Rock Café 
helped launch the back-to-acoustic trend 
by presenting non-electric (let’s avoid the 
word “unplugged”) performances by local 
bands at its downstairs Cavern Club. A 
number of well-liked bands have since 
played there, using the setting to do covers 
or unusual tunes that never get played in 
their electric sets (Letters to Cleo unveiled 
a cover of Chris Bell’s pop classic “I Am 
the Cosmos” a few weeks back). 

Last week’s anniversary party was no ex- 
ception: O Positive played a brief set that 
included a couple of just-written songs, 
and Tribe’s Janet LaValley did a set of 
country covers with a band called the Can- 
dy Butchers. Also playing were Laurie 
Geltman and Crisis of Faith singer Jim Ma- 
jorowski (who also just became the new 
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singer for Rumble semifinalists PiPES). If 
you can get past the frat-house atmosphere 
that tends to rule the Hard Rock on week- 
ends, this is a cozy little room to hang out 
in. Besides, you can’t dislike a place that 
has bricks from the real Cavern Club (the 
one the Beatles used to play in) built into 
its walls. Peter Calo and John Svetkey play 
tomorrow (Friday) night, with Miles Deth- 
muffin set for next week.

COMING UP. Daniel Lanois is a musical 
eclectic, a cult hero, and probably a very 
rich man, since he produced U2’s Achtung 
Baby. After an acclaimed Nightstage show 
last spring he’s back at the Paradise 
tonight (Thursday) . . .

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Getting the biz 


Fun, fear, and local action 
at the New Music Seminar

he New Music Seminar, 
having just wrapped up its 
14th year, has become an in- 
stitution that music people 
love to hate. But to the more 
than 7000 attendees from all aspects of the 
business who paid a whopping $380 for 
four days of panel discussions and four 
nights of club-hopping, it may be more ac- 
curately an event they hate to love — be- 
cause for all the negatives, it’s hard not to 
walk away enlightened about some new 
angle of the dreaded music business and, 
most important, entertained. 

There is plenty to gripe about, like the 
schmoozing, which for five days filled the 
halls, elevators, and even the entrance of 
the Sheraton New York with the constant 
buzz of eager up-and-comers jockeying 
for position around anybody who might be 
somebody. There are panels of A&R peo- 
ple, radio programmers, and other inside 
players who strike most outsiders as arbi- 
trary power wielders with no particular 
qualifications to be making decisions 
about music. There are lawyers — a nec- 
essary evil — and the big shadow of the 
Biz itself, which, as you learn more about 
it, seems to offer the artists only slightly 
better odds than the three-card monte 
games that still dot the streets of Manhat- 
tan. And, of course, it’s all in New York 
City, home (for now) of the Yankees and 
the $4 bottle of Rolling Rock. 

But even as the Red Sox began showing 





| signs of their traditional midsummer 
| slump, Bostonians could be proud that in 
the one area of the seminar that really 





counts — the impressive roster of 300- 
plus signed and unsigned bands who de- 
scended to play at more than 30 clubs 
during the week — the Hub was surpris- 
ingly well represented. 

I say surprisingly because of the steady 
grumble in Boston about the “lack of 
headliners” and how the “scene” isn’t what 
it used be. From the perspective of Lady 
Liberty’s armpit, nothing could seem far- 
ther from the truth. As Lisa Schmidt of 
ASCAP pointed out, “Getting away from 
Boston gives you perspective on how 
healthy and diverse the music scene really 
is. There are all kinds of bands coming out 
of Boston, and a lot of music-business 
people have been quietly going up there to 
check out the scene.” 

The fruits of that search were readily ap- 
parent, as was the diversity of what the Bos- 
ton underground has to offer. On the first 
night, Rykodisc had no trouble enticing still 
energetic seminarians to partake in pizza 
and pints at a small Irish pub down the 
street from the Sheraton while the label’s 
newest signing, Morphine, ripped effortless- 
ly through some groovy, jazz & blues—style 
rock and roll. Later that night the Juliana 
Hatfield Three and Orangutang headlined a 
packed grunge fest at Irving Plaza while 
Helium indulged in some moodier pop for 
an enthusiastic gathering at Delancy’s Bar. 

This year the new and improved NMS 
also offered something called “The Most 
Famous Bands You’ve Never Heard Of,” a 
nightly showcase of select, unsigned, un- 
hyped bands from around the country. In 
what may have been the best omen for the 
future of the Boston scene, three of the the 
15 — Helium, Smackmelon, and Pods — 
were from the Hub. 
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SWIRLIES: they hit the stage at Brownies just as a great Big Apple 
innovation — the 1 a.m. to 4 a.m. happy hour — kicked in. 


Unfortunately the shows were held at 
the Sheraton, a place no one wanted to be 
after a grueling day of paneling and 
schmoozing. But despite the sparse atten- 
dance, all three bands came across with 
strong sets, bolstered by a better sound 
system than they’d find in most of the 
smaller New York clubs. 

And there were plenty of reminders that 
Boston has maintained a consistent base of 
gritty, left-of-center guitar pop over the 
years. Former Dumptruck singer/guitarist 
Kevin Salem played a stellar set with his 
New York-based band at Under Acme; 
this was followed by a raucous, tenacious 
Trojan Ponies performance. Two-thirds of 
the Cavedogs were back in action as 
Merang at Don Hill’s on Thursday night, 
working the same Beatles-on-overdrive 
formula with equally compelling results. 
And Aimee Mann’s comeback couldn’t 
have seemed more on track Saturday 
night, as curious fans lined up outside the 


already packed and sweaty Lone Star Café 
to get a glimpse of the former superstar. 

Mann’s appearance, which was report- 
edly marred by a bad mix, raised questions 
about what constitutes “new music,” a hot 
and unresolvable topic at this year’s semi- 
nar. On the other hand, I did overhear a 
group of NMS badge wearers trying to re- 
member what band she had been in and 
what all the fuss was about as they waited 
in line. 

There were too many other great shows 
going on to spend the last night of the 
seminar standing around butside a club, so 
I headed down to Brownies in the East 
Village to catch a loose and spirited set by 
Gigolo Aunts (they sound almost as much 
like the Cavedogs as Merang do), followed 
by the pleasantly tuneful chaos of Swirlies, 
who hit the stage just as a great Big Apple 
innovation — the 1 a.m. to 4 a.m. happy 
hour — kicked in. I guess New York isn’t 
such a bad place after all. Q

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CASSANDRA WILSON: cutting-edge is just not happening in 1993. 





** Cassandra Wilson, DANCES 
TO THE DRUMS AGAIN (Colum- 
bia). After flirting with mainstream 
jazz stardom on 1988's Blue Skies 
(JMT), the enormously talented 
vocalist Cassandra Wilson seems 
intent on eluding fame and for- 
tune, and only too happy to swing 
the pendulum from begrudging 
Commerce to inaccessible Art. 
Although the standards-only Biue 
Skies was no sellout, it did put a 
commercially successful face on 
the then relatively unknown singer. 
But many of the criticisms 
lobbed at the Brooklyn-based “M- 
Base Collective” of musicians, 
which includes Wilson, and its early 
1980s recordings are relevant 
here. The often uneven, experi- 
mental blend of funk bass lines and 
jazz instrumentation with problem- 
atic vocalizing of vaguely Afro- 
centric/New Age lyrics doesn’t play 
well beyond the hipper-than-thou 
Brooklyn Academy of Music crowd. 
Cutting-edge in the early 1980s is 
just not happening in 1993. 
Wilson’s familiar core band 
returns: bassist Kevin Bruce 
Harris, guitarist Jean Paul Bourel- 
ley, drummer Mark Johnson, 
pianist/keyboardist Rod Williams, 
along with Kevin A. Johnson on 
drums, Doc “Rhythm” Boss on 
percussion, James Weidman on 
piano, Bill McLellan on drums, and 
Jeff Komunyaka Haynes on per- 
cussion. And her rich, sonorous 
voice works well on “Don't Look 
Back,” a haunting, crashing ballad 
reminiscent of her excellent 1987 
“Subatomic Blues.” 
But it can’t save the amorphous 
“| Wili Be There” or her molasses- 
paced, joyless reading of the over- 
mined “Amazing Grace.” The West 
African percussion elements of 
“Melanin Song” and “Dance to the 
Drummer Again” are merely orna- 
mental, and the straight-ahead 
funk — “Rhythm on My Mind,” 
“Nothin’ But a Thang,” “Just Keep 
Thinkin’ "Bout Eubay” — is tooth- 
less, the rhythm-séction sounds 
just treading water.

*xx* The Odds, BEDBUGS 
(Zoo). The press bio for Bedbugs 
offhandedly compares the Odds’ 
singing/songwriting/guitar-playing 
duo of Steven Drake and Craig 
Norton to Lennon and 
Partridge and Moulding, Jagger 
and Richards, and Cheech and 
Chong. That may be amusing but 
it misses the mark: Drake and 
Norton are clearly Canada’s 
answer to Difford & Tilbrook. 
Remember East Side Story, the 
flawless, Elvis Costello—produced 
1981 Squeeze disc that combined 
pitch-perfect pop songcraft with 
clever neurotic-boy-meets-neurot- 
ic-girl lyrics? Loosen up the 
's enough to allow for 
some gutsy guitar jamming and 
you've got Bedbugs, a tidy, rockin’ 
Collection of insightful, hook-laden 
love/hate songs. 

Bedbugs doesn’t match the 
tossed-off brilliance of “Wendy 
Under the Stars,” a pop gem from 
the Odds’ 1992 debut that sported 
the unforgettable refrain “i was 
fucking Wendy under the stars the 
night that Elvis died.” But the Odds 


come close with “Car Crash Love,” 
a three-chord vamp that revels in 
absurd infatuation, and they hit 
their songwriting stride with the 
poignant ballad “Yes (Means It’s 
Hard To Say No)” and the charm- 
ingly understated apology “Finger- 
prints.” Aside from “Heterosexual 
Man,” a too goofy tongue-in-cheek 
jab at bachelorhood, there isn’t a 
bad song in the bunch.

***x NUDESWIRL (Megaforce 
Entertainment). It’s a clear sign of 
success when a band can make 
an album of noise sound original 
and gripping. Nudeswirl have the 
ability to mold feedback and dis- 
tortion into hook-filled songs while 
evading classifications like 
“grunge” and “metal.” 

The opening tracks are explo- 
sive. “F Sharp,” though guitar- 
heavy and angry, is infectious 
enough to be the album’s likely 
single; the Jane’s Addiction-like 
“Sooner or Later” is similarly 
seductive. Vocalist Shane M. 
Green manages something be- 
tween a moan and a scream, and 
bassist Christopher Wargo’s pow- 
erful drive dominates tracks like 
“Disappear,” a tune that testifies to 
Nudeswirl's energy. 

As the album progresses, how- 
ever, the sound becomes more 
homogeneous. Although Green’s 
incoherent vocals allow his voice 
to blend with the music, they also 
contribute to the blurring of the 
album’s final four songs, making 
them seem like one long garage 
jam. Even so, Nudeswirl stand out 
in the midst of so many others 
jumping on the sagging grunge

**1/2 SUDDENLY, TAMMY! 
(SpinArt). As the margin heads 
toward the mall, one of the most 
interesting underground phenome- 
na is the emerging do-it-yourself 
pop community up and down the 
Northeast corridor. Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania’s Suddenly, Tammy! 
are the latest addition to this tight- 
knit movement, which includes the 
likes of Tsunami and Unrest and 
Stretches as far south as 
Richmond and as far east as 
Amherst. The trio's debut album is 
a sparkling 13-song collection of 
jaunty pop songs and winning lul- 
labies, driven by electric piano 
rather than guitars. Musical 
arrangements are kept simple, 
and the band’s honesty and 
eagemess shine through. 

The charming, sweet-voiced 
Beth Sorrentino lends just the right 
innocence and optimism to her 
wistful lyrics. Gently rollicking 
waves of keyboards fuel the open- 
ing “Stacey’s Trip,” a catchy 
lament. Ken Heitmuelier’s bouncy 
bass keeps “Lamp” upbeat as 
Sorrentino uses a small household 
disagreement to illustrate a siowly 
decaying relationship. Oh yeah, 
Sorrentino’s brother Jay rounds 
Out the band on drums.

***1/2 Lisa Sokolov, ANGEL 5 


RODEO, (Laughing Horse Rec- 2 
ords). Vocalist Lisa Sokolov weds 
jazz daring with the dramatics of 
the Broadway stage, merging a 
personal facility with scat singing, 
a confident bending of melody, 
and an actor's flair for characteri- 
Zation. 

A New Yorker, Sokolov has 


sung with avant-loft types for 
years, most consistently with Cecil 
Taylor bassist William Parker. Yet 
her theater background and 
music-therapy career are equal 
influences. “Something’s Coming” 
(from West Side Story) takes 
many liberties, yet it captures 
Bernstein’s air of romantic expec- 
tation. In “Ding Dong” (from the 
The Wizard of Oz), Sokolov cre- 
ates a dozen humorous, piercing 
varieties of witchy caterwaul. 
Peter Pan's “I'm Flying” evokes 
the thrill of beating gravity with a 
glee that seems sexy and almost 
evil. “Never Never Land” and “My 
One and Only Love” are sweet 
vehicles for a floating, balladic 
impressionism. Sokolov makes 
you feel anything in life is possible. 
The freedom of her own songs 
allows an array of emotions and 
modes. The backing is always 
spare; several cuts go a cappella. 
David Gonzalez’s guitar is 
Sokolov’s most essential partner; 
his sense of time is as loose and 

inspired as her own.

** Mindfunk, DROPPED (Mega- 
force). The title of Mindfunk’s sec- 
ond album refers to their uncere- 
monious release from the Epic 
label; but the album’s pathos 
doesn’t arise from that turmoil — 
it's provided almost singlehanded 
by former Soundgarden guitar-for- 
hire Jason Everman. Every song 
looks to the West for the familiar 
hard-rock tempos and repetitive 
guitar riffs, but unfortunately front- 
man Pat Dubar is blessed with 
neither Chris Cornell’s creativity 
nor Eddie Vedder’s raw power, so 
ultimately the tracks end unful- 
filled. 

What the boys from Mindfunk 
don’t seem to realize is that throw- 
ing together bits of psychedelia, a 
little feedback, and a couple of 
power chords does not necessarily 
constitute a new musical direction. 
Here these sounds loiter indepen- 
dently like brushstrokes in search 
of a portrait. Which makes 


Dropped less a sheer compilation 
of rock clichés than a grunge 
mosaic of parts that add up to 
more individually than the final 
Product does as a whole.

*1/2 Z, SHAMPOOHORN (Bark- 
ing Pumpkin Records). Braving 
inevitable comparisons, Dweezil 
and Ahmet Zappa have again 
stepped out of their father’s shad- 
ow. Unfortunately Shampoohorn, 
sounding alternately like a bad 
Kiss imitation and a Winger album, 
lacks the funkiness and character 
Frank’s music 

The album is dominated by 
derivative semi-metal tunes. 
There’s the “religion sucks” song 
(“Jesus Clone”), the anti-establish- 
ment song (“Them”), and the 
“Mom, I’m a psycho-killer” song 
(‘Mommy’). This last, with its fren- 
zied guitar solo, Ahmet’s deliber- 
ate “I worship Satan” growl, and 
cliché’d lyrics (“Mommy, will you 
rinse the blood from my clothes?”), 
sounds like a GWAR tune without 
their humor. The Zappas also use 
a paint-by-numbers approach that 
saturates every song in power 
chords and subscribes to the 
“When in doubt, repeat the cho- 
rus” axiom of ing. 

No surprise that Z are at their 
best when grating guitar solos and 
weighty subjects are abandoned. 
The catchy, pop-oriented “Kidz 
Cereal” shows the Zappas have 
some of their father’s irreverent 
humor: “Inside my box iz a loaded 
gurv/it works, itz real/Time to have 
some fun.” But Dweezil and Ahmet 
have made a mediocre CD entirely 
on their own.

**x%kx* Leonard Bernstein, New 
York Philharmonic, HAYDN: 
PARIS SYMPHONIES, SYMPHO- 
NY NO. 88, LONDON SYM- 
PHONIES, THE CREATION, 
MASS IN TIME OF WAR, NEL- 
SON MASS, HARMONIEMESSE 
(Sony, Royal Edition, five CDs). 
Leonard Bernstein is certainly 
more famous for his Mahler than 
for his Haydn. He was, after all, 
the first conductor to record the 
complete Mahler symphonies. 

For my taste, however, Mahler 
is intense enough without any 
additional goosing. And though 
Haydn’s wit and elegance seem 
remote from Bernstein’s excesses, 
these (now available 
for the first time in many years) are 
quite wonderful. Bernstein’s exu- 
berant energy and brilliance keep 
the classical formality from becom- 
ing effete; Haydn's very classicism 
and Enlightenment wisdom help 
keep Bernstein in check. He’s 
tuned in to Haydn’s lyric impulse, 
so the melodies really sing, and 
since he not only gets but enjoys 
Haydn's jokes, he doesn’t have to 
overstate the punch lines. 

The New York Philharmonic 
gives him the perfect balance of 
zest and refinement. The soloists 
in the Creation (1966) — Judith 
Raskin, Alexander Young, and 
John Reardon — are vocally 
pleasing and stylistically coherent, 
more so than the vocal soloists in 
the Masses, which were recorded 
in the 1970s. Other conductors, 
especially Thomas Beecham, 
have done the London sym- 
phonies superlatively, and Sigis- 
wald Kuijken’s Haydn symphonies 
on original instruments are also 
superb. But Bernstein's Paris sym- 
phonies, which include the Hen, 
the Bear, and the Queen — are 
the best complete set | know. The 
last composer you'd expect 
Bernstein to do well turns out to be 
the one he does best.

emember when a person 
who moved from job to job 
was seen as a screwup — 
unable to hold down a 
steady job? Those were also 
the days when college grad- 
uates who kept their noses clean and to the 
grindstone could look forward to a long, 
loyal career with the same company. 

Career counselor Proctor Coffin, presi- 
dent of Action, Inc., in Boston, remem- 
bers when, more than 20 years ago, his 
mother asked him why he “had” to leave 
his position at a candy company after 13 
years as general sales manager. Though 
his new job was a big step up — to be 
president of a shoe company — his moth- 
er was concerned. 

“She thought I did something wrong and 
had to leave, because years ago people just 
didn’t move from job to job. It was very dif- 
ficult to move around,” says Coffin. 

But things have changed, and there’s no 
longer a stigma on people who have made a 
few career moves. 

“Today it’s almost expected,” Coffin says. 
“Employers are looking for people who are 
more seasoned; who have experience at sev- 
eral places.” He adds that some employers 
even want their new hires to have previously 
worked at specific companies. 

Economists and employment forecasters 
predict the average American worker today 
will have at least five or six jobs during his 
or her working life, often switching careers 
a number of times. The reason may be a 
personal choice, but it could also be changes 
in the marketplace, which cause layoffs in 
some sectors and create new jobs in others. 

This translates into an ever-expanding 
demand for continuing-education pro- 
grams to help not only people who want to 
move up the ladder at work, but also those 
who want or need to start over in a differ-

ent field. 

Career and aca- 
demic advisers say 
short-term certificate or 
diploma programs are the 
fastest, easiest way to train 
for a new job or update 
skills for a promotion in the 
same field. The programs typi- 
cally consist of between eight 
and 10 courses that can be taken at 
night over the course of a year. 

“I know people who are interested in 
going back to school either to increase their 
job security or because of current job dis- 
satisfaction,” says Steven Deimen, 31, of 
Roslindale. He’s enrolled in Suffolk Univer- 
sity’s one-year program to earn a graduate 
diploma in public accounting. The program 
essentially provides the nuts and bolts of a 
bachelor’s degree in accounting. 

Deimen, originally a teacher from Michi- 
gan, has worked for six years as a medical 
technologist at Massachusetts General 
Hospital. He hopes that going back to 
school will help him advance professionally. 

“As a medical technologist, there is a ceil- 
ing that’s hard to bust above,” says Deimen. 
“You can become senior medical techni- 
cian, but where do you go from there? Un- 
less you want to be sitting in the same chair 
10 years from now, you have to give them a 
reason to promote you.” 

Deimen believes furthering his education 
with a quick-hit program like Suffolk’s may 
make it easier for him to move up to the 
rank of laboratory manager. 

There are additional benefits to begin- 
ning with a more scaled-down program. 
It’s an easy way to advance toward earning 
a master’s degree, Deimen says, since 
many classes can be applied later toward a 
higher degree. 


Expanding demand 
or 


many reasons, professional-educa- 
tion and job-training classes appear to 
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have a secure 
and growing 
presence in the 
employment 
picture. 

“I see people 
constantly in school taking classes as some- 
thing that will be the norm in the future,” 
says Paula Mooney, admissions adviser at 
North Shore Community College, in Dan- 
vers, Lynn, and Beverly. “There is an in- 
crease right now for a lot of different rea- 
sons. People are retraining or enhancing 
their job skills. For example, a lot of peo- 
ple who were in manufacturing for years 
are now back in school learning comput- 
er-aided design. They don’t have the tech- 
nical training and it’s holding them back. 

“Also, there are a tremendous number of 
people out there who are unemployed or 
unhappy with the job they do have and who 
are looking for a quick fix to gain some new 
skills,” says Mooney. 

Working ‘adults returning to school again 
and again is a trend John Hughes, director 
of the professional-training program at 
UMass/Boston, says he’s been predicting 
for years. 

“There will be a continuing need for just 
that type of programming,” says Hughes. 
“There are people who have a liberal-arts 
degree, but who now find they need a 
body of knowledge to make them employ- 
able and also to allow them to jump onto 
new career paths. 

“The challenge of the university is not 
only to recognize the need, but to put to- 
gether a sequence of study that allows peo- 
ple who are not necessarily interested in 
getting a master’s or bachelor’s degree to 
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attain the knowledge to become employ- 
able,” says Hughes. 

“Industry today is spending $30 billion a 
year to upgrade the skills of its employees. 
The US is now facing global competition, 
and American workers are going to be in 
for a rough time,” says Hughes. “Informa- 
tion is the key. Learning is the key.” 

But not everybody should jump right in 
with a full load of classes, says Mooney. 
It’s better for some to ease their way back 
into academia. 

“A lot of it depends on how long they’ve 
been out of school. If they’ve been out for 
five or more years, I recommend starting 
off with one course that interests them — 
pick something they think will be fun and 
stimulating. If you were a poor math stu- 
dent, I’m not going to say, ‘Start out with 
an algebra course,’ ” Mooney says. “The 
most difficult thing about returning to 
school is learning to concentrate again. In 
our daily lives there is not much we have to 
memorize and be quizzed on.” 

Of course, the decision to go back to 
school should not be made lightly. People 
thinking about switching careers might 
consider first testing out the prospective 
field by taking a job that requires no addi- 
tional education or training. If they’re then 
convinced it’s the right move, they can 
more confidently make a bigger commit- 
ment, like going back to school, experts say. 

But for those who have been recently laid 
off, the decision to go back to school may 
be particularly opportune. Many unem- 
ployed may be eligible to continue receiving 
their full unemployment benefits while 
studying. 


Hot jobs/school choices 
The smart colleges and universities, says 
Mooney, are watching the marketplace to 
see what skills employers are looking for, 
and then designing programs to teach 
them. 
For those sizing up prospective new ca- 























reers, a good resource to find out where the 
jobs are — and will be — is the booklet 
Career Moves, published by the state De- 
partment of Employment and Training. The 
booklet lists occupations likely to be in de- 
mand from now until 2005. Career Moves 
also details the training and education re- 
quired for each job and the average pay. 

The most recent issue of Career Moves 
(April) lists the top-10 hottest occupations 
for the next 12 years as follows, in descend- 
ing order of demand: 

1) Paralegals — employers prefer some 
legal training; average salary $25,000. 

2) Computer- service technicians — 
training in electronics required; average 
salary $28,000. 

3) Systems analysts — college degree in 
computer science required; average salary 
$38,000. 

4) Medical assistants — no formal train- 
ing required; average hourly wage $9. 

5) Radiological technicians and technolo- 
gists — licensing and formal training re- 
quired; average salary $23,000. 

6) Travel agents — formal training pre- 
ferred; average salary $17,100 for agents 
with one to five years’ experience, $19,000 
for agents with six to 10 years’ experience. 

7) Home health aides — passage of 
competency test required; 
average hourly wage $7.60. 

8) Operations-research 
analysts — master’s degree 
in operations research, 
management science, math- 
ematics, statistics, or busi- 
ness management pre- 
ferred; average salary 
$33,000. 

9) Medical secretaries — 
specialized training pre- 
ferred; average hourly wage 
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10) Human-service work- 
ers — certificate or associ- 
ate’s degree preferred; aver- 
age salary $18,000. 

Knowing where the jobs 
are and what kind of 
schooling is needed is only 
half of the equation, how- 
ever, says Bill Burns, a 9 ~~" ™ 
principal at Career and Fi- 
nancial Services, a career- 
counseling service in Bos- 
ton. You’ve also got to find 
a job doing something you 
like, he says. 

“The greatest difficulty 
for people is they’re not in © 
the right field and they’re 
unhappy. Most people seem 
to find themselves just do- 
ing something for work. I 
don’t try to push people to- 
ward something just be- 
cause it’s hot,” says Burns. 

“People have to do what 
they love and then every- 
thing will follow from that. 
Of course, it has to be time- 
ly and appropriate as well.” 

Most career-planning 
services have extensive tests 
that can help those who are 
unhappy with their current os 
job to figure out what kind of career move 
might be the best one for them. 


A sampling of programs 

There is no shortage of places to take 
classes to learn new skills or expand on old 
ones. What follows is an arbitrary list that 
can provide a general idea of the kind of 
programs that are available. 

The cost of these programs depends 
mostly on the size and prestige of the 
school offering it. Students enrolled in cer- 
tificate programs usually have to pay the 
same fees (activities, registration, etc.) as 
conventional undergraduate or graduate 
students. Community colleges offer the 
most courses for the money. Some financial 
aid is available. 

¢ Suffolk University, in Boston, (617) 
573-8000, offers a graduate diploma in 
public accounting through a one-year pro- 
gram consisting of nine graduate-level ac- 
counting and finance courses. Graduates 
are qualified to perform entry-level ac- 
counting, as well as to take the CPA exami- 
nation. Students are not required to have 
any previous accounting experience. Tu- 
ition for the 1992-’93 school year was 
$12,600, plus fees. 

¢ Fisher College offers six certificate 
programs — early-childhood education, 
medical assistant, paralegal studies, retail 
marketing, office administration, and travel 
and hospitality management at a number of 
locations in eastern Massachusetts. The 
programs consist of an average of 10 class- 
es, including electives. Tuition for the 1992- 
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"93 school year was $125 per credit hour, 
or $375 per three-credit course, plus fees. 

Fisher’s locations are in Boston, (617) 
262-3240; Attleborough, (508) 222-6040; 
Cape Cod, (508) 771-6610; Duxbury,

The legal-assistant program consists of 
an intensive “overview course” for which 
the tuition last year was $2028, and two 
specialized classes at $676 apiece, plus 
fees. The program allows students to spe- 
cialize in an area of law to pinpoint their 
job opportunities. 

The program for financial planners con- 
sists of 10 courses that prepare the student 
for both work as a financial planner and for 
the Certified Financial Planner examination. 
Seven of the courses costs $625 apiece, and 
the three others cost $315, plus fees. 

* University of Massachusetts at Bos- 
ton, (617) 287-5000, offers a number of 
certificate programs including corporate 
and promotional communi- 
cation (total cost $1450), 
paralegal studies ($2050), 
governmental auditing 
($1450), and alcohol/ 
chemical-dependency treat- 
ment ($2430). Students 
must have at least a high- 
school diploma. 

- © Bentley College, in 

Waltham, (617) 891-2000, 
offers certificate programs 
in accounting and comput- 
er information systems. 

The accounting pro- 
gram’s 10 courses satisfy 
the educational require- 
ments to take the CPA 
exam. A bachelor’s degree 
is required for enrollment, 
but it need not be in ac- 
counting. 

The 12-course comput- 
er-information-systems 
program is designed for 
college graduates who hold 
degrees in disciplines other 
than computing, but who 
-- want to get a job in the 
computer field. Tuition at 
Bentley for the 1992-’93 
school year was $660 per 
course, plus fees. 

* North Shore Commu- 
nity College, (508) 762- 
4000, offers a number of 
one-year certificate pro- 
grams, including chiro- 
practic technician, com- 
puter-aided design, com- 
puter applications, elec- 
tronic technician, geron- 
tology, medical transcrip- 
tionists, substance-abuse 
counseling, technical writ- 
ing, and word processing. 

rag None of the programs re- 
quire students to have a bachelor’s or as- 
sociate’s degree. However, they may re- 
quire basic competency in some field, such 
as algebra, chemistry, or typing, depend- 
ing on the certificate. 

Tuition at NSCC for the 1992-93 school 
year was $55 per credit, per three-credit 
course, plus fees. 

* Quincy College, in Quincy, (617) 
984-1700, offers certificate programs in 
business administration, computer science, 
health-careers preparatory, medical secre- 
tary, office assistant, paralegal studies, and 
administrative assistant. The programs gen- 
erally consist of eight core classes and at 
least one elective that can be taken over the 
course of two semesters. A high-school 
diploma is required. 

¢ Clark University, in Worcester, (508) 
793-7711, offers certificate programs in 
gerontology, public administration, and 
teaching English as a second language. 

The gerontology program consists of 
four core seminar courses and three elec- 
tives. Experience in the field is not re- 
quired. 

The public-administration program is 
designed for people with or without a 
master’s degree and consists of six courses 
that could later be applied toward a mas- 
ter’s degree. 

The program in teaching English as a 
second language consists of seven core 
classes. Prior teaching or ESL experience is 
not required, but a bachelor’s degree is. 
Clark’s tuition for the 1992-’93 school year 
was $560 per course, plus fees.
